Such’ is Reuter’s brief 
and significant account of the 
reception given by the House of| 
Commions to a speech proposing 
a further war loan of 350 mil- 
lions, a doubled income tax, 
threepence per pound on tea and 
a penny a pint on beer, with the 
promise that the Government 
would devise other means of rais- 
ing substantial sums by taxation. 
Nothing could demonstrate more 
clearly the temper of the country 
towards the war. There is no 
need to analyse the figures sup- 
plied to perceive that war taxa- 
tion means retrenchment all 
round’on the daily standard of! 
living of rich and poor alike. ‘To 
some extent the want of em- 
ployment consequent upon _re- 
duced trade will be neutralized 
by the withdrawal of men for 


the army. Moreover, as Mr. 
Tloyd George pointed out, 
British manufacturers enjoy 


special opportunities in neutral 
markets by the shutting off 
of German and Austrian trade, 
from which they ought to profit 
more and as time goes on. ‘There- 
fore we may hope, with some 
degree of confidence that there 
need be no more fear of absolute 
want than there is, unfortunate- 
ly, for some persons in normal 
times. But it is clear that any- 
thing like luxuries will have to be 
cut out. The Empire is pre- 
pared for harder sacrifices than 
this, for the cause of liberty and 
an enduring peace. 

Although we have but a sum- 
mary of Mr. Lloyd George's 
speech two features in it stand 
out clearly. Its proposals are 
eminently fair-minded, as wit- 
ness the humorous reference to: 
“the elusive teetotaler’’—a gentle 
man who might, at ordinary 
times, be disposed to think bim- 
self entitled to special considera- 
tion by the State—and the con- 
cessions to be made to retailers| 
and brewers, who have certainly 





had cause of late years to consider 
themselves very much the re- 
verse. Apart from shortened 
hours of business and decreased 
consumption, brewers and pub- 
licans will contribute their share 
as income-tax payers, a class 
which by no means includes all 
teetotalers. The doubled in- 
come-tax will, of course, weigh 
most heavily on the man with 
the small income. But this tax is 
more fairly graduated now than 
it was formerly; the simplicity 
of it from the standpoint of the 
State renders this or even greater 
additions to it inevitable, and 
there will be no grumbling. In 
the second place, much satisfac- 
tion will be felt at the Chan- 
cellor'’s dictum that “we should 
strengthen our credit by following 
our best financial traditions and 
levying fresh taxation.” It has 
been a legitimate cause of pride 
with Great Britain in recent 
years that she has been able to 
meet expenditure out of re- 
venue, and so far as is pos- 
sible’ the nation will wish 
to follow the same course even 
in this cri Meanwhile, as 
heavy additions to the National 
Debt are inevitable, whatever 
economies may be practised, it is 
greatly to be hoped that some 
part of the 350 millions’ loan 
will be placed in India and the 
Colonies. We may be sure that 
it will be most gladly taken up. 
More and more, we believe, it is 
being realized "in the Oversea 
Dominions that, in, spending 
themselves freely in the war they 
not only help the Mother Coun- 
try but themselves, and that the 
issue of the war is no less vital 
to them than to her. A’ new 
conception of Empire is forming 
from which golden results will 
spring, and no opportunity should 
be lost of publicly marking in all 
His Majesty's domains the es- 
sential unity of their aim.

TI it will do s0 before 
the war is finished we have no 
doubt; and without, perhaps, 
going to the length of Continent- 
al conscription, we believe that 
the peoples of the Empire will 
demand some system of training 
which will enable every able- 
bodied man to take up arms at a 
moment’s notice in defence of 
his own liberty as well as of that 
of weaker nations. That the 
cost of such a system is not pro- 
hibitive will be realized when it 
seen with what ease, 
paratively speaking, the 
cellor's war bill may be 
But more than this, it will 
learnt that the progress of 
nation consists not in its ac- 
cumulation of pounds, — shillings 
and pence, but in the degree to 
which it can evince courage, 
obedience and self-sacrifice.

JAPAN’S PART IN THE 
WAR. 

The probability of Japanese 
troops taking an active part in 
the hostilities in Europe has 
provoked some discussion in Eu- 
rope and Japan. In the West 
many are of opinion that Japan 
should not be called upon to send 
an army to France except the 
Allies in Europe are sorely pressed, 
which they certainly are not at 
the moment, but that she should 
continue to preserve peace in the 
Far East and make that her special 
task. Another argument is that it 
would take a long time to prepare 
and transport an effective fight 
ing force. Great Britain is in a 
position to supply the reinforce- 
ments necessary, or she will be 
in a very short time, and mean- 
while the news from the front is 
encouraging. In Japan opinion is 
somewhat divided, judging by the 
newspaper comment. It is held 
that the difficulty of transporting 
@ big army is not insuperable, but 
it ig doubted whether the troops 
would be required by the time they 
were able to take the field. There 
is no suggestion that the question 
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is under discussion as between the 
Governments concerned, but ex- 
tremely uplikely as it appears at 
the present day that Japan will 
send troops to Europe, there is 
abundant evidence that she is 
willing and ready to bear her share 
of the task of crushing the com- 
mon, aggressive foe, 





ANOTHER BAD SHOT. 

‘A correspondent calls our atten- 
tion to another delightful example 
of German mendacity betraying 
itself even in the act of expression, 
which certainly ought to be added 
to the list of “lies with a purpose.” 
“Ostasiatischer Lloyd” telegrams 
reproduced yesterday contained the 
following:—""The Russian Ohargé 
Affaires has left Kabul.” As 
our correspondent says, this is a 
particularly bad shot.’ Under the 
agreements between Great Britain 
and Afghanistan the Intter country 
has undertaken to leave the control 
of its foreign relations to the 
British Government which, in turn, 
agrees not to interfere in Afghanis- 
tan’s internal affairs. By the 
Anglo-Russian Agreement of 1907, 
Russia declared Afghanistan to be 
outside her sphere of influence and 
engaged that her political relations 
with Afghanistan should be con- 
ducted through the British Govern- 
ment, Even Great Britain has to 
put up with a native Agent at the 
Amir’s Court. Russia cannot have 
a representative of any kind at 
Kabul, and in point of fact, we 
believe, has not had one there 
since about 1879. Possibly it was 
of the denarture of that representa- 
tive that the “Oxtasiatizeher Lloyd” 
spoke. It would be quite in keep- 
ing with Teutonic thoroughness to 
spend thirty-five years in verifying 
80 important a fact. But to bring 
it out just now is linbie to create 
a wrong impression. 





ALGERIAN SOLDIERS. 
By the way, it has been men- 


tioned more than once in the 
“Ostasiatitcher Lloyd" messages 
that the Algerian troops would 


shortly have to be sent back to 
Africa owing to the approach of 
cold weather; then, if we recollect 
rightly, that they had actu 
been sent. It would no doubt suit 
the Germans very well if this were 
true. Unluckily for them, a cor- 
respondent pointa out, the Algerian 
troops can stand cold weather 
quite well, as shown when they 
fought through the Franco-Prus- 
sian War of 1870-71, when the win- 
ter was particularly hard. In all 
these German reports there is an 
interesting contrast between the 
statements attributed to Ger- 
man Headquarters in Belgium and 











alleged telegrams from New York, 
Ban Francisco ete, The Head- 
quarter’s messeges are invariably 
more interesting for what is left 
out than for what is said, but they 





do not make stupid mistakes about 
British Consuls at Munich, Rus- 
sian Ohargée d’Affaires at Kabul 
and the like. These are evidently 
the clumsy work of the local arti 
ficer, and for the gaiety of nations 
it is to be hoped that practice will 
not make him any less imperfect 
than he has been hitherto.

THE COLLAPSE OF 


TSINGTAO. 


The letter from our special oor- 
respondent with General Kamio’s 
force which we publish to-day am- 
ply confirms the belief already ex- 
pressed that in the end the defence 
offered by Tsingtao was a very feo- 
ble affair. Redoubts, wire on- 
tanglements and bare spaces right 
under the guns of every fort con- 
stitute a formidable obstacle when 
the men behind are determined to 
hold them. As it was, the Allies 
at the last minute are shown to 
have virtually walked through the 
barrier. ‘The reason for this re- 
markable collapses will probably 
never be known to the world. If 
it suddenly occurred to Berlin that 
to sacrifice the large numbers of 
reservists, men habituated to China 
and Chinese business, in a vain 
hope, would mean a waste of expert 
knowledge most valuable to Ger- 
many and not easily to be replaced, 
it only remains to congratulate 
Pru m on its rare moment of 
lucidity. But the sudden crumpling 
of what was both naturally and ar- 
tifcially a very strong position is 
a very bad object lesson to the 
Chinese 6f that omnipotence of Ger- 
man armies which the German Fic- 
tion Factory has so laboured to im- 
press upon them; and all the gran- 
diloquent meseages that the Ger- 
man Emperor may send will not 
mend the broken bubble. 


THE GERMAN RETREAT. 

‘The Russian official description 
of the state of the country along 
the line of the German retreat from 
Warsaw shows that the Germans 
were not hotly pursued.- A study 
of the Russian campaign makes it 
quite clear that the Grand Duke 
Nicholas had no desire to force the 
Germans to fight rearguard actions 
all the way to their new postion, 
inasmuch as this would have in- 
volved dangers to his flanks which 
no sound strategist is prepared to 
incur. Viewed in another light it 
is regrettable that the Germans 
were given sufficient time in which 
to place great obstacles in the way 
of the Russian general advance, 
but in campaign of such magni- 
tude sacrifices must be made in 
order to make the ultimate result 
as secure as possible.

IN BELGIUM AND FRANCE.

Berlin, Nov. 12.

Headquarters, Nov. 12. 

We made good progress on the| 
Yser yesterday and have stormed 
Dixmude, taking over 500 prisoners 
and nine machine guns. More 
southward, our troops crossed the 
canal west of Langehmarck. The! 
young regiments carried the first 
line of the enemy's positions, sing- 
ing aa they went, made 2,000 men 
of French infantry prisoners and 
took six machine guns. We have 
repulsed the enemy south of Ypres 
towards St. Eloy. As the result of 
several days’ violent fighting there, 
we have taken about 1,000 prisoners 
and six machine guns. Despite re- 
peated strong English counter- 
attacks, the dominating heights 
north of Armentiéres remained in 
our possession. Our attacks south- 
west of Lille have advanced. 

The French have suffered heavy 
losses in trying to reconquer the 
dominating height north of Vienne- 
le-Chfteau on the western border of 
the Argonnes forest, All French 
counter-attacks in the Argonnes 
forest as well as north-west and 
south of Verdun have been repuls- 
ed.

THE FUTURE OF TSINGTAO. 
Peking, Nov. 12. 

Mr. Hioki, the Japanese Minis- 
ter, has officially notified the 
Chinese Government of the fall of 
Tsingtao, which took place on the 
‘7th instant, while the formal sur- 
render was on the 10th instant. 
Japan has made certain conditional 
proposals to China with reference 
to Tsingtao, President Yuan Shih- 
kai consequently had a conference 
with Vice-President Li Yuan-hung, 
Beoretary of State Heu Shih-chang 
and Sun Pao-chi, Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, to draw up a reply. 
The Chinese Government will send 
a high official to Tsingtao, where 
delegates of the Japanese and the 
British Governments will negotiate. 

It is alleged that the chief body 
‘of the British troops, who have 
been before Tsingtao, will be sent 
forthwith to India. 

‘The Governor of Shantung  re- 
ports that the number of Japanese 
spies and detectives is increasing 
in the neighbourhood of the Chinese 
barracks and military establish- 
ments. The Chinese Government is 
consequently uneasy, as fear is en- 
tertained that rebele, disguised as 
Japanese, may throw bombs on the 
Government establishments. 
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Some Chinese papers express the 
hope that Japan will, in the near 
future, expel Sun Yat-sen from 
Japan, in order to gain tho oon- 
fidenos of the Peking Government, 
But the majority of the papere 
doubt the sincerity of Japan in 
effectively assisting China to check 
the activity of rebels.

PRUSSIAN GUARD CORPS 
CUT UP.

‘The following was issued by the

A very severe attack against the) 
portion of our line held by the 
First Army Corps, before Ypres, 
was delivered on the llth by the 
Prussian Guard Corps.

line, which they hoped had been 
already weakened by attacks made| 
by infantry of the line. Our troops 
were subjected to the heaviest bom- 
bardment yet experienced, from 
dawn, for three hours, followed up 
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by an assault in foros carried out 
by the Ist and 4th Brigades of the 
Prussian Guard Corps (about 14,000 
men). It is understood that these 
picked troops had been brought up 
specially in order to force their way 
through at the point where a pre- 
vious effort had been made by in- 
fantry of the line and failed. 

The attack was pressed with the 
greatest bravery and determination, 
Owing to the gallantry of the Bri- 
tish troops and their splendid 
resistance against great odds, the 
attempt to penetrate to Ypres was 
repulsed, but the sheer weight of 
the enemy's advance enabled them 
to break through our line at threo 
points. They were, however, hurled 
back and prevented from gaining 
further ground. Immense loss was 
inflicted on the German forces; 700 
of their dead having been found on 
the ground behind our trenches 
alone, the casualties suffered by the 
attacking force must have been 
enormous. Our casualties were 
heavy. ‘Tho action of our troops 
cannot be praised too highly. 


A GOOD DAY FOR THE ALLIES.

THE LOYALTY OF EGYPT. 
STRIKING PROCLAMATION BY 
THE CHIEFS. 


London, 14th 10.15 p.m. 
Cairo Nov. 14. 

The Council of all the Ohiefs of 
the Ulema, which is composed of 
the leading Moslem religious au- 
thorities of Egypt, bas published 
‘an important proclamation urging 
the Mosleme of Egypt to maintain 
a calm and peaceful attitude. 
After invoking Allah and his Pro- 
phet, who counselled mankind to 
love peace and avoid strife, the 
Ulema, remind their flock that Pro- 
videnoe has spared Egypt the hor- 
rors and sacrifices of the present 
war, which has spread to one 
State after another. Therefore 
it is their duty to remain calm 
and confident, to behave with 
discretion and to let reason guide 
their acta, to avoid gatherings 
—when idle words might be 
spoken—to shun intriguers and 
sowers of discord and ignorant or 
‘interested counsellors from whom 
good cannot come. The appeal is 
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strengthened by quotations from the 
Koran and the Traditions, among 
which are the Prophet's well-mown 
sayings enjoining the Faithful to 
avoid disorders, the consequences of 
which are not limited to those who 
provoke them, and bidding than 
walk in the right path and look to 
their own affairs, thus avoiding 
harm from the straying of others. 

The appeal is signed by 27 mem- 
bers of the Ulema including the 
Sheikh-ul-Ish'am of Egypt, who is 
alco Rector of Al Azar, the famous 
University, the Vice-Rector of the 
University, the Grand Mufti and 
all the Chiefs of the different Rites, 

The chiof religious Sheiks of the 
Sudan have spontaneously ad- 
dressed s communication to the 
Governor-General expressing, on 
behalf of the whole _popu'ation, 
their loyalty to the British Govern- 
ment. They refer, generally, to the 
benefits conferred by British rule 
and, in particular, to the sympathy 
which bas always been show~ to 
their religion, the justice which has 
been meted out to them, the educs- 
tional advantages given to their 
children and the help afforded to 
pilgrime to Mecca, They entirely 
dissociate themselves from the a 
tion of the Turkis Government in 
declaring war on Great Britain and 
the Allies. Such a course of a 
tion, they say, is utterly opposed to 
tho ‘best interests of Islam and it 
is their opinion that the Turkish 
Government, by listening to the 
false counsels of Germany, has 
doomed Turkey to destruction and 
alienated from itself the synspathies 
of Mohammedans throughout the 
world.

The operations in the so-called 
eastern theatre of war, a designa- 
tion which is no longer literally 
correct, promise in the near future 
to assume the principal character- 
istics of those in the western thea- 
tre. In France and Belgium the 
Allies have erected an ‘‘ironclad 
wall’ round the German defence 
works and they are gradually for- 
cing the enemy back all along the 
line. The Russians, after ex- 
ing remarkable _strategical 
genius, tactical skill and ability to 
push home attacks in face of the 
most stubborn opposition, are fol- 
lowing up the retreating enemy 
and ere long, unless some unfore- 
seen reverse unfortunately befalls 
them, will have fenced him round 
wn territory. Then will 
began a new phase of the march 
upon Berlin. Germany has strong- 
ly fortified her frontiers, and the 
advance of the Russians, no doubt, 
will be strongly contested. In 
this part of the campaign, field 
fortifications of the type used by 
the Germans in France and Bel- 
ginm will most probably play a 
more important réle than the per- 
manent fortresses, strong as_ the 
latter are known to be. For one 
of the most notable lessors of the 
war is that permanent _fortifica- 
tions are doomed when the fire of 
the modern portable howitzer is 
bronght to bear upon them; and 
there is good reason to believe that 
the new Russian gun is every bit 
as good as the German weapon. 
Moreover, the Russian armies 
should be sufficiently strong and 
numerous to detach forces capable 
of investing the German fortresses 
and thus immobilize their defend- 
ers, ultimately compelling them to 
capitnlate. Armies who take  re- 
fuge behind permanent. fortifiea- 
tions seldom come ont again ex- 
cept as prisoners of war. This 
was the reason for the German 
attempt to drive the retiring Bri- 
tish army into Manbenge. 

We may, therefore. expect to 
hear that the Germans have made

af an elaborate series of field for- 
tifications in the west. These 
works, generally speaking, may be 
divided into ‘hastily-made en- 
trenchments used by troops upon 
the battlefield to increase or pro- 
long their powers, and deliberate 
entrenchments, not in the line of 
battle, snch as may be required to 
protect lines of communication 
and supply, lines of retreat, or to 





strengthen a position in readiness 
for an attack. It often happens 
that a line of lying-down trenches 
develops into a line of deep tren- 
ches with splinter proofs, cover 
and communication trenches for 
the supports, as well as gun em- 
placements for the artillery, thus 
assuming all the characteristics of 
a position in readiness. In the 
battle of the Aisne the Germans 
were compelled hastily to con- 
struct their field works, but facts 
have come to light which show 
that preliminary steps had been 
taken to establish a veritable fort- 
ress covering a wide range, and 
the weather conditions gave the 
Germans an opportunity to streng. 
then these positions. Redoubts, 
the most complicated type of field 
fortifications, which have some- 
times compelled @ siege to secure 
their capture, have not played an 
important part in the defences, 80 
far as we have heard, but they 
may be constructed to oppose the 
Russians if Germany holds the 
power of the Russian guns too 
cheaply. As with permanent for- 
tifications, redoubts are scarcely 
more than traps when bombarded 
hy large calibre howitzers. The 
primary object of entrenchments 
on the defensive is to enable a 
comparatively small part of the 
command to hold an extended 
front in order that the remainder 
may be available for offensive 
operations. By entrenching, the 
Germans have been able to deliver 
counter-attacks in France and 
Belgium, and by these means they 
no doubt hope to stem the tide of 
the Russian army of invasion on 
the western frontier. 

A good deal has been heard of 
the “digging campaign" on the 
Aisne. The Allies have re- 
sorted to entrenchments when a 
further advance was for the time 
impossible, in order to hold the 
round already gained. In en- 
trenching under fire the simplest

In the present war 
air craft have compelled troops to 
resort to every possible stratagem 
to prevent discovery, while field 
mines in Belgium were a terror to 
the invaders. At the moment it 
would appear that there is a good 
likelihood of the Germans acting 
on the defensive everywhere in the 
near future. Protracted defence, 
all experts agree, is a dangerous 
game, and the Germans, however 
skilful they may be, cannot play 
it successfully for an indefinite 
period. Field and permanent for- 
tifications can only delay the en- 
emy unless the Germans are able 
to obtain the real success of war 
which comes from vigorous offen- 
sive operations. 





LORD ROBERTS. 
Nov. 16. 

The death of Field Marshal 
Lord Roberts plunges the whole 
Empire in grief. Other men have 
done as great services for their 
country or greater, in war as in 
peace. Yet of no other man have 
his compatriots thought quite as 
they do of Lord Koberts, and no 
other man has more fully de- 
served the universal regard and 
esteem in which Lord Roberts's 
name is held. It is not so much 
as the great strategist and fighter 
that we think of him. Without 
derogution to his fame, the Bri- 
‘ish nation has produced greater. 
sat it has never surely produced 
so perfect a character, which, in 
very perfection, never lost 
touch on the sympathy of weaker 
vessels. In an extraordinary 
degree Lord Roberts combined 
strength and gentleness, prevent- 
to the world the unconscious 
nbodiment of those qualities 
which are held up as the ideal for 
every British schoulboy to follow. 
Had his unstinted warnings in 
recent years been followed, that 
the enamy would one day be in 
the gate and find us unready, it 
is possible that the present war 
would not have been fought. It 
was characteristic of Lord Roberts 
that no one ever heard him say, 
“I told you so,”’ and that the task 
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of making up for lost time should 
only call from him fresh efforts 
to stimulate, hearten and inspire. 
That he saw his warnings so 
_ nearly fulfilled must have been to 
him a source of deep anxiety and 
bitterness. Yet the evening of his 
days was not wholly clouded. 
He saw the young men of the 
nation rushing to arms with an 
eagerness that proved the love of 
country not wholly dead; he saw 
the army with which he had so 
long and faithfully served winning 
laurels as bright as any in its 
crown. One imagines how he 
must have regretted the fourscore 
years that set him, even though 
asa king, ‘among the old who 
play no more." In days to come, 
when broader ethical standards 
have raised the cult of humanity 
as a whole above the cult of na- 
tion, it may be that internation- 
alism will give birth to heroes as 
great as those of patriotism. 
‘There are at present few of us 
who can rise to that lofty concep- 
tion, or indeed have any desire to 
rise to it: and still amid all the 
petty weaknesses and cowardice 
which we secretly confess, there 
is something infinitely gracious 
and inspiring in the thought of 
the man who places country 
wholly before self, who is neither 
to be restrained by _ interest, 
false shame nor personal doubts 


from going forth to do his 
duty with all the ¢ strength 
of brain and arm. How- 


ever far the human race may 
travel, the glory of such records 
can never die. When the last 
sword has been beaten into a 
ploughshare, and the last frontier 
has been ‘merged into ‘“‘the 
federation of the world,” men 
will still be able to remember with 
profit to themselves and others 
that “very perfect knight and 
gentleman” sans peur et sans 
reproche, Tora Roberts.

It will have heen discovered 
from what was said in our two 
previons articles on this subject 
that the modern fiction factory is, 
but a more unscrupntous deveiop- 
ment of the old reptile press.

have reminded us of two further 
quotations bearing on our sub- 
ject. Perhaps the best of all 
“howlers” is that which defined 
a lie as, “An abomination to the 
Lord, but a very present help in 
trouble,”” and the witty definition 
of an ambassador as, “One who 
lies abroad for the good of his 
country,"" may well be commend- 
ed to the attention of a much- 
talked-of-gentleman in a neutral 
capital. So far, we have not 
gone outside Dr. Busch’s own 
revelation for examples of official 
ethics. Tt will not be amiss, 
however, to call in one outside 
witness.’ M. de Blowitz, perhaps, 
the most celebrated of all cor- 
respondents, will tell a tale or 
two. The first deals with Count 
Minster, German Ambassador 
to Paris. The story will be found 
in the de Blowitz Memoirs, 
pp. 326-42. Severely condensed,

Only. when angry letters 
and press cnttings began to pour 
in from Germany did he tell de 
Blowitz that he would ‘ask the 
Wolff Telegraph Agency to de- 
clare that there was a certain 
amount of imagination in the 
story published.” This, instead 

g the heat, added fu 1 to 
the flames, and the final upshot 
of the sorry story was that Count 
Miinster wrote to Count Herbert 
Bismarck thus:—"I heg you to 
tell the Prince that Tam quite 
heside mysclf on account of the 
inventions of this _(unprintable) 
Blowitz!" (p. 341). One more 
stich story closes our exposure.

Holstein (pp. 352-4). M. de 
Blowitz had rendered the Baron 
services of such a natnre as to 
draw from him warm thanks and 
a declaration that his continued 
stay in Paris was possible only 
becanse of what ‘The Times’ 
had done for him.

Perhaps the most astounding 
element in many of the recent 
productions of the fiction factory 
has been the practical certainty 
of their almost immediate con- 
tradiction. Accounts of battles 
never fought, of bombardments 
never carried out, of captures 
never made, and of _ conquests 
hardly dreamt of, might serve 9 
purpose in a closely — beleagued 
town. But what could they hope 
to do in the open world, except 
add to the number of lies already 
nailed down? This, surely, is 
but one sign among many that 


much of the old skill in the 
press bureau is lacking. Dr. 
Busch’s revelation shows in 


numerous pages the practical wis- 
dom of the Tron Chancellor in 
journalistic matters, ‘“Better not 
mention names,”’ he says in one 
place. ‘Too dangerous for pub- 
lication... Too highly. sea- 
soned. . . . Avoid too authorita- 
tive a tone... . Shows too 
closely the source of information. 
"These are a few of his 
typical comments, the best of all, 
perhaps, being that in which he 
said that the public would surely 
resent the implied belief that it 
a8 so stupid as to accept for 
truth what was so palpably false. 
The Chancellor doubtless shared 
the opinion of the American sage 
that “‘you can fool all the people 
half the time, and half the people 
all the time, but you can’t fool 
all the people all’ the time.” 
Once, then, these canards come 
home to rest, their real nature 
should, even in Germany, cause 
a sensation. Doubtless the new 
unmoral school will take refuge 
in Nietzsche, or some similar 
authority, and point out that 
what matters in regard to lying 
is ‘‘to what end one lies."” That, 
however, is little likely to appease 
wrath. There is no man so angry 
as he who has been deceived to 
his own detriment. ‘The future 
of the German press bureau is, 
therefore, likely to be materially 
affected by the upshot of the war 
Were that to prove a German 
trinmph, the campaign now being 
sryied, on in the United States, 
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in South America, and in China’ 
would be as nothing compared 
with what would follow. Ger- 
many even now has mone; 
enough to buy up papers, to start 
new ones, and to “‘infi 

good many more. Then it would 
be hard to put a limit to her 
“educative activities.” The only 
security against such a possibility 
is, in the first place, the triumph 
of the Allies, and after that the 
natural inability of man to trust 
where he has once been deceived.

FROM THE MARNE 
TO BELGIUM. 

Dor 17. 

Tut second set of despate 
from Sir John French, of wh 
we publish a first instalment to- 
day, will be received by British 
readers-in the Far Eust no less 
eagerly than they have been at 
Home. Amid the general inter- 
est of the thilling narrative they 
tell, three things stand oui in them 
most clearly. Of the valour of 
the British army we will not speak 
further. Its achievements are a 
legitimate cause of pride to Bri- 
tons, and the more plainly these 
brave deeds are revealed, the 
greater is the reason for not 
talking about them. What we 
rather dwell upon, as Field Mar- 
shal French reveals it in _ ters 
vivid sentences, is the brilliance 
of General Joffre’s strategy 
Everyone hus‘ seen how skilfully 
he drew on the German invaders. 
No one, before these despatches 
appeared, understood how he 
managed to divert the German 
columns southeastwards towards 
the Marne. thus exposing their 
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flank to the enemy. Now we 
learn that a new army, the Sixth 
French, was interposed at the ex- 
act moment on the British left, 
which would be between the direct 
German advance and Paris. 
When General von Kluck woke 
up to the existence of this force, 
he seems to have hoped, 
turning southeastwards, to 
his friends and break the Allies 
centre, with the result that the 
“whirlwind” advance was con- 
verted into something very like 
a whirlwind rout. In other 
words, and this is the third point, 
French strategy has proved itself 
the master of German strategy. 
The Germans had made a_bril- 
nt plan and had prepared for 
it with amazing minuteness and 
detail. Probably this plan had 
been maturing ever since the 
signing of the Dual Alliance 
showed them that they must be 
ready to face attack on both sides. 
Proverbially the best means of 
facing an attack is to deliver one 
first. Germany calculated to a 
nicety the length of time it would 
take Russia to mobilize, and her 
calculations were correct. Where 
they broke down was in failing to 
allow for the personal equation. 
It was machine against man: and 
given the right :nan, as in the 
case of General Joffre, the issue 
of that contest is seldom doubtful.

Tt was born on the field of battle 
and, unlike the brilliant offspring 
of General Joffre’s inspired brain, 
the birth-pangs announced them- 
selves to all the world long before 
fruition. Secondly, it was badly 
started. Antwerp fell on October 
9. The Allies did not reach the 
sea from Ypres till the 16th. In 
in| that precious week why was there 
no whirlwind rush by the Ger- 
mans to seize the Yser Canal? In 
point of fact, the best of the Ger- 
man army in Belgium appears to 
have been occupied in a pompous 
entry into Antwerp, which merely 
gave the Belgian army time to 
effect a good retreat, and the 
Allies time to complete their 
chain to the sea, Finally the 
German plan reveals nothing new 
in the method of attack. — Still 
we see the same confidence in 
artillery preceding the advance of 
vast numbers in massed forma- 
tion. These methods try the 
enemy severely. But, unless they 
are successful, they try the massed 
numbers much more. Hitherto 
they have not been successful, 
and the favourite German plan 
of enveloping is useless now, un- 
less as one writer humorously 
puts it the Germans are provided 
with large numbers of long dis- 
tance swimmers. 

‘The same writer sounds a time- 
ly warning against. German re- 
ports of universal victory and 

unimaginably numerous arm- 
which “‘are only part of the 
game and are only hurtful if we 
place the smallest credence in 
them." Surely at least as re- 
gards victory, the utter falseness 
of these stories has been proved 
up to the hilt. We give all credit 
to the German determination ; 
we will never underrate the en- 
durance and courage with which 
they continue to hurl masses of 
troops against the deadliest fire ; 
and, thongh it has vet to be shown 
how many of these picked troops 
now wasting themselves in Bel- 
gium have been withdrawn from 
the Aisne, where the trenches are 
sfrong enough to be left for a 
while to secondary forces, the 
prolific nature of the German 
army approaches a miracle. More- 
over, one must always allow for 
bad Inck, some unforeseen _cal- 
amity. Yet we utterly fail to 
understand the pessimism with 
which some people regard the 
struggle. For the Allies only to 
hold their present position is, for 
the moment, victory. For the 
Germans to fail to break throngh 
is serions defeat, accompanied by 
all the moral degeneration which 
inal from 
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follows’ defeat. ‘The dogged 
courage of the German soldier 
stands infinitely above the strate- 
gical ability of his leaders. Yet 
it is impossible that he should be 
wholly proof against chill dismay 
at the appalling disaster inflicted 
on the flower of the army, when 
seven hundred of the Prussian 
Guard Corps were picked up dead 
behind the British lines, and the 
shaken survivors were still as far 
from Ypres as ever. Such was 
the climax of three weeks’ furious 
attack. Is it too much to believe 
that another three weeks can 
bring no better result? 








LIES WITH A 
PURPOSE.

Our readers will no doubt 

ready have noticed the extraordi- 
nary profusion of German re- 
ports during the past two days. 
Ever since the beginning of the 
war it has been a constant source 
of amusement to compare these.

Press Bureau itself has to say on 
the same subject a day or two 
later. Thus, for example, a Ger- 
man telegram from San Francis- 
co, dated November 7, said that 
“‘it appears from official German 
reports that the German and 
‘Austro-Hungarian armies have 
gained successes during the whole 
of the past week.”” Buta Ber- 
lin message dated November 13 
says that ‘the Russians have ad- 
vanced through the region of 
central Galicia, which was volun- 
tarily evacuated by the Austrians, 
and have again invested Prze- 
mysl."" Another Berlin message 
of the 14th says that the German 
eastern frontier has been fortified, 
and Russian attacks on it have 
been repulsed. But why are the 
Austrians retiring, and how do 
the Russians come to be attack- 
ing Germany’s eastern frontier, 
when a month ago a strong Ger- 
man army was very near War- 
saw, if the Germans and Austr- 
ians have only been gaining 
successes? Sometimes German 
mendacity betrays itself on the 
spot, as when it claimed H. M. 
8. Relligerent a victim to Ger- 
man naval prowess. It did not 
need the subsequent Foreign 
Office telegram to tell us that 
neither the Belligerent nor any 
one of nine other ships alleged to 
have been disabled, by the 
“‘Ostasiatischer Lloyd,”’ had ever 
been disabled. There is no such 
ship in the British navy as the 
Belligerent. But the German 
telegrams, or what purport to be 









telegrams, during the past two 
days have shown such unusual 
volume and fertility in garbling 
that most readers will have asked 
themselves the reason, of course, 
apart from the normal Prussian 
delight in falsehood for its own 
sake. 

Let us take some of the most 
obvious examples of suggestio 
falsi. On November 12 German 
Headquarters reported: “We 
made good progress on the Yser 
yesterday (November 41) taking 
over 500 prisoners etc."” Novem- 
ber 11 was the day on which the 
picked troops of the Prussian 
Guard Corps strove vainly to 
break the British lines, and, 
though doing so for a moment by 
weight of numbers, were beaten 
back leaving 700 dead behind the 
British trenches. No word of 
this, of course, in the German 
message. Another Headquarters| 
message of the 12th described 
how the German forces had clear- 
ed the enemy from the whole of 
the right bank of the Yser. How 
does this accord with the fact 
that only that day the Germans: 
had had to vacate all the ground 
gained by them on the left bank 
of the Yser, except one strip two. 
or three hundred yards deep. 
and that, too, they have since had 
to relinquish? “The story that 
the Amir of Afghanistan has 
decided to declare wer on Britain 
and Russia is so old that one can 
only conclude that the Amir has 
thonght better of it. As for the 
fighting by Turks near the Suez 
Canal, “with the assistance of 
the uprising Egyptian troops,” 
reported in a San Franciaco 
“telegram” of November 14, we 
need only refer to the proclama- 
tion by all the leading Moslem 
religious authorities, issed 
Cairo on the same day, and 
calling upon Egyptians to be loyal 





to Great Britain, in order to 
show the falsity’ of the San 
Francisco message. Either the 


Egyptian troops are not Moslems, 
and then they have no cause to 
rise on behalf of Turkey, or 
they are Moslems, and will be 
most unlikely to disregard so 
strong an exhortation from their 
religious chiefs. We can only 
notice in passing “the British 
Consul-General at Munich" 
(what is he doing there in these 
times of war?) exhorting Swiss 
merchants to boycott all German 
trade; and British troops rob- 
bing, and destroying property in 
Antwerp to the value of Frs. 200,- 
000,000. ‘The anguish of this 
last’ message is heartrending. 
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Eight millions sterling worth of 
property, which ought to have 
been waiting for the good Ger. 
man troops, when they were dis- 
missed from that boestful parade 
entry into Antwerp to the more 
congenial task of looting. The 
endurance of the British soldier 
is truly marvellous, that he could 
get safely away from Antwerp 
not only with all his guns, but 
also with such mountains of 
plunder. 

Tt has long been perfectly 
clear that the object of the 
“‘Ostasiatischer Lloyd,”’ as of 
other official, subsidized German 
organs abroad, is not to convey 
news but to create an impression, 
to depreciate their enamies,’ and 
exalt their own, prestige. This 
object has become doubly ne- 
essary since the fall of Tsingtao, 
which has badly shaken the edi- 
fice of German omnipotence in 
Chinese eyes, not so much be 
cause Tsingtao surrendered a 
because it made so are 
sistance. But more than this. 
Gradually it is being borne i 
upon the minds of the least in- 
structed observers that the trium- 
phant progress of the German 
army exists only in German 
imagination; that India has not 
risen against Great Britain but 
has supplied her with magnificent 
troops for service abroad: that 
Egypt, so far from joining Tur 
key, has registered the stron 
gest disapprobation of her cot- 
duct; that after seven weeks of 
the most violent attacking Ger 
many has failed to break at any 
point the steel barrier which the 
Allies have put about her in the 
west; and that in the east the 
Russians are close to the borders 
of Silesia, Posen and East Prue 
sia, in some places over it. No 
thing could be more _ significant 
than the statement _ attributed 
yesterday to the Chief President 
of Posen, and supported by the 
“Norddeutscher Allgemeine Ze 
tung” that there is no danger of 
a Russian invasion, and inhabi- 
tants of frontier town are not 10 
yield to panic. Tf there really 
were no danger, no panic, would 
stich a proclamation ever have 
been issned? And what a con 
fession of weakness after all that 
Prussianism has boasted it cam 
do, after all the preparations for 
crowning a German ruler in War- 
saw, after the innumerable tele 
grams announcing Warsaw's in 
minent capture! Tt is to our 
Chinese readers that we apped! 
to mark and inwardly to digest

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truth. Whether they believe all 
the stuff put forth by 
“Ostasiatischer Lloyd’? or not, 
makes no difference, of course, to 
the facts.

MR. WOODHEAD 
AND THE “PEKING 
GAZETTE.” 

Nov. 19. 

We have received from Mr. H. 
G. Woodhead a statement setti 
forth the circumstances of _ his 
dismissal fram the ‘‘Peking 
Gazette,” as reported by us at 
the end of October. This state- 
ment was partly written in 
Tesponse to urgent pressure by 
us, as, from what we had learnt 
privately, we considered it right 
that full publicity should be given 
to the whole story. At the same 
time, Mr. Woodhead emphasizes 
that he should have issued no 
statement, had not the ‘Peking 
Gazette’ of November 10 pub- 
lished ‘‘an incomplete and mis- 
leading version" of the events 
leading to Mr. Woodhead’s dis- 
missal, which he had already 
told the proprietor he regarded 
as such. ‘The point is. thi 
Was Mr. Woodhead dismissed, 
with two-thirds of his agreement 
still to run, at a moment's notice, 
to gratify German spite? And 
confining ourselves only to those 
facts for which Mr. Woodhead 
has documentary evidence, his 
statement leaves little doubt that 
he was. It is necessary first to 
recall the conditions on which 
Mr. Woodhead came to edit the 
“Peking Gazette’ which started 
publication on September 20, 
1913. The proprietor then was 
‘Mr. A. J. Eggeling, a British 
subject but manager of the Pe- 
king branch of the Deutsch- 
Asiatische Bank. Rumour had 
been current that the ‘Peking 
Gazette’ was to be financed by 
the bank as a German Govern- 
ment organ, and in answer to 
Mr. Woodhead’s queries on the 
point Mr. Eggeling gave him, on 
September 3, the following 
letter :—

From the first Mr. Woodhead had 
made it quite clear that he must 
never be called upon to uphold 
German interests in any way, nor 
be debarred from upholding 
British interests when they were 
in conflict with those of Ger- 
many. Mr. Eggeling’s letter is 
surely explicit enough, and Mr. 
Woodhead signed a three years’ 
contract on September 20. 
Nothing happened until last 
August, except that Mr. Wood- 
head's editing raised the ‘Peking 
Gazette" to the third largest cir- 
culation among British papers in 
China. On August 25 Mr. 
Woodhead published a protest 
against the circulation among the 
Chinese of violently anti-British 
pamphlets, and against German 
breaches of international law, 
which drew ‘from Mr. Eggeling 





a strong letter of objection (Mr. 


Eggeling had already complained 
about Renter's telegrams which 
he alleged to be all false). In 
answer, Mr. Woodhead ex- 
plained’ his views frankly about 
the duty of British newspaper 
proprietors at such a crisis, adding 
plainly that he could not’ see his 
way to adopt a neutral attitude 
during the war. There the mat- 
ter dropped, but the next develop- 
ment was that Mr. Eugene Ch’en 
called on Mr. Woodhead to in- 
form him that he was acquiring 
the controlling interest in the 
paper, that he wished Mr. Wood- 
head to remain editor, but would 
like him to show a little 





less 
“anti-German bias” in leading 
articles. Mr. Woodhead pro- 


mised to do his best, but again 
frankly expressed the impos- 
sibility for himself a British 
subject of remaining _ strictly 
neutral. It is worth noticing 
that no public announcement was 
made of the change of proprietor- 
ship, and that Mr. Woodhead 
did not press for it in view of 
Mr. Chen's assurances that the 
change did not involve the pass- 





ling of the paper under German 
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influence. The most circum- 
stantial reports reached Mr. 
Woodhead during September 
in the words of one 
speaker, “‘steps were being taken 
by the Germans to make him 
behave himself." But with 
the arrival of October the cam- 
paign began in earnest. ‘There 
were complaints about a _typo- 
graphical error in the dating of 
two German  telegrams—which 
telegrams were proved by later 
events to have been false in any 
case; complaints about offensive 
headings on German messages, 
even about the general heading 
“German Telegrams’’ which 
Mr. Woodhead proposed as a 
compromise, Mr. Ch’en  say- 
ing that’ German readers 
desired that their telegrams 
should be headed in the sate 
way as Renter's; finally a 
suggestion that during the con- 
tinuance of the war Mr. Wood- 
head should resign the editorial 
control to Mr. Ch’en and remain 
on the “‘Gazette’’ in the position 
known in America as ‘‘contribut- 
ing editor,” alt’ ough retaining 
the title of editor. This offer 
would have placed Mr. Woodhead 
in a most equivocal position and 
he had no hesitation in refusiny 
Experience had shown, he says, 
that the only nation whose 
susceptibities Mr. Ch'en sought 
to regard was the German; 
to those of the British, French 
and Japanese he seomed quite 
indifferent, at least he imade 
no complaint regarding them, 
although the  ‘‘Ostasiatiscier 
Lloyd" telegrams would have 
allowed abundant scope for such. 


Mr. Woodhead continues :— 
“Tt was quite clear to me, therefore, 
that if {abandoned the post to which f 
it ‘agreement wit 
the propritor the result would be that T 


should be working as the subordinate of 
‘a Chinese editor, with whose policy I did 
not agree, that 


I should be effectually 
muzzled throughout the duration of the 
war, and that the general impression 
among the _ public would be that I had 
‘been removed from a position for which 
Thad shown myself in no nr reall, 
deride to vacate the editorial chat.” 

The climax came on October 
20 when Mr. Woodhead pub- 
lished a leader on the futility of 
false German reports about re- 
yolutions in British colonies. 
‘There is strong reason to believe 
that Mr. Eggeling still retained 
a financial interest in the paper: 
‘Mr. Ch’en’s version to Mr. Wood- 
head, given after the latter had 
been led to suppose that Mr. 
Eggeling had sold the paper out- 
right, was that the purchase 
money was being paid in instal- 
mentorihaPAeine* Base 
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ling seems to have been the 
prime mover in the attack on 
Mr. Woodhead after the leader 
of October 20. 

“I reluctantly came to. the conclusion, 
(Mr, Woodhead writes) that my posi 
was untenable, and wrote a letter to 
Mr. Ch’en telling him that this was the 
case, Mr. Ch’en has quoted a portion of 
this letter in the “Peking Gazette" and 
described it as a tender of my resigua- 
tion.

At what period and in what way 
Mr. Ch’en’s reluctance to  dis- 
missing Mr. Woodhead was over- 
come there is no evidence, but 
in the end Mr. Woodhead was 
dismissed at five days’ notice, 
without compensation or offer of 
such, and with the added i 
convenience, a very great one in 
Peking, of having suddenly to 
find house room for his family 
and household belongings. That 
is the main point now for em- 
phasis. It will be remembered 
that Mr. Woodhead had received 
very tangible assurances both be- 
fore he became editor and at the 
change of proprietorship that 
there was no question of German 
control; moreover, he made it 
perfectly clear at all times that as 
an Englishman he neither could 
nor would remain neutral. What 
then is his crime which justifies! 
his being deprived alike of his 
agreement and of compensation? 
If he was not dismissed in conse- 
quence of backstairs German in- 
fluence, he was assuredly dis- 
missed in cincumstances calling’ 
for further investigation. We 
leave these facts to speak for 
themselves, in the firm belief that 
the Government of President 
Yuan Shih-kai_ will not allow 
Mr. Woodhead to suffer unjustly 
by abuse of the hospitality and 
neutrality of its capital.

THE KING’S SPEECH. 

Who writzs the King’s speeches? 
‘Phat addressed to the Home Rule 
Conferznce at Buckingham Palace 
was almost certainly by His Majesty 
himself, and the hubbub it created 
Was an unconscious testimony to ils 
merit. For the art of saying a great 
deal in a very little space these 
speeches are unapproachable, as 
witness the one report:d to-day. 
Gallons of ink will be used to ex- 
plain why Great Britain and Turkcy 
ar: at war, and we shall never hear 
thing half so convincing as this: 
‘Sly Mussulman subjcots know well 
that the rupture with Turkey has 
been forced upon me against my will. 
I recognize with appreciation and 
gratitude, the proofs they have 
hastened ‘to give of their loyalty 
and devotion and support.” Or 
again, what amount of impassioned 
oratry could express the attitud: of 
all Britons so well as this? “There 
is throughout the Empire # fixed 
determination to secure, at what- 
ever sacrificz, the ph of our 
arms and the vindication of our 
cause.” One feels once again that 
for the tremendous events now pass- 
ing in Europe nothing can be so 
appropriate as the simplest words. 
But how difficult they are to choose 
and use rightly! And what a 
contrast thie quiet, dignified utter- 
ance presents with some royal 
orations that may be recalled! 

PEACE CANARDS. 

There is little reason to suppose 
hat the Rome correspondent of the 
Morning Post” has been correct- 
ly informed with regard to Ger- 
many desiring to open peace ne- 
gotiations with Russia. In the first 
place reports from Germany show 
that the most bitter feeling against 
Russia has prevailed since the out- 
break of the war. Moreover, from 
the agreement arrived at between 
the Allies to wage war and con- 
sider terms of peace in common, 
Germany fully understands that 
any overtures to one of her enemies 
would be spontaneously rejected. 
All the Powers at war with Ger- 
many are equally determined that 
the Prussian military machine must 
be broken up for all time. The 
speeches of Lord Kitchener, Mr. 
Asquith, Mr. Lloyd George and 
others leave no doubt as to the de- 
termination of the British Govern- 
ment to prosecute hostilities until a 
successful issue has been attained 
and the power to disturb the peace 
of the world is taken from Ger- 
many for many years, if not for 
ever. This determination is re- 
flected, not only in public opinion 
in Great Britain and the Overseas 
Dominions, but in France and 
Russia, For years the world has talk- 
ed of peace and the reduction of 
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armaments, Reluctantly the Allies 
have drawn the sword, and it ean- 
not be returned to its scabbard, if 
there is to be peace, until those te- 
ponsible for this and the Balkan 
calamity have been disabled and 
forced to practise what they have 
so often preached.

THE ORIGIN OF THE WAR. 
Quite a number of books dealing 
with the causes that led up to. the 
War are now being published, but 
little fresh light is thrown upon the 
matter, the works of German 
authors, the statements issued by 
the British Government and the 
speeches of the Ministers of the 
belligerent nations having provided 
aboundant information. But thsre 
is one aspect of the position to 
which reference has not been made, 
so far_as we can remember in the 
Far East. The “Globe” hears 
from a good authority in Germany 
that the opinion was held that a 
settlement with Russia could no 
longer be delayed. For some years 
it has been obvious that the death 
of the Austrian Emperor might 
not improbably lead to the break- 
up of the Dual Empire and the 
transference of a large number of 
its Slav population to Russia. 
Instead of being able to put a 
million and a-half soldiers at Ger- 
many’s disposal Austria might 
then have none to dispose of, while 
the Russian army would be in- 
creased by several hundred thous- 
and at least. Germany dared not 
delay her attack upon Russia until 
this event and the completion of 
Russian military reorganization,

‘Text: St. Matthew x 3, Matthew, the 
publican. 

Strange that the name of an in- 
significant Jew, who collected taxes 
in Capernaum in the first century, 
should be honoured throughout 
Christendom to-day. 

“And as Jesus passed, he saw 
a man named Matthew, sitting at 
the receipt of custom, and he saith 
unto him ‘Follow Me’: and he 
arose and followed him.” That is 
the sum of his autobiography. A 
sudden conversion? Possibly ; but 
what seems a sudden conversion, is 
sometimes found to be the suddenly 
manifested crisis of mental and 
spiritual processes which have been 
going on secretly, perhaps scarcely 
consciously, for considerable time. 
A momentous decision, an irresis- 
tible conviction, a moment of in- 
spired vision, often seem too vivi 
and comprlling to be the product of 
our own mental operation. We 
seem to be seized and swayed by 
forees greater than ourselves. Ps; 
chologists call it “an uprush of the 
subliminal self.” It is thought by 
many that this subconscious region 
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is the sphere of the operstion of 
divine grace in our lives. It is at 
the very roots of our personality 
that we come most closely into touch 
with the divine life. The human 
spirit is akin to the divine Spirit, 
and it is in the “inner man” that 
we are strengthened by grace. 
Saul’s conversion on the way to 
Damascus may scom sudden, but 
there are not lacking signs that it 
had its preparation. ‘The sight. of 
the martyr Stephen, praying for his 
murderers even while they bruised 
him with their stones, was not with- 
out its effect. It had made Saul 
reconsider his estimate of the hereti- 
cal Nazarene. His subsequent 
violence was perhaps a vain effort 
to evade the growing conviction 
that he was in the wrong. ‘The 
mental struggle gathered in in- 
tensity as he drew nearer Damascus 
and reached its climax when the 
city came in sight. He could no 
longer “‘kick against the pricks.” 
Had the apparently sudden change 
from Levi the tax-gatherer to 
Matthew the Apostle similar hit 
tory! Let us see. 


‘The great road of eastern com- 
merce, which joined Damascus to 
the ports of the Mediterranean, 
skirted the sea of Galilee near to 
Capernam. On the frontier, be- 
tween the territory of Philip the 
Tetrarch and Herod Antipas, there 
stood a customs house. Levi was 
customs officer. He belonged to a 
class hated and scorned by hie com- 
atriots ; scorned, because publicans 
were Jews who had sunk to the level 
of collecting tolls for a heathen 
Caesar; hated, because of the cruel 
exactions and petty tyranny for 
which they were noted. A law- 
breaker, for he must work on the 
Sabbath, he could not attend the 
Temple feasts, and in numerous 
other ways could not live as do the 
Jews; excommunicated because he 
was ‘employed by their hated op- 
pressors, to the Jews such a man 
as Levi was the very embodiment 
of anti-nationalism, and the very 
symbol of sin. . 
Capornaum was the city where the 
new Prophet had His home. Sitting 
before his custom house, Levi must 
frequently have heard Him, as He 
taught the multitudes by the sea- 
shore. Few had better opportunity 
for hearing and quietly thinking 
over the words of Jesus. As Levi 
poad.ced, a new idea of God, and 
as a result of it a new view of life, 
was quietly shaping itself in hie 
mind. The new Teacher was so 
unlike other Rabbis. He had none 
of the separatist spirit which pub 
such a barrier between the Pharisee 
and the publican. Nor was His 
teaching like that of the scribes, 
academic und argumentative. He 
taught with authority, spoke with a 
spontaneity and sincerity most con- 
vineing. Levi saw the mixed multi- 
ening breathless ; saw among 
sinners and suspects ;

The basket-ball court provided in 
the Town Hall is 50ft. by 6éft., but 
a little obstruction is caused by two 
posts being in the middle. How- 
ever, the men are getting accustom- 
ed to these, and it is not expected 
that they will seriously interfere 
with the play. The plan of those 
who have the work of the gymnasium 
in their hands is so to popularize 
the game that each unit in the 
Volunteer Corps will eventually have 
its own team.

SIDELIGHTS ON 
THE WAR IN °- 
SHANTUNG. 


A DAY AMONG THE WOUNDED. 


From Our Special Correspondent. 
Gen. Kamio's Camp, Oct. 29. 

So silently have the operations 
against Tsingtao proceeded—since 
the Germans o2ased throwing shells 
away by the thousand—that there 
have been hours during the day 
when one found it difficult to realiz> 
that a siege was in progress, To 
combatants and correspondents the 
past week has proved rath:r mono- 
tonous, to the sick and wounded it 
must have been delightful. I can 
imagine nothing more trying to any- 
body in pain than the constant 
booming of big guns. The great 
war, as worked out in Shantung, 
as, indeed, been extraordinarily 
inexpensive in the matter of li 
I am not allowed to quote figut 
but I can say that the total of sick, 
wounded and killed is low. The 
seamy side of the siege has, in this 
respect, boon far less deptessing 
than one imagined would be the 
case—though what it may be a very 
few days from now thers is no s 
ing. Judging from the way the Ger- 
man aeroplanes hover constantly 
over the British, as though in con- 
firmation of the report that the de- 
fenders of Tsingtao intend to ex- 
terminate them if they can, and 
from the small amount of shrapnel 
that they have used, the British Red 
Cross Hos may be very much 
fuller than it is at the present mo- 
ment. 

In the British Hospital. 

“No, Sir, I didn’t feel much pain 
—— not at first” said an inmate 
who had been rather badly hit in 
the thigh. ‘It were’nt very com- 
fortable after I, you know, ‘ad got 
over feeling rather dazed-like; but 
I’m getting on fine now,” he added 
cheerily. Ho lay in a row of four 
on a comfortable camp-bed under 
cover of a tent, snugly wrapped in 
blankets, with an open novel, face 
downwards, on his chest. It was 
the “Light that failed” and one 
wondered which version of the end- 
ing he was hurrying towards, “Oh! 
mine weren’t nothing serious at all, 
Sir,” said his next door neighbour 
as I turned to him, “only a scratch. 
‘Ardly knew I'd been ’it.” The 
medical officer winked the other eye 
and I learnt later that the scratch 
had, in fact, been rather more. A 
third man had a bandage round his 
head and the fourth looked a bit 
black under th2 eyes, but the tent 
as a whole and the two next to it 
spoke more of the risks of war than 
of its horrors. 


An Old Chinese Woman. 

ick, over in that little temple 
””" said the medical officer 
pointing north, “is the worst case 
almost that I've had; an old 
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Chinese woman, over sixty, who had 
her forearm taken off by a shell. 
She'd been without any sort of a1 
sistence for two days and was in a 
terrible state when they brought her 
tome. Gangrene had set in. Nasty 
sight it was. Had to amputate to 
the shoulder. But she’s doing quite 
all right now.” 

On my way back, I called in to see 
the old lady. Round the temple 
doors stood a group of Chihli men, 
wearing dark blue turbans, who had 
come with the expedition from Tien- 
tsin, They took me into the stone- 
paved courtyard and up a flight of 
broken steps into a dingy tien, 
where a row of‘gilded idols stood on 
a wooden altar facing the door, A 
dark blue bundle lay at it's foot. 

“Here's an Englishman come to 
see you,” said one unceremonious- 
ly, “wake up. 

‘The bundle stirred and presently 
from ite folds of wadded blue an 
old, wrinkled face appeared framed 
in a grey disarray of hair. The 
smile that accompanied her tremul- 
ous, Chinese equivalent of “how 
do you do” was extraordinarily 
sweet and her faded eyes were 
ight with merry gratitude, “Pleas 
sit down” she said “please sit 
down.” “Are you better?” I ask- 
ed her. “Very much better,” she 
quavered in reply. ‘Indeed, T am 
nearly well. The English doctor 
has been so kind.” 

For a second or,two one sought 
the darkest corner of the room, 
and then stooping squatted on the 
ground beside her. From the Chih- 
li men standing round rather than 
from her—the Shantung dialect 
spoken by a weak, old woman is 
not easy to understand—I learnt 
the details of her story: how sho 
had been gathering wood on the 
outskirts of a village when a com- 
mon shell struck her outstretched 
arm tearing the lower part of it 
away. 


‘What the Chinese Have Suffered, 

I do not think that very many 
Chinese have been hit, but very 
Inrge number must have suffered 
in other ways in consequence of the 
siege of Tsingtao, From Lungkow, 
on the coast, to the spot from 
which I write and on to Tsingtao 
hae 
been rndely disturbed. Many vil- 
Inges ara practically deserted, some, 
like Litsun are balf in ruins owing 
to bombardment; more are full of 
troops, who have taken over, and 
are living in, every available cot- 
tage. Trade if not entirely, must be 
practically, at a standstill. Many 
families must have been impoverish- 
ed, some temporarily ruined. It is, 
of course, no more possible to wage 
war without hurting than to make 
omelettes without breaking eggs, 
and what has happened in Shan- 
tung has happened, on a far more 
terrible scale, throughout the great- 
er part of Europe As, however, 
China is a neutral country, and has 
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been dragged into the business 
through no wish of her own—albeit 
through a past error of judgement— 
the point into which one has boon 
carefully inquiring ever since reach- 
ing Weihsien is the extent to which 
the sufferings of Shantung have 
been inevitably, carelessly or un- 
fairly inflicted. 





Behaviour of Japanese Troops. 


Tt was common talk in Shanghai 
before I left that the Japanese wer 
treating the Chinese badly, At 
Weishien there was no evidence 
of this, As I pointed out 
in writing from there the troops 
were kept strictly to the — rail- 
way line, Twas in the city for 
two days and never saw a Japanese 
soldier inside the walls or any- 
where near them. At Kiaochow the 
situation was different. Parties of 
Japanese troops wandered about the 
city apparently at will :nd T heard 
stories from a resident foreigner of 
theft, theft of chickens, eggs, veget- 
ables and occasionally of animals. 
On the road between Kiaochow and 
here I heard similar stories from 
the Chinese themselves, and_ since 
T have seen small cases of theft (for 
example, of vegetables) with my 
‘own eyes, Moreover, I have passed 
through villages almost deserted, I 
use the house in which T am living 
as though it were my own and I 
have ceased to count thatched roofs: 
damaged by shéll fire, All this 
not, everybody will agree, a pretty 
picture. 


Another side of the Picture, 

But there is another side to it. 
Between here and Hsiaowangpu- 
chuang, a distance of roughly five 
miles, there are in round numbers 
1,000'Chinese in receipt of good, 











daily wages. In Tsimo and 
neighbourhood, to the north, there 
are close on’ 5,000 enjoying the 





same advantage. What the nim- 
bers are at other places which the 
Japanese occupy I cannot say, but 
wherever Chinese labour is being 
employed it is being paid for and 
woll paid, The average rate of 
wages for coolie labour in Shantung’ 
in peaco time is, as far as I can 
gather (I speak subject to the 
correction of missionaries and 
others with years of knowledge), 
from thirty to forty Mexican cents 
per day. ‘The average rate 

which the Japanese are paying is 
Mexican cents fifty; the maximum 
rate rising to seventy cente; a 
roadmaker (and roadmaking repre 

















sents the principal form of man- 
ual labour under present cond 
tions) gets sixty, These are official 
figures given to me by the Japanese 
authorities and verified by my ow 

investigations made without the 
knowledge. ‘The money is paid over 
every evening in war notes of Y10, 
Ys, Yu, Ys0, Y.20 and Y.10__re- 
deemable at par (in bundles total- 
ling not less than Y.1) in silver at 
Tsimo, Kinochou, Weihsien, Lao.

‘This price list has been worked 
out by the Japanese partly on the 
basis of those existing for the same 
commoditis at Tientsin, Dalny and 
various districts in Shantung, al- 
lowance being made for a rise of 
from 20 to 30 per cent. in conse- 
quence of war conditions. I have 
never lived in Tientsin or Dalny, 
but those who have can easily test 
the figures. I can, however, vouch 
for the fact that’ thes> prices are 
actually being paid here. 


Compensation Assured, 

The Japanese do not deny that 
many Chinese have suffered. They 
know that soldiers go about in twos 
and threes pilfering, regret the fact, 
and punish the offender when they 
catch him red-handed. — Moreover 
they recognize that in spite of their 
best efforts many Chinese must 
have suffered loss, particularly in 
those villages evacuated before their 
army renchd them. Consequent 
T am assured, when the operations 
are over, they will appoint a com- 
mission to go into the question of 
compensation in consultation with 
the Chines» Government. This as 
surance and facts stated above 
should go some way towards dis- 
counting the hastyand, to so large 
an extent, untrue reports circulat- 
ed in Shanehai about Japanese he- 
haviour in Shantung.

TSINGTAO. 


SCENES OF THE 
BOMBARDMENT. 
From Our Special War Correspondent, 

General Kamio’s Camp, Nov. 

I doubt whether any war corres. 
pondent has ever witnessed a more 
awe-inspiring sight than I have 
watched for the past two days, the 
bombardment of Tsingtao by sea 
and land. Yesterday was the Em- 
peror of Japan's birthday, and the 
sun rose in a cloudless sky to an 
overture of as heavy a collection of 
guns as modern warfare has pro- 
duced. ‘The hour had struck. 

One had been on the qui viv for 
days before and had put a cross 
against the 3ist just because it was 
the Emperor's birthday. When 
therefore, on the morning of the 
30th, the place from which I write 
began in a quiet, at first hardly 
noticeable, way to empty, one knew 
for certain that one was on the eve 
of the general bombardment. By 
the afternoon General Kamio and 
his staff had vanished: by the even- 
ing the village was practically de- 
serted, Half-a-dozen words spoken 
in thatch-roofed, mudwalled rooms 
and the headquarters of a large 
army broke up and moved els- 
where, swiftly, —noiseles - 
pletely. A placid sunset 
empty streets.

Imagine the continuous whirr of 
thousands of rockets, followed, pro- 
ceded and punctuated by thunder- 
claps echoed by walls of stone. 
Flashes of flame broke through 
trailing clouds of smoke and thick, 
black pillare rose from high ex- 
plosive shells falling in all direo- 
tions. Not a man, of course, was 
to be seen anywhere along the Ger- 
man or the Allies’ outposts, but hav- 
ing visited the latter on various oc- 
casions one had the whole scheme of 
attack in one’s mind. Scarred, 
gullies and bivouacs bujlt into their 
yellow sides, long lines of muddy 
trenches and zig-zagging saps con- 
cealed, one knew, thousands of mon 
spread over a front of, roughly, five 
miles. The nearer gullies wer? 
plainly visible and again and again 
shells pitched close to and into 
them. 














‘The main German forts are — by 
the time this reaches Shanghai they 
will all have fallen — as follows: 
near the Grosser Hafen, Coast 
Fort, and running in a s:mi-circle 
from west to east Taitungchen Fort, 
Middle Fort, Siaochanshan North

A Grim Scene, 


It was during the afternoon that 
I saw enacted, with the jerky 
clearness of a  cinematograph 
picture, (I was watching through 
very powerful glasses that could 
not be held absolutely still) » small 
scene full of the horror of war.

Then some bent again and 
into the gully hurried three or four 
men with red crosses on their arms. 
Presently, a grup moved slowly 
upwards towards the gully’s month 
carrying a body between them, 
followed, & couple of minutes later, 
by another. Then, from a bivouac 
some four or five hundred yards 
away, four men emerged with a 
stretcher and doubled along the 
narrow road. Almost simultaneous- 








Ho was able to support himself 
with his round their necks and 
to hobble quickly enough to keep 
up with their trot, Down the road 
they came, tiny but clear specks 
growing larger as they fell more 
directly under one's gaze. The two 
groups met, paused a few seconds 
and passed, the men with the stret- 
cher hurrying towards the battery. 
The limping man approached the 
bivouac whence the stretcher had 
emerged, and, just as he got up to 
it, swayed forward, was tilted back 
and carrisd inside. It was all just 
as clear and jerky as that—one of 
many grim episodes which must 
have taken place during the day. 


During the Night. 

It is nearing midnight now as I 
write about it, and quite distinctly 
Tcan hear the rapid, drumlike roll 
of pompoms and maxims broken 
into and drownsd by the deep 
thad of heavier guns. Every now 
and then, there are flashes of red 
light in the sky. They are pushing 
forward somewhere and the G: 
mans are raking the heads of the 
allies’ saps. Heavy bombardment 
during the day, a slow stealing to- 
wards the redoubts during the night 
until enough ground has been 
gained for the final rush which will 
complete the taking of Tsingtao.

ATTACK AND ESCAPE UNDER 
HEAVY FOG. 


HOW TURKEY OPENED 
THE WAR. 

In view of statuments circulated 
by German agencies, maliciously 
attributing to Russia the first move 
in the war with Turkey, the General 
Staff of the Russian Navy has issued 
2 following statement — 

On October 28, the Russian Black 
Sea fleet returned to Sebastopol 
after a cruise. No Turkish ships 
were seen. On the morning of 
October 29, about 4 a.m., the Com- 
mander of the Fleet received a 
message by telegram from Odessa 
stating that at 3 am. that day two 
‘Turkish torpedo-boats, using signal- 
ling lights and flying the Russian 
flag, entered the harbour of Odessa. 
‘They were challenged by the patrol 
|boat, and as the parole was not 
given the gunboat Kubanetz opened 
fire. Assistance was immediately 
given by the gunboat Donnetz, but 
| the latter was immediately sunk by 

torpedo. The Kubanetz succeeded

About 6 the same morning, th> 
cruiser Goeben approached Sebasto- 
pol under cover of a heavy fog and 
opened fire, ‘The coast batteries 























responded, and the cruiser with- 
drew. ‘The shells dropped on the 
[town did only slight damage, but 


lone of them struck a hospital and 
eight sailors were killed. A squad- 
jron of torpedo boats, commanded 
by Prince Trubetskoi, on patrol 
duty, mad an attack on the Goeben, 
but the fire from the latter was too 
strong for them. One of the torpedo 
boats was severely damaged, and 
took fire. 

While steaming away, the Go2ben 
met an unarmed Russian transport, 
the Prut, and signalled to her to 
“heave to.” The Captain of the 
transport sent up a signal refusing 
|to obey this command, and pre- 
pared to sink the ship. The vessel 
was disabled by explosions before 
the Goeben came up, ‘accompanied 
by a torpedo boat, but in the pro- 
cess a number of the crew lost their 
ives. The remainder were _ taken 
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on board the war vessels. Before 
leaving, the latter scattered mines 
about, but these were gathered up 
by trawlers. 

Several men-of-war were sent in 
pursuit of the Goeben, but the 
sup?rior speed of the cruiser saved 
her from capture and she retarned 
safely to her base in the Bosphorus 
The Russian losses were: on the 
transport Prut, three officers and 
twenty-six men; the  torpedo-bost 
Lieut. Pushen, seven men killed, and 
seven wounded; the gunboat Ku- 
banetz, seven men wounded; the 
Donnetz, one officer killed. These 
details clearly show that the eng- 
agement was not caused by an 
attempt on the part of the Russian 
fleet to blockade the Bosphorus by 
the laying of mines, but to an un- 
expected attack by the Goeben. The 
statement that seventeen Russian 
boats laden with mines had been 
sunk is absolutely false.

INTERESTING ACCOUNT OF 
ENVER BEY’S NEW ARMY.

PLAIN SPEAKING TO GERMAN 
EMPRESS. 


A Belgian gentleman residing at 
at Port Talbot has reovived the full 
text of a letter sent by a Belgian 
mother to the German Empress. It 
reads as follo' 

Madame—I read in the papers 
that your son Joachim, wounded in 
Belgium, has returned to Berlin, 
that you went to meet him on his 
arrival, and that you admired with 
pride the Iron Cross which decorated 
his breast. I, madame, have also 
a son at the front. He also was 
wounded on the battlefield, but 
they have not brought him back 
home. For three long weeks have 
I prayed for him, not knowing how 
ho was. I thank God he did not 
fight under the same flag as Prince 
Joachim, but as a woman and a 
mother I understand the joy which 
must have filled you when you saw 
your son alive. I do not hate your 
soldiers for having wounded my 
son on the battlefild—such is war- 
fare. I am only thinking that it 
is in my poor country that your 
son has fought acainst us, and 
probably as a commander, and that 
it is here, amidst soldiers living on 
plunder, murder, and torture that 
he should have gained the Iron 
Cross. 








A Soiled Cross. 

If that were so, madame, would 
you still feel so proud, and if you 
do not already know all the crucl- 
ties committed by thos> brutes 
amongst whom Prince Joachim has 
fought, then allow me at least to 
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ask you if you have ascertained 
whether his Iron Cross is not soiled, 
that it honours a soldier, but does 
not serve to hide part of the re- 
sponsibility for the atrocitie which 
my Fatherland has secon your soldi- 
ery accomplish. Do you think that 
any German officer, and your eon 
above all, could escape God’s judge- 
ment or the voier of history? With 
regard to the systematic and pitiless 
work of destruction all over my 
country, if the softness, the calm- 
ness, and the religious feling have 
remained, the moral ornament of 
our sex in all the countries whore 
the Christian civilization has put 
down her seal, the heart of every 
woman ought to revolt, madame, 
against the barbsritics committed 
in this Iand and against the 
foolishness of considering the Cros, 
ths symbol of Christians, as a re: 
ward for those who carry the 
responsibility of human conscience. 


Soldiers, Not Murderers, 

We lived here in peace, and Ger- 
many has compelled us cither to 
break our honour or suffer their 
armed invasion. I do not envy 
you madame, you who are 90 proud 
about your son (just returned from 
the devastated ‘fields of Visé, 
Dinant, Louvain, Malines, and 
Termonde), decorated with the Iron 
Cross, which is a sacriloge, a blas- 
phemy to heaven.

Dr. Fitzsimmons, in a speech to 
the members of the Manila Mer- 
chants’ Association last Tuesday, 
said that the tax per capita for 
Manila with a population of 266,000 
and an assessed valuation of P95,- 
000,000 averages P5.48, which in- 
cludes the cedula tax. Contrast 
this with Toki In Japan’s capi- 
tal with a population of 2,270,000, 
the average tax per capita is P24.02. 

In view of these figures and of 
existing conditions, it is obvious 
that we should prepare ourselves 
for the inevitable. As Dr, Fitz- 
mons said, ‘our macadam streets 
only a makeshift, being expen- 
sive to repair, dusty and dirty.” 
He might also have added that 
Calle Juan Luuna, Plaza Binondo 
and other important business streets 
a disgrace to the city. The 
esteros are also unsanitary and un- 
sightly; playgrounds, open spaces 
and parks in the more congested 
districts are conspicuous by their 
non-existence, while street lighting 
in many places is reminiscent of 
antiquity. In short we are paying 
the penalty of under-taxation and 
the belief that it would last for 
‘ever. 


Coal Restrictions Modified. 

It has been a long and sustained 
series of efforts on the part of Gov- 
ernor-General Harrison, but they 
have been crowned with success, as 
‘three days ago Consu'General Su- 
gimura received a communication 
from Japan that the authorities 
had modified the restrictions on the 
exportation of coal from Japan to 
the Philippines. In place of the 
deposit of a cash bond and twice the 
value of the coal, a written guar- 
antee, which could be arranged be- 
tween the exporters and the impor- 
ters, would be accepted. This writ- 
ten guarantee must be presented 
and acceptable to the proper au- 
thorities in Japan, while the terms 
must be the same as prescribed for- 
merly for cash deposits. 

Any failure on the part of the 
exporters from Japan and the Phil- 
ippine importers to adhere to the 
guarantee would mean the fu!l pen- 
alty prescribed, which is the pay- 
ment of twice the value of the coal 
exported. 

That the action of the Japanese 
Government is a very generous one, 
ia readily admitted here. It i

ippines have much to be grateful, 
and sincere thanks are due to both 
Governor-General Harrison and the 
authorities at Tokio for having ex- 
tricated us from what was rapidly 
becoming an exceedingly serious 
situation.

MORE GERMAN BOMBS. 





WHAT WAR MEANS ON 
THE CONTINENT. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
Paris, Oct, 14. 

The Germans are continuing their 
attempts to intimidate Paris by 
aeroplane bombs. On Sunday two 
of the enemy's machines paid us a 
visit and dropped twenty bombs in 
all, this being by far the worst at- 
tack of the kind yet made. Three 
people wore killed and fourteen in- 
jured. They were all, needless to 
say, non-combatants. One was a 
tradesman who was sitting at his 
desk making up his accounts when 
a bomb fell in the street. One of 
the bullets flew in at the door and 
pierced his heart. Another bomb 
dropped on the roof of Notre Dame 
Cathedral and set fire to a beam, 
but fortunately this attempt at a 
repetition of the Reims outrage was 
unsuccessful, the flames being soon 
extinguished by the firemen, 

Although this was the third Sun- 
day visit paid by German aeroplanes 
to Paris, the authorities had ap- 
parently taken no steps to prevent 
it, although it was easy enough to 
foresee. French airmen gave chase 
as soon as the raiders were reported, 
but as usual they were too late. 
As the French military aeroplanes 
are stationed to the south-west of 
Paris and the Germans come from 
the north-east, the raiders have 
quite time enough to reach Paris, 
throw their bombs and fly back 
again with a long start of any pur- 
suer. It did not seem to occur to 
anybody in command that the 
French aeroplanes ought to be 
stationed on the north side of the 
city or that the air ought to be re- 
gularly patrolled; and yet one 
would feel inclined to think that the 
safety of the capital is worth a 
little trouble and ordinary fore- 
thought. The members of Parl 
ment for Paris held a meeting and 
sent an urgent telegram to the 
Government at Bordeaux, and it is 
now announced that the general in 
command of the Paris aviation ser- 
vice has been transferred to a com- 
mand in north-eastern France. 


‘The Muszled Press. 

It is amusing to read the news- 
paper comments on this raid. The 
writers are divided between a desire 
to say what they think of official 
ineptitude and to avoid incurring 
the displeasure of the military cen- 
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sor, who does not confine himself to 
cutting out information likely to be 
of service to the enemy but inter- 
feres rather freely with articles 
which certainly do not seem to come 
within his province.

One tearful wife 
came into a newspaper office the 
other day and produced a reproach- 
ful letter from her husband, in 
which he said that he bad heard 
from ber only twice in two months, 
and that as she evidently did not 
care what became of him he hoped 
4 German bullet would soon find 
him. As a matter of fact the poor 
woman had been sending letters 
and postcards every day.

of Prussia to King George, July 
30. 

I returned to Berlin yesterday and 
informed Wilhelm of what you kind- 
ly told me at Buckingham Palace 
on Sunday last. Wilhelm received 
your message with thanks. Wilhelm 
is very anxious to do everything pos- 
sible to comply with Russia’s wish 
that peace may be preserved. He is 
in constant telegraphic communica- 
tion with Russia, and has now re- 
ceived from Russia an admission of 
the truth that the military measures 
which she has undertaken are equal 
to mobilization, and these measures 
were in fact accomplished some days 
ago. We have also received inform- 
ation from France that she is under- 
taking some military preparations. 
On our side, absolutely nothing has 
been done. 

If our neighbours continue such 
preparations, we shall be compelled 
to reply with similar measures at 
any moment. That would signify a 
European war. This being so, if you 
really and sincerely wish to avoid 
this misfortune, may I suggest that 
you will undertake some steps to 
influence France, and also Russia, 
to remain neutral. Such steps can- 
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not but be highly beneficial. I per- 
sonally consider they would be most 
effective, if they do not constitute 
the only possible means of main- 
taining peace. I would like to add 
to this that now more than 
ever Germany and England 
must help each other to avert 
the awful catastrophe other- 
wise unavoidable. Believe me that 
Wilhelm in his desire to maintain 
peace is perfectly sincere; but the 
military preparations of our neigh- 
bours necessitate his following their 
example in order to ensure the 
security of his country, which other- 
wise would be in jeopardy. I have 
informed Wilhelm about this my 
telegram to you, and I hope you 
will receive this my suggestion in 
the same amicable spirit with which 
it is offered.

I thank you for your telegram. I 
am extremely glad that William de-

A Malign Motive. 

These telegrams have been pub- 
lished by the German Government, 
obviously with the object of prov- 
ing that the German Emperor 
sincerely endeavoured to mediate 
between Austria and Russia. It 
is equally obvious that publication 
was inspired by another and far 
less commendable motive, that of 
creating doubt and suspicion in 
French and Russian diplomatio cit- 
cles with regard to the b ndsfides 
of Great Britain. It has been 
pointed out by “The Times” that 
the “impossible” telegram des- 
patched from London by Prince 
Lichnowsky on August 1 was based 
upon a complete misunderstanding 
of his conversation with Sir Edward 
Grey. “It was @ serious profes- 
sional blunder” says ‘The Times,” 
“‘of which the only explanation can 
be that Prince Lichnowsky was not. 
equal to the strain imposed upon 
him.” 

Sir Edward Grey explained the 
episode in the House of Commons 
on August 28, “It was reported to 
me one day,” he said, “that the 
German Ambassador had suggest 
ed that Germany might remain 
neutral in a war between Russia 
‘and Austria, and would agree not 
to attack France, if we would re- 
main neutral and secure the neu- 
trality of France. I said at once 
that if the German Government 
thought such an agreement pos- 
sible, I was sure we could secure 
lit, It appeared, however, that 











what the German Ambassador 
meant was that we should secure 
the neutrality of France if Germany 
went to war with Russia, This 
was quite a different proposal, and 
as I supposed it in all probability 
to be incompatible with the terms 
of the Franco-Russian alliance, it 
was not in my power to promise 
to secure it. Subsequently, the 
Ambassador sent for my private 
secretary and told him that as soon 
as the misunderstanding was clear 
ed up, he sent a second telegram 
to Berlin to remove the impression 
produced by the first telegram 
which he had sent on the subject. 
‘The first telegram has been pub 
lished, but the second — telegram 
does not appear to have been pub- 
lished.” 

The effect of the suppression of 
the second telegram has made it 
appear that Great Britain 
attempted to bargain away French 
neutrality without having conml- 
ed France, or Russin—was guilty, 
in fact, of “back-door” diplomacy.

OBITUARY. 


MR. J. L. CHALMERS. 

It is with very deep regret that 
we announce the death of Mr. James 
Legge Chalmers, Statistical Secre- 
tary of the Chinese Maritime Cus- 
toms, which occurred at Shanghai 
on Monday, after an illness extend- 
ing over a considerable period. 

Mr. Chalmers, who was very well 
known and highly respected amongst 
a large circle of friends, was born in 
Hongkong in 1854, and was the son 
of Dr. John Chalmers, of Aberdeen, 
the wellknown missionary and 
sinologue of Canton and Hongkong. 
He was called after the famous 
Chinese scholar, Dr. James Legge, 
who was a great friend of Dr. Chal- 
mers, The deceased joined the 
Customs as far back as 1873, in 
Tientain, and by reason of his ex- 
cellent knowledge and high social 
qualities, his friends quickly map- 
ped out for him a successful career. 
After serving at Chefoo, Canton 
and Pakhoi, where he was in charge,

He became 
Acting Commissioner at Chemulpo 
in January, 1898, and returning to 
Seoul in 1901, he passed through 
that eventful period in Korea which

FROM THE MARNE TO THE AISNE. 


TRIALS AND TRIUMPHS OF OUR ARMY. 


‘We print below two degpstches trom 
September 1 and Oeiaber 8 reepectively 
sptem| respectively. 
Th forward. the. story of the 
reat retreat” from September 7, when 
is earlier despatch was written, to the 
victory of the Marne, the advance in 
conjunction with the Brench, and the 
prolonged battle of the Aisne,

The following despatches have 
been received by the Secretary of 
State for War from the Field- 
Marshal Commanding-in-Chief, Bri- 
tish Forces in the Field

September 17, 1914. 
My Lord,— 

In continuation of my despatch 
of September 7th, I have the 
honour to report the further pro- 
gress of the operations of the 
Forces under my command from 
August 98. 

On that evening the fetirement 
of the Force was followed closely 
by two of the enemy’s cavalry 
columns, moving south-east 
St. Quentin, 

The retreat in this part of the 
field was being covered by the ard 














and Sth Cavalry Brigades. South | 29th. 


of the Somme General Gough, with 
the 3rd Cavalry Brigade, threw 
back the Uhlans of the Guard with 
considerable loss. 

General Chetwode, with the 5th 
Cavalry Brigade, encountered the 
eastern column near Cérizy, moving 
south, The Brigade attacked and 
routed the column, the leading 
German regiment suffering very 
severe casualties and being almost 
broken up. 

‘The 7th French Army Corps was 
now in course of being railed up 
from the south to the east of 
Amiens. On the 29th it near'y com- 
pleted its detrainment, and — the 
French 6th Army got into position 
on my left, its right resting on 
Ro; 


ye. 

The 5th French Army was behind 
the line of the Oise, between La 
Féro and Guise. 

‘The pursuit of the enemy was 
very vigorous; some five or six Ger- 
man corps were on the Somme, 
facing the Sth Army on the Oise. 
At least two corps were advancing 
towards my front, and were cross- 
ing the Somme east and west of 
Ham. Three or four more German 
corps were opposing the 6th French 
Army on my left. 


Visit from General Joffre. 

This was the situation at 1 
o'clock on the 29th, when I received 
a visit from General Joffre at my 
headquarters. 

I strongly represented my posi 
tion to the French Commander-in- 
Chief, who was most kind, cordial, 
and sympathetic, as he has always 
beon. He told me that he had 
directed the 5th French Army on 
the Oise to move forward and at- 
tack the Germans on the Somme, 
with a view to checking pursuit. He 
also told me of the formation of 
the 6th French Army on my le‘t 
flank, composed of the 7th Army 
Corps, four Reserve Divisions, and 
Sordét’s Corps of Cavalry. 

I finally arranged with General 
Joffre to effect a further short re- 
tirement towards the line Oom- 
piégne-Soissons, promising him, 
however, to do my utmost to keep 
always within a day’s march of 
him. 

In pursuance of this arrange- 
‘ment the British Forces retired to 
@ position a few miles north of the 
line Compiégne-Soissons on the 





The right flank of the German 
Army was now reaching a point 
which appeared seriously to en- 
danger my line of communications 
with Havre. I had already evaouat- 
ed Amiens, into which place a Ger- 
man reserve division was reported 
to have moved. 

Orders were given to change the 
base to St. Nazaire, and establish 
an advance base at Le Mans. The 
‘operation was well carried out by 
the Inspector-General of Com- 
munications, 

In spite of a severe defeat in- 
flicted upon the Guard 10th and 
Guard Reserve Corps of the Ger- 
many Army by the Ist and 3rd 
French Corps on the right of the 
sth Army, it was ‘not part of 
General Joffre’s plan to pursue 
this advantage; and s general re- 
tirement on to the line of the Marne 
was ordered, to which the French 
Forces in the more eastern theatre 
were directed to conform. 

A new Army (the 9th) had been 
formed from three corps in the 
south by General Joffre, and moved 
into the space between the right of 
the 5th and left of the 4th Armies. 

Whilst closely adhering to his 
strategic conception to draw the 
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enemy on at all points until a 
favourable situation was created 
from which to assume the offensive, 
General Joffre found it necessary 
to modify from day to day the 
methods by which he sought to at- 
tain this object, owing to the devel- 
opment of the enemy's plans and 
changes in the general situation. 

In conformity with the movements 
of the French Foroes, my retire 
ment continued practically from 
day to day. Although we were not 
severely pressed by the enemy, 
rearguard actions took place con- 
tinually. 


Capture of Enemy's Guas, 

On September 1, when retiring 
from the thickly-wooded country 
to the south of Compitgne, the et 
Cavalry Brigade was overtaken by 
some German cavalry. They mo- 
mentarily lost a Horse Artillery 
battery, and geveral officers and men 
were killed and wounded. With the 
help, however, of eome detachments 
from the 3rd Corps operating on 
their left, they not only recovered 
their but succeeded 
i of the enemy's, 

Similarly, to the eastward, tho Ist 
Corps, retiring south, also got into 
some very difficult forest country, 
and a somewhat severe rearguard 
action ensued at Villers-Cotterets, 
in which the 4th Guards Brigade 
suffered considerably. 

On September 3 the British Foroes 
were in position south of the Marne 
between Lagny and Signy-Signeté 
Up to this time I had bern request- 
ed by General Joffre to defend the 
passages of the river as long as pos- 
sible, and to blow up the bridges in 
my front. After I had made the 
necessary dispositions, and the de- 
struction of the bridges had been 
effzcted, I was asked by the French 
Commander-in-Chief to continue my 
retirement to a point some 12 miles 
in rear of the position I then oc- 
cupied, with a view to taking up a 
second position behind the Seine. 
This retiroment was duly carried 
out. In the meantime th» enemy 
had thrown bridges and crossed the 
Marne in considerable fore, and 
was threatening the Allizs all along 
the line of the British Forces and 
the sth and oth French Armies. 
Consequently several small outpost 
actions, took place. 
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The Favourable Moment. 

On Saturday, September 5, I met 
the French Commander-in-Chief at 
his request, and he informed me of 
his intention to take the offensive 
forthwith, as he considered condi- 
tions were very favourable to suc- 
‘ceee. 


General Joffre announced to me 
his intention of wheeling up the left 
flank of the 6th Army, pivoting on 
the Marne and directing it to move 
‘on the Ouroq; cross and attack the 
flank of the Ist German Army, 
which was thea moving in » south- 
easterly direction east of that river. 

He requested me to effect a change 
of front to my right—my left rest- 
ing on the Marne and my right on 
the 5th Army—to fill the gap be- 
tween that army and the 6th. I was 
then to advance against the ensmy 
in my front and join in the general 
offensive movement. 

‘These combined movements prac- 
tically commenced on Sunday, Sep- 
tember 6, at sunrise; and on that 
day it may be said that a great 
battle opened on a front extending 
from Ermenonville, which was just 
in front of the left flank of the 6th 
French Army, through Lizy on the 
Marne, Mauperthuis, which was 
about the British centre, Courtecon, 
which was the left of the 5th French 
Army, to Esternay and Charleville, 
the left of the sth Army under Gen- 





Coulommiers, south of Rebais, La 
Ferté-Gaucher, and Dagny. 

I should conceive it to have becn 
about noon on September 6, after 
the British Forces had changed thsir 
front to the right and occupied the 
line Jouy-Le Chatel-Faremoutiere- 
Villeneu‘e Le Comte, and the 
advance of the 6th French Army 
north of the Marne towards ths 
Oureq became apparent, that the 
enemy realized the powerful threat 
that was being made against the 
flank of his columns moving south- 
east, and began the great retreat 
which opened the battle above re- 
ferred to.

Heavy German Loses. 

This battle, in so far as the 6th 
French Army, the British Army, 
the 6th French Army, and the 9th 
French Army were concerned, may 
be said to have concluded on the 
evening of September 10, by which 
time the Germans had be2n driven 
back to the line Soissons-Reims, 
with a loss of thousands of prison: 
ers, many guns, and enormous 
masses of transport. 

About September 3, the enemy ap- 
pears to have changed his plane and 
to have determined to stop his ad- 
vance south direct upon Paris, for 
on September 4 air reconnaissances 
showed that his main columns were 
moving in a south-easterly direction 
generally east of a line drawn 
through Nanteuil and Lizy on the 
Oureq. 

On September 5, several of 
these columns were observed to 
have crossed the Marn2, whilst Ger- 
man troops, which were observed 
moving south-east up the left flank 
of the Oureq on the 4th, were now 
reported to be halted and facing 
that river. Heads of the enemy’s 
columns were seen crossing at 
Changis, La Ferté, Nogent, Chiteau 
Thierry, and Mezy. 

Considerable German columne of 
all arms were seen to be converging 
on Montmirail, whilst before sunset 
large bivouacs of the enemy were 
located in the neighbourhood of 











All these troops constituted the 
ist German Army, which was di- 
rected against the French 6th Army 
on the Oureq, and the British 
Forces, and the left of the 65th 
French Army south of the Marne. 

fg Qnd German Army (IX., X., 
X.R., and Guard) was moving 
against the centre and right of the 
5th French Army and the 9th French 
Army. 

On September 7 both the 5th and 
6th French Armies were heavily 
engaged on our flank The 2nd and 
4th Reserve German Corps on the 
Oureq vigorously opposed the adv- 
ance of the French towards that 
river, but did not prevent the 6th 
Army from gaining some headway, 
the Germans themselves suffering 
serious losses. The French 5th 
Army threw the ensmy back to the 
line of the Petit Morin River after 
inflicting severe losses upon them, 
especially about Montceaux, which 
was carried at the point of the 
bayonet. 

The enemy retreated before’ our 
advance, covered by his 2nd and th 
and Guard Cavalry Divisions, which 
suffered severely. 

Our Cavalry actzd with gront 
vigour, especially General De Lisle’s 
Brigade with the 9th Lancers and 
18th Hussars. 

On September 8 the enemy 
continued his retreat northwrrd, 
and our Army was succesaially 
engaged during the day with stroag 
rearguards of all arms on the P--tit 
Morin River, thereby materially

assisting the progress of the French 
Armies on our right and left, against 
whom the enemy was making his 
greatest efforts. On both the 
enemy was thrown back with very 
heavy lose. The Ist Army Corps 
encountered stubborn resistance at 
La Trétoire (north of Rebsis). The 
enemy occupied s strong position 
with infantry and guns on the nortb- 
ern bank of the Petit Morin Ri 
they were dislodged with consider- 
abl: Joss. Several machine guns and 
many prisoners were captured, and 
upwards of two hundred German 
dead were left on the ground. 

The forcing of the Petit Morin st 
this point was much assisted by the 
Cavalry and ths 1st Division, which 
crossed higher up the stream. 

Later in the day ® counter-attack 
by the enemy was well repulsed by 
the Ist Army Corps, a great many 
prisoners and som guns again fall. 
ing into our hands, 

On this day (September 8) the 
nd Army Corps encountered con- 
siderable opposition, but drove back 
the enemy at all pointe with great 
lose, making considerabls captures. 

The 3rd Army Corps also drove 
back considerable bodies of the 
enemy’s infantry and made some 
captures. 

River Crossed At Might. 

On September 9 the Ist and gad 
Army Corps forosd the passsge of 
the Marne and advanced some mike 
to the north of it, The ard orp 
enoountered considerable opposi- 








tion, as the bridge at La Forté was 
destroyed and the enemy “held the 
town on the opposite bank in some 





bridge; 90 the passage was not 
effected until after nightfall. 

During the day’s pursuit the enemy 
suffered heavy lose in killed nd 
wounded, som2 hundreds of prison 
ers fell into our hands and a battery 
of eight machine guns was captured 
by the 2nd Division. 

On this day the 6th French Anny 

was heavily engaged west of the 
River Ourcg. The enemy had large 
ly increased his force opposing then; 
and very heavy fighting ensued, in 
which the French wer? 
throughout. 
‘The left of the 5th French Army 
reached the neighbourhood of 
Chateau Thierry after the mx 
sevare fighting, having driven the 
enemy completsly north of the river 
with great loss. 

The fighting of this Army in the 
neighbourhood of Montmirail ws 
very severe. 

The advancs was resumed at 
daybreak on the 10th up to the line 
of the Ourcq, opposed by strong 
rearguards of all arms. The Ist 
and Snd Corps, assisted by the 
Cavalry Division on the right, the 
ord and 5th Cavalry Brigades 00 
the left, drove the enemy north- 
wards. Thirteen guns, sr 
machine guns, about 2,000 prisoners, 
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and quantities of transport fell into 
our hands. The enemy left many 
dead on the field. On this day the 
French 5th and 6th Armies had little 
Opposition. 

As the Ist and 2nd German Armi 
were now in full retreat, this even- 
ing marks the end of the battle 
which practically commenced on the 
morning of the 6th instant; and 
it is at this point in the operations 
that I am concluding the -present 
despatch. 

Although I deeply regret to have 
had to report heavy losses in killed 
and wounded throughout these 
operations, I do not think they have 
been excessive in view of the 
magnitude of the great fight, the 
outlines of which I have only been 
able very briefly to describe, and the 

smoralization and loss in killed 
and wounded which are known to 
have been caused to the enemy by 
the vigour and severity of the pur- 
suit. 

In concluding this despatch I must 
call your Lordship’s special atten- 
tion to the fact that from Sunday 
August 23, up to the present date 
(September 17), from Mons back 
almost to the Seine, and from the 
Seine to the Aisne, the Army under 
my command has been ceaselessly 
engaged without one single day's 
halt or rest of any kind. 

Since the date to which in this 
despatch I have limited my report of 
the operations, a great battle on 
the Aisne has been proceeding. A 
fall report of this battle will bs 
made in an early further despatch. 

Tt will, however, be of interest to 
say here that, in spite of a very 
determined resistance on the part 
of the enemy, who is holding in 
strength and great tenacity a posi- 
tion peculiarly favourable to de- 
fence, the battle which commenced 
on the evening of the 19th instant 
has, 80 far, forced the enzmy back 
from his first position, secured the 
passage of the river, and inflicted 
great loss upon him, including the 
capture of over 2,000 prisoners and 
several guna,

1. In the early morning of the 
uth the farther pursuit of the 
enemy was commenced; and the 
three Corps crossed the Oureq prac- 
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tically unopposed, the Cavalry 
reaching the line of the Aisne 
River; the 3rd and 5th Brigades 
south of Soissons, the Ist, 2nd, and 
4th on the high ground at Couvrel- 
les and Cerseuil. 

On the afternoon of the 19th, 
from the opposition encountered by 
the 6th French Army to the west 
of Soissons, by the 3rd Corps 
sout-east of that place, by the 2nd 
Corps south of Missy and Vaily, 
and certain indications all along 
the line, I formed the opinion that 
the enemy had, for the moment at 
any rate, arrested his retreat and 
was preparing to dispute the pas- 
sage of the Aisne with some vigour. 

South of Soissons the Germans 
were holding Mont de Paris against 
the attack of the right of the 
French éth Army when the 3rd 
Corps reached the neighbourhood 
of Buzancy, southeast of that 
place, With the assistance of the 
Artillery of the 3rd Corps the French 
drove them back across the river 
at Soissons, where they destroyed 
the bridges. : 

The heavy artillery fire which was 
visible for several miles in a wes- 
terly direction in the valley of the 
Aisne showed that the eth French 
Army was meeting with strong op- 
position all along the line, 

On this day the Cavalry under 
General Allenby reached the neigh- 
bourhood of Braine and did good 
work in clearing the town and the 
high ground beyond it of strong 
hostile detachments. The Queen’s 
Bays are particularly mentioned by 
the General as having assisted 
greatly in the success of this ope: 
tion. They were well suppor 
by the 3rd Division, which =» this 
night bivouacked at BEB'Y Mouth 
of the river. “einer 

The 5th Division approached 
Missy, but were unable to make 
headway. 

The 1st Army Corps reached the 
neighbourhood of Vouxcéré without 
much opposition, 

In this manner the Battle of the 
Aisne commenced. 











Oharacter of the Country. 

2. The Aisne Valley runs gener- 
ally east and west, and consists of 
@ flat-bottomed depression of width 
varying from half a mile to two 
miles, down which the river follows 
a winding course to the west at 
some pointe near the southern 
slopes of the valley and at others 
near the northern. The high 
ground both on the north and 
south of the river is approximate- 
ly 400 feet above the bottom of the 
valley and is very similar in char- 
acter, as are both slopes of the 
valley itse.f, which are broken into 
numeroun rounded spurs and re- 
entrants. The most prominent of 
the former are the Chivre spur cn 
the right bank and Sermoise spur 
on the left. Near the latter place 
the general plateau on the south 
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is divided by a subsidiary valley 
of much the same character, down 
which the small River Vesle flows 
to the main stream near Sermoise. 
The lopes of the plateau over- 
looking the Aisne on the north and 
south are of varying steepness, and 
are covered with numerous patches 
of wood, which also stretch upwards 
and backwards over the edge on 
to the top of the high ground. 
are several villages and 
small towns dotted about in the 
valley itself and along its sides, 
the chief of which is the town of 
Soissons. . 

‘The Aisne is a sluggish stream of 
some 170 feet in breadth, but, be- 
ing 15 feet deep in the centre, ib 
is unfordable, Between Soissons 
on the west and Villers on the east 
(the part of the river attacked and 
secured by the British Forces) 
there are eleven road bridges across 
it. On the north bank a narrow- 
gauge railway runs from Soissons 
to Vailly, where it crosses the river 
and continues eastward along the 
South bank. From Soissons 
to Sermoise a double line of rail- 
way runs along the south bank, 
turning at the latter place up the 
Velse Valley towards Bazoches, 

The position held by the enemy 
is a very strong one, either for a 
delaying action or for a defensive 
battle, One of its chief military 
characteristics is that from ‘the 
high ground on neither side 
can the top of the plateau 
on the other side be seen 
except for small stretches. This 
is chiefly due to the woods on the 
edges of the slones. Another im- 
Portané point is that all the bridges 
are under either direct or high- 
angle artillery fire. 

The tract of country above des- 
cribed, which lies north of the 
Aisne, is well adapted to conceal- 
ment, and was so skilfully turned 
to account by the enemy as to 
render it impossible to judge the 
real nature of his opposition to: our 
passage of the river, or to accurate 
ly gauge his strencth: bub I have 
every reason to conclude that strong 
rearguards of at least three army 
corps were holding the passages on 
the early morning of the 13th. 

3. On that morning I ordered 
the British Forces to advance and 
make good the Aisne. 

The Ist Corps and the Cavalry 
advanced on the river. The Ist 
“ivision was directed on Chenouil- 
Te via the canal bridge at Bourg, 
and the 2nd Division on Courtecon 
and Presles vit Pont-Acy and on 
the canal to the north of Braye via 
Chavonne. On the right the 
Cavalry and Ist Division met with 
slight opposition, and found a nas- 
sage by means of the canal. which 
crosses the river hy an aqueduct. 
The Division was therefore able to 
press on, supported by the Cavalry 
Division on its outer flank, driving 
‘back the poupriy-in | frontnof 
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On the left the leading troops of 
the 2nd Division reached the river 
by 9 o'clock. The 6th Infantry 
Brigade were only enabled to cross, 
in single file and under consider- 
able shell fire, by means of the 
broken girder of the bridge which 
was not entirely submerged in the 
river. The construction of a pon- 
toon bridge was at once undertaken, 
and was completed by 8 o'clock in 
the afternoon. 

On the extreme left the 4th 
Guarde Brigade met with severe 
opposition at Chavonne, and it was 
only late in the afternoon that it 
was able to establish a foothold on 
the northern bank of the river by 
ferrying one battalion across in 
boats. 


By nightfall the Ist Division oc- 
oupied the area Moulins-Paissy- 
Geny, with posts in the village of 
Vendresse. 

The 2nd Division bivouacked as 
a whole on the southern bank of the 
river, leaving only the 5th Brigade 
on the north bank to establish a 
bridge head. 

‘The nd Corps found all the 
bridges in front of them destroyed, 
except that of Condé, which was in 
possession of the enemy, and re- 
mained so until the end of the 
battle. 

In the approach to Missy, where 
the 5th Division eventually crossed, 
there is some open ground which 
was swept by heavy fire from the 
opposite bank. The 13th Brigade 
was, therefore, unable to advance; 
but the 14th, which was directed to 
the east of Venizel at a less exposed 
point, was rafted across, and by 
night established itself with its 
left at St. Marguérite. They were 
followed by the 15th Brigade; and 
Inter on both the 14th and 18th 
supported the 4th Division on their 
left in repelling s heavy counter- 
attack on the 3rd Corps. 

‘On the morning of the 13th the 
3rd Corps found the enemy had 
established himself in strength on 
the Vregny Plateau. ‘The road 
bridge at Venizel was repaired dur- 
ing the morning, and a reconnais- 
sance was made with a view to 
throwing pontoon bridge at Sois- 
sons, 


The 12th Infantry Brigade cross- 
ed at Venizel, and was assembled 
at Bucy Le Long by 1 p.m, but 
the bridge was so far damaged that 
artillery could only be man-hand- 
led across it, Meanwhile the con- 
struction of a bridge was commen- 


cod close to the road bridge at 
Venizel. 
At 2 pm. the 1th Infantry 


Brigade attacked in the direction of 
Chivree and Vregny with the ob- 
ject of securing the high ground 
‘east of Chivres as necessary pre- 
Yiminary to a further advance north- 
wards. This attack mede good pro- 
grees, but at 5.30 p.m. the enemy's 
artillery and machine-gun fire from 
the direction of Vregny became so 





severe that no further advance 
could be made. positions 
reached were held till dark. 

The pontoon bridge at  Venizel 
was completed at 5.90 p.m., when 
the 10th Infantry Brigade crossed 
the river and moved to Bucy Te 
Long. 


‘Tribute to the Royal Engineers. 

The 19th Infantry Brigade moved 
to Billy sur Aisne, and before dark 
all the artillery of the Division had 
crossed the river, with the exception 
of the Heavy Battery and one 
Brigade of Field Artillery. 

During the night the positions 
gained by the 19th Infantry 
Brigade to the east of the stream 
running through Chivree were 
handed over to the 6th Division. 

‘The section of the Bridging Train 
allotted to the 3rd Corps began to 
arrive in the neighbourhood of 
Boissons late in the afternoon, when 
an attempt to throw a heavy pon- 
toon bridge at Soissons had to be 
abandoned, owing to the five of the 
enemy's heavy howitzers. 

In the evening the enemy retired 
at all points and entrenched him- 
self on the high ground about two 
miles north of the river, along 
which runs the Chemin-des-Dames. 
Detachments of infantry, however, 
strongly entrenched in commanding 
points down slopes of the various 
spurs, were left in front of all three 
corps, with powerful artillery in 
support of them 

During the night of the 13th and 
‘on the 14th and following days the 
Field Companies were incessantly 
at work night and day. Eight pon- 
toon bridges and one foot bridge 
were thrown across the river under 
genery7+ Oly; heavy artillery fire, 
which’ 2? ~"4esantly kept up on 
to mostLAfhe crossings after com- 
pletion. Three of the road bridges, 
‘Venizel, Missy, and Vailly, and 
the railway bridge east of Vailly 
were temporarily repaired 5) as to 
take foot traffic, and the Villers 
bridge made fit to carry weights up 
to six tons, 

Preparations were aleo made for 
the repair of the Missy, Vailly, and 
Bourg bridges so as to take 
mechanical transport. 

‘The weather was very wet and 
added to the difficulties by cutting 
up the already indifferent ap 
proaches, entailing large amount 
‘of work to repsir and improve. 

The operations of the Field Com- 
panies during this most trying 
time are worthy of the best tradi- 
tions of the Royal Engineers. 

4. On the evening of the 14th it 
was still impossible to decide whe- 
ther the enemy was only making 
‘a temporary halt, covered by rear- 
guards, or whether he intended to 
stand and defend the position. 

With a view to clearing up the 
situation, I ordered a general ad- 
vance, 

‘The action of the Ist Corps on 
this day under the direction and 
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command of Sir Douglas Haig was 
of so skilful, bold, and decisive a 
character that he gained positions 
which alone have enabled me to 
maintain my position for more than 
three weeks of very severe fighting 
on the north bank of the river. 
The corps was directed to cros 
the line Moulins-Moussy by 7 am. 


Enemy's Stubborn Resistance, 

On the right the General Officer 
Commanding the 1st Division direc 
ed the 2nd Infantry Brigade (which 
was in billets and bivouscked about 
Moulins) and the 26th Artillery 
Brigade (less one battery), under 
General Bulfin, to move forwsrd 
before. daybreak, in order to pro 
tect the advance of the division sent 
up the valley to Vendree, An 
officers’ patrol sent out by this 
brigade reported a considerable 
force of the enemy near the factory 
north of Troyon, and the Brigadier 
accordingly directed two regiments 
(the King’s Royal Rifles and the 
Royal Sussex Regiment) to move a 
3 am. The Northamptonshire 
Regiment was ordered to move tt 
4 am. to ocoupy the spur cast of 
Troyon, The remaining regiment of 
the brigade (the Loyal North Lar 
cashire Regiment) moved at 6% 
a.m. to the village of Vendrewe 
‘The factory was found to be bed 
in considerable strength by the 
enemy, and the Brigadier ordered 
the Royal North Lancashire Regi- 
ment to support the King’s Royal 
Rifles and the Sussex Regiment 
Even with this suport the force was 
unable to make headway, and a 
the arrival of the 1st Brigade th 
Cold-stream Guards were moved uP 
to support the right of the leading 
brigade (the 2nd) while the remsi- 
der of the Ist Brigade supported 
ite left. 

‘About noon the situation 1, 
roughly, that the whole of thee 
two brigades were extended slog 
a line running east and west, north 
of the line Troyon and south of the 
Chemin-dee-Dames.

vanced troops until about 9 o's 

By 10 o'clock the 3rd Infantry 
Brigade had reached » point on 
mile south of Vendresse, and from 
there it was ordered to continue tht 
line of the st Brigade and to 0 
nect with and help the right of ht 
snd Division. A strong hostile 
column was found to be advancing: 
and by a vigorous  countel 
with two of his battalions | 1 
Brigadier checked the advance 
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this column and relieved the pres- 
sure on the &nd Division. From 
this period until late in the after- 
noon the fighting consisted of a 
series of attacks and counter-at- 
tacks. The counter-strokes by the 
enemy were delivered at first with 
great vigour, but later on they de- 
creased in strength, and all were 
driven off with heavy loss. 

On the left the 6th Infantry had 
been ordered to cross the river 
and to pass through the line held 
during the preceding night by the 
Sth Infantry Brigade and occupy 
the Courtecon Ridge, whilst a de 
tached force, consisting of the 4th 
Guards Brigade and the 36th Bri- 
gade, Roval Field Artillery, under 
Brigadier-General Perceval, were 
ordered to proceed to » point east 
of the village of Ostel. 

The 6th Infantry Brigade cros 
ed the river at Pont-Arcy, moved 
up the valley towards Braye, and 


Tilleal-La Buvelle, 
‘they came under heavy artillery and 
rifle fire, and were unable to ad- 
vance until supported by the 34th 
Brigade Royal Field Artillery, and 
the 44th Howitzer Brigade and the 
Heavy Artillery. 


Guards’ Hard Task. 


‘The 4th Guards Brigade crossed 
the river at 10.a.m. and met with 
very heavy opposition. It had to 
pase through dense woods; field 
artillery support was difficult to ob- 
tain; but one section of a field bat- 
tery pushed up to and within the 
firing line. About 1 p.m. the left 
of the brigade was south of the 
Ostel Ridge. 

At this period of the action the 
enemy obtained a footing between 
the Ist and nd Corps, and threat- 
ened to cut the communications of 
the latter. 

Sir Douglas Haig was very hard- 
ly pressed and bad no reserve in 
hand. I placed the Cavalry Division 
at his disposal, part of which he 
skilfully used to prolong and secure 
the left flank of the Guards Brigade. 
Some heavy fighting ensued, which 
resulted in the enemy being driven 
back with heavy loss. 

About 4 o'clock the weaken- 
ing of the counter-attacks by 
the enemy and other indica- 
tions tended to show that his re- 
sistance was decreasing, and a 
genera} advance was ordered by the 
Army Corps Commander. Although 
meeting with considerable opposi- 
tion and coming under very heavy 
artillery and rifle fire, the position 
of the corps st the end of the dav’s 
‘operations extended from the Che- 
min-deeDames on the right, 
through Chivy, to Le Cour de Sou- 
pir, with the Ist Cavalry Brigade 
extending to the Chavonne-Scissqns 
road. 








On the right the corps was in 
close touch with the French Moroc- 
can troops of the 18th Corps, which 
were entrenched in échelon to ite 


right rear. During the night they 
entrenched this position. 

Sir Douglas Haig Commended. 

Throughout the Battle of the 
Aisne this advanced and command- 
ing position was maintained, and I 
cannot speak too highly of the valu- 
able services rendered by Sir Doug- 
las Haig and the Army Corps un- 
der his command. Day after d 
and night after night the enemy’s 
infantry has been hurled against 
him in violent counter-attack which 
has never on any one occasion suc- 
ceeded, whilst the trenches all over 
his position have been under con- 
tinuous heavy artillery fire. 

The operations of the 1st Corps 
on this day resulted in the capture 
of several hundred prisoners, some 
field pieces, and machine guns. 

The casualties were very severo, 
one brigade alone losing three of its 
four colonels. 

The 3rd Division commenced a 
further advance, and had nearly 
reached the plateau of Aizy when 
they were driven back by a power- 
ful counter-attack supported by 





ever, fell back in the best order, 
and finally entrenched itself about 
« mile north of Vailly Bridge, 
effectively covering the passage. 

The 4th and Sth Divisions were 
unable to do more than maintain 
their ground. 

5. On the morning of the 15th. 
after close examination of the posi- 
tion, it became clear to me that the 
enemy was making » determined 
stand; and this view was confirm: 
sd by reports which reached me 
from the French Armies fighting on 
‘ny right and left, which clearly 
thowed that a gly entrenched 
line of defence was being taken up 
from the north of Compiégne, east- 
ward and south-eastward, along the 
whole valley of the Aisne up to 
and beyond Reims. 

‘A few days previously the for- 
‘reas of Maubeuge fell, and a con- 
siderable quantity of siege artillery 
was brought down from that place 
to strengthen the enemy’s po-ition 
in front of us. 

During the 16th shells fell in our 
nosition which have been judged 
by experts to be thrown by eight- 
‘neh siege guns with a range of 
10,000 yards. Throughout the whole 
course of the battle our troops have 
suffered very heavily from this fire. 
although its effect latterly war 
largely mitigated by more efficient 
and thorough entrenching, the ne- 
for which I impressed 
strongly upon Army Corps Com- 
manders. In order to assist them 
in this work all villages within the 
area of our occupation were search- 
sd for heavy entrenching tools, 
large number of which were col- 
lected. 





5th Division’s Retirement. 
In view of the peculiar forma- 
tion of the ground on the north 
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side of the river between Missy and 
Boissons, and its extraordinary 
adaptability to a force on 
the defensive, the 65th Divis- 
jon found it impossible to 
maintain its position on the south- 
ern edge of the Chivres Plateau, as 
the enemy in possession of the vil- 
lage of Vregny to the west was able 
to bring a flank fire to bear upon 
it The division had, therefore, to 
retire to @ line the left of which 
was at the village of Marguérite, 
and thence ran by the north edge 
of Missy back to the river to the 
east of that place. 

With great skill and tenscity Sir 
Charles Fergusson maintained this 
position throughout the whole battle, 
though his trenches were necessarily 
on lower ground than that occupied 
by the enemy on the southern edge 
of the plateau, which was only 400 
yards away. 

General Hamilton, with the 3rd 
Division, vigorously attacked to the 
north, and regained all the ground 
he had lost on the 15th, which 
throughout the battle has formed 
most powerful and effective bridge

6. On the 16th the 6th Division 
came up into line. 

It had been my intention to 
direct the Ist Corps to attack and 
seize the enemy’s position on the 
Chemin-des-Dames, supporting it 
with this new reinforcement. I 
hoped from the position thus gained 
to bring effective fire to bear across 
the front of the 3rd Division which, 
by securing the advance of the lat- 
ter, would also e the pressure 
off the 5th Division and the 3rd 
Corps. 

But any further advance of the 
Ist Corps would have dangerously 
exposed my right flank. And, fur- 
ther, I learned from the French 
Commander-in-Chief that he was 
strongly reinforcing the 6th French 
Army on my left, with the intention 
of bringing up the Allied left to at- 
tack the enemy’s flank and thus 
compel his retirement. I therefore 
sent the 6th Division to join the 3rd 
Corps with orders to keep it on the 
south side of the river, as it might 
be available in general reserve. 





Successful Bayonet Charge. 

On the 17th, 18th, and 19th the 
whole of our line was heavily bom- 
barded, and the Ist Corpe was con- 
stantly and heavily engaged. On 
the afternoon of the 17th the right 
flank of the 1st Division wae serious- 
ly threatened. A counter-attack 
was made by the Northamptonshire 
Regiment in combination with the 
Queen’s, and one battalion of the 
Divisional Reserve was moved up in 
support. The Northamptonshire 
Regiment, under cover of mist, cr spt 
up to within a hundred yards of the 
enemy’s trenches and charged with 
the bayonet, drivine then ut f 
the trenches and up the hill A 
very strong force of hostile infantry 
was then disclosed on the crest line.

‘This now line was enfiladed by part 
of the Queen’s and the King’s Royal 
Rifles, which wheeled to their left 
on the extreme right of our infantry 
line, and were supported by a squad- 
ron of cavalry on their outer flank 
The enemy’s attack was ultimately 
driven back with heavy loss. 

‘On the 18th, during the night, the 
Gloucestershire Regiment advanced 
from their position near Ohivy, fill- 
ed in the enemy’s trenches, and cap- 
tured two Maxim guns. 

On the extreme right the Queen’s 
were heavily attacked, but the 
enemy was repulsed with great loss. 
About midnight the attack was re- 
nowed on the 1st Division, supported 
by artillery fire, but was again re 
pulsed. 

Shortly after midnight an attack 
was made on the left of the &nd

‘At about 1 p.m. on the 19th the 
and Division drove back a heavy in- 
fantry attack strongly supported by 
artillery fire.

“and Army Corps and his Divisional 
Commanders the possibility of driv- 
ing the enemy out of Condé, which 
Inv between his two divisions, and 
seizing the bridge. which has re- 
mained throughout in his possession. 

‘As, however, I found that the 
brides was closely commanded from 
all pointe on the south side and 
that satisfactory arrangements were 
made to prevent any issue from it 
by the enemy by day or night, T 
decided that it was not necessary 
to incur the losses which an attack 
would entail as, in view of the posi- 
tion of the and and 3rd Corps, the 
enemy could make no use of Condé. 
and would be automatically forced 
out of it by any ‘advance which 
might become possible for us. 


General Joffre’s New Plan. 


7. On this day information reach- 
ed ma from General Joffre that he 
had fowud it necessary to make a 
new plex, and to attack and envelop 
the German right flank. 

It wan now evident to me that the 
battle in which we had been engag- 
ed since the 12th instant must last 
some days longer antil the effect of 
this new flank movement could be 
felt and a way opened to drive the 
enemy from his positions. 

It thus became essential to estab- 
lish some system of regular relief 
in the trenches, and I have used 
the infantry of the éth Division for 
this purpose with good results. 
The relieved brigades were brought 
back alternately south of the river. 
and, with the artillery of the 6th 
Division, formed a general reserve 
on which T could rely in case of 
necessity. 

The Cavalry has rendered most 
efficient and ready help in the 
trenches, and have done all they 
possibly could to lighten the arduous 


























and trying task which has of neces- 
sity fallen to the lot of the Infantry. 

‘On the evening of the 19th and 
throughout the 20th the enemy again 
commenced to show considerable 
activity. On the former night a 
severe counter-attack on the 3rd 
Division was repulsed with consider- 
able loss, and from early on Sun- 
day morning various hostile at- 
tempts were made on the trenches 
of the Ist Division, During the 
day the enemy suffered another severe 
repulee in front of the 2nd Division, 
losing heavily in the attempt. In 
the course of the afternoon the 
enemy made desperate attempts 
against the trenches all along the 
front of the Ist Corps, but with 
similar results, 

After dark the enemy again at- 
tacked the 2nd Division, only to be 
again driven back. 

‘Our losses on these two days were 
considerable, but the number, as ob- 
tained, of the enemy’s killed and 
wounded vastly exceeded them. 

As the troops of the Ist Army 
Corps were much exhausted by this 
continual fighting, I reinforced Sir 
Douglas Haig with a brigade from 
the reserve, and called upon the Ist 
Cavalry Division to assist them. 

‘On the night of the 21st another 
violent counter-attack was repulsed 
by the 3rd Division, the enemy los- 
ing heavily. 


Arrival of Heavy Gurs. 

On the 23rd the four six-inch 
howitzer batteries, which I had ask- 
ed to be sent from home, arrived. 
Two batteries were handed over to 
the 2nd Corps and two to the Ist 
Corps. They were brought into 
action on the th with very good 
results, 

Our experiences in this campaign 
‘seem to point to the employment of 
more heavy guns of a larger calibre 
in great battles which last for sever- 
al days, during which time power- 
ful entrenching work on both sides 
can be carried out. 

These batteries were used with 
considerable effect on the 24th and 
the following days. 

8. On the 93rd the action of Gen- 
eral de Castelnau’s Army on the 
Allied left developed considerably. 
and apparently withdrew consider- 
able forces of the enemy away from 
the centre and east. I am not aware 
whether it was due to this cause or 
not, but until the 96th it appeared 
as though the enemy’s opposition in 
our front was weakening. On that 
day, however, a very marked renew- 
al of activity commenced. A con- 
stant and vigorous artillery bom- 
bardment was maintained all day. 
and the Germans in front of the Ist 
Division were observed to be “sap- 
ving” up to our lines and trying 
to establish new trenches. Renewed 
counter-attacks were delivered and 
beaten off during the course of the 
day, and in the afternoon a well- 
timed, attack by the 1st Division. 
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stopped the enemy's entrenchin 
work. 

During the night of 7th-26th the 
enemy again made the most deter- 
mined attempts to capture the 
trenches of the Ist Division, but 
without the slightest success, 

Similar attacks were reported 
during these three days all aloag 
the line of the Allied front, 
and it is certain that the enemy 
then made one last great effort to 
establish ascendancy. He was, 
however, unsuccessful 
and is’ reported to have suffered 
heavy losses. The samo futile st- 
tempts were made all along our 
front up to the evening of the 96th, 
when they died away, and have not 
since been renewed. 


Splendid Spirit of the Troops. 

On former occasions I have 
brought to your Lordship’s notice 
the valuable services performed dur. 
ing this campaign by the Royal 
Artillery. 

Throughout the Battle of the Aisne 
they have displayed the same skill, 
‘endurance, and tenacity, and I deep- 

appreciate the work they have 
lone. 

Sir David Henderson and the 
Royal Flying Corps under his com 
mand have again proved their in- 
calculable value. Great strides have 
been made in the developmeat of 
the use of aircraft in the tactical 

e by establishing effective com- 
munication between aircraft and 
unite in action. 

It is difficult to describe adequate- 
ly and accurately the great strain 
to which officers and men were sub- 
jected almost every hour of the day 
and night throughout this battle. 

I have described above the severe 
character of the artillery fire which 
was directed from morning till 
night, not only upon the trenches, 
hut over the whole surface of the 
ground occupied by our Forces. It 
was not until a few days before the 
position was evacuated that the 
heavy guns were removed and the 
fire slackened. Attack and counter- 
attack occurred at all hours of the 
night and day throughout the whole 
position, demanding extreme vigil 
ance, and permitting only » mini- 
mum of rest. 

‘The fact that between September 
12 to the date of this despatch the 
total numbers of killed, wounded, 
‘and missing reached the figures 
amounting to 561 officers, 19,000 
men, proves the severity of the 
struggle. 

The tax on the endurance of the 
troops was further increased by the 
heavy rain and cold which prevailed 
for some ten or twelve days of this 
trying time. 

The Battle of the Aisne has once 
more demonstrated the 
spirit, gallantry, 
animates the officers and men of 
His Majesty’s Forces. 

With reference to the last part 
graph of: my despatch of September 
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7, I append the names of officers, 
non-commissioned officers, and men 
brought forward for special men- 
tion by Army Corps Commanders 
and heads of departments for ser- 
vices rendered from the commence- 
ment of the campaign up to the pre- 
went date. 

T entirely agree with these recom- 
mendations and beg to submit them 
for your Lordship’s consideration. 


OfMicers Specially Commended. 
I further wish to bring forward 
the names of the following officers 
who have rendered valuable service: 
—General Sir Horace Smith- Dor- 
rien and Lieutenant-General Sir 
Douglas Haig (commanding \st 
and &nd Corps respectively) I have 
already mentioned in the present 
and former despatches for _par- 
ticularly marked and distinguished 
service in oritical situations, 

Binoe the commencement of the 
campaign they have carried out all 
my orders and instructions with the 
utmost ability. 

Lieutenant-General W. P. Pul- 
teney took over the command of 
the 3rd Corps just before the com- 
mencement of the Battle of the 
Marne. Throughout the subsequent 
operations he showed himself to be 
a mont capable commander in the 
field and has rendered very valu- 
able services. 

Major-General E. H. H. Allenby 
and ‘Major-General H. de la P. 
Gough have proved themselves to 
Cavalry leaders of high order, 
and I am deeply indebted to them. 
The undoubted moral superority 
which our Cavalry has obtained 
over that of the enemy has been 
due to the skill with which they 
have turned to the best account the 
qualities inhorent in the splendid 
troops they command. 

In my despatch of September 7 I 
mentioned the name of Brigadier- 
General Sir David Henderson and 
his valuable work in command of 
the Roya! Flying Corps, and I have 
once more to éxpress my deep ap- 
preciation of the help he has since 
rendered me. 

Lioutenant-General Sir Archibald 
Murray has continued to render me 
invaluable help as Chief of the 
Staff; and in his arduous and res-

HONGKEW’S COVENT 
GARDEN. 


THE NEW MARKET AND 
WHAT IT SELLS. 

The increase in the population 
and the number of amall shop- 
keepers in Hongkew has necessitat- 
ed some important developments 
in the way of market accommoda- 
tion. For # long time it has been 
felt that the old market was in- 
suffic ent to meet the demands of the 
large numbers of people who tre 
quented it every day; both s 
holders and purchasers, and with 
the object of relieving the conges 
tion, the Council, a year or ino 
ago, commenced building new prem- 

‘They are really an exten- 
sion of the old. The Council purchae- 
ed a piece of land, measuring about 
six mow, from Probst, Hanbury & 
Co., adjoining the then  existin 
market, and the new market 
roughly about the same size as ‘ne 
old one, which was bounded by 
Market Road, Boone Road, Han- 
bury Road and Miller Road. In 
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the new scheme, Market Road w: 
abolished. The extension is 
of conerete, and was so constructed 
in order to make future repairs as 
few as possible. In time to come 
the old portion of the market will 
be reconstructed in accordance with 
the new part, and by the time that 
is done, Hongkew will posse 
market which will sorvo the popula: 
tion for many years, allowing for 
as rapid a growth as has been 
the case within the past fow years. 


Huge Volume of Business. 
‘The first part of the new build- 
ing was opened in October, last 
year, and since that date spaces 
have been let as the work was com- 
pleted. The last portion was open- 
ed in August last, and the whole 
of the building is now occupied. As 
showing the enormous volume of 
business that is daily transacted at 
Hongkew, it has only to be men- 











tioned that no fewer than 1,618 
sellers have regular stands, and 
with each stall-holder, there are, 


of course, helpers. The licence fees 
imposed by the Municipal Council 
‘are $3 per month for a stall, mea- 
suring about 6ft, long, and $1 for 
what is called space, which is a 
little less in area than a stall. In 
October last there were 1,066 such 
stall-holders and 552 space-holders, 
and the object of the authorities is 
to increase the number of the 
former. 

Hongkew’s “‘little” Covent Gar- 
den is at its busiest in the early 
morning. It is at that time that tho 
bulk of the business is done, and 
a few particulars regarding the 
number and category of the stalls 
will show, in some way, the enor- 
mous developments that have been 
made within the last few years. 

Butchers, selling foreign meat, 
such as beef, mutton, eto., number 
106; there are 127 pork stalls, 189 
fresh fish stalls, 88 poultry stalls, 
835 vegetable stalls, 40 egg stalls, 31 
fruit stalls and 37 flower stalls. At 
one time there was not a single 
flower stall in the market, but the 
demand for cut flowers has become 
great, and a number of native 
growers earn a good living by 
meeting this demand. 

A feature of the new market is 
the number of Japanese _ stall- 
holders, Before the present, struc- 
ture was erected, the Japanese ap- 
plied for spaces, but at that time, 
‘owing to the congestion in the m: 
ket, it was impossible to provide 
room for them. Immediately the 
new extension was opened, the 
Japanese were given their oppor- 
tunity, and now there are 37 stal!- 
holders. The number of exchange 
shops has also considerably increas- 
ed, and last month the total of 
such establishments was 25. 


Prices Normal Enough. 

If one can form an ides of the 
prosperity of the market by the 
fees paid to the Council, Hongkew: 
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easily ranks first in the list of mar- 
kete in the Settlement. Last month 
the revenue received was $3,842, and 
it is expected that the figure will 
teach $4,000 before long. For the 
corresponding month in 1912 the 
receipts were $2,042. 

It is interesting to note, in view 
of the present situation, when the 
prices of various ‘food-stuffs 
are steadily on the increase, that 
so far there has practically been 
no rise at Hongkew market. In 
some commodities prices way have 
risen 9 few cents, but in the great 
majority of cases, and especially as 
regards local produce, the prices 
are normal. This is probably due 
to the fact that the competition is 
very severe. As an illustration of 
this point, we might mention that 
only on Tuesday a ton of green 
tomatoes was brought into the mar- 
ket from the interior, quite an un- 
expected load. 


A Model of Cleanliness, 

The market is an example of 
cleanliness to the Chinese. Every 
day it is thoroughly washed out, 
no less than 24,000 gallons of water 
being used per day for this pur- 
pose. Four tons of refuso are col- 
lected each day, and when it is re- 
membered that the market is open 
every day of the year—with the sole 
exception of Chinese New Year— 
the work of the inspector and his 
staff of coolies can be judged and 
appreciated.

The report is presented in the 
usual form, and, while it covers the 
ground fairly fully, there are, per- 
haps, a few points upon which I 
may be able to enlarge, and thus 
make clearer. 

In the first place I will deal with 
the harvests. On Kali Mingger 
Estate the output of rubber ex- 
ceeded the estimate by a fow 
thousand pounds, and was produc:d 
at an f.0.b. cost of 14} pence per 
pound, as against a cost of nearly 
31 pence during the previous year. 

I do not suppose you will have 
failed to notice the very satisfactory 
figures for the second half of the 
year, during which period the rate 
of yield increased over 70 per cent. 
while the cost of production dec- 
reased over 50 per cent. 

While we cannot look forward to 
such a substantial reduction in cost 
for the current year, I think we may 
expect the cost not to exceed 10d. 
per pound deliversd f.0.b. shipping 
port, providing work can be carried 
out without any further stoppages. 

I may tell you that the results 
for the first month of the current 
year were very satisfactory, but 
during August operations were cur- 
tailed, while in September tapping 
was stopped. This was due to the 
disturbed financial conditions in 
Java and the interference with ship- 
ping following the-outbreak of war. 
Fortunately these two months are 
the dry ones, when the trees are 
wintering, and consequently, the 
stopping of work was not so im- 
portant as it would have been at 
any other season. 

Tapping has again been resumed, 
and we hope to obtain during the 
current year 150,000 Ib. 

On Bando Ardjo Estate the 
number of sin the tapping 
rounds was not increased as it might 
have been, since it was considered 
better policy to concentrate efforts 
on cost reduction, rather than to 
obtain a large output, and in this 








J.| respect our efforts were successful. 


During the current year, if there 
is no further interference with the 
work, we hope to obtain 30,000 Ib., 
and to produce it ata cost not 
exceeding one shilling per pound. 

‘As regards coffee, the crop may 
be said to have been a failure. We 
had hoped to harvest 1,000 piculs, 
but only obtained 375 piculs, of 
which 60 piculs were harvested 
during 1913, after June 30, An ad- 
ditional 231 piculs have been har- 
vested since the end of the year 
under review, so that the crop for 
this calendar year was about 545 
piculs. It is to be regretted that 
the selling price hardly does more 
than cover the cost of production, 
but it must be remembered that, 
while the whole of the cost of up- 
keep for the year is shown in the 
accounts, more than one-third of the 
crop was harvested after the year 
closed. This will always happen so 
long as the fiscal year in the 
middle of the harvesting period, 
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and, should next year’s crop pro- 
mise to be a good one, I may say 
that your directors will consider the 
advisability of changing the year, 
in order to ensure the harvesting of 
the whole of the crop during the 
fiscal year. 

I regret that the season is not 
sufficiently advanced to enable me 
to give you any definite information 
regarding next year’s crop. The 
last information we received was 
sent to us with the rubber returns 
for October. This was to the effect 
that the dry weather continued and 
that rain was urgently needed to 
save the crop. The dry weather 
thus appears to have lasted for 44 
months, having set in about the 
middle of June. 

I can say is that the trees 
were thoroughly pruned early in 
the year, have since thrown out 
plenty of new shoots and are in 
splendid condition to bear a big 
crop, if the weather is favourable, 

Both Estates have been main- 
tained in first class condition 
throughout the year, and all build- 
ings, roads eto., have been kept in 
good order. 

Turning now to the accounts, I 
will deal first with the working ac 
counts. 

On Bando Ardjo estate the 
general expenditure has been 
divided between capital and 
revenue in the same proportion as 
for the previous year, viz: two 
thirds and one-third respectively. 

This proportion, I think you must 
agree, is very fair, and particularly 
so if you stop to consider that an 
average of only some 10,000 trees 
were tapped, out of a total of 
nearly 200,000. Unfortunately, the 
year’s working shows a loss of Fri. 

,864.—but you will not have failed 
to notice, I think, that the whole 
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of the cost of upkeep of buildings 
and roads, as well as all the dep- 
reciation, have been charged against 
this account, Had these charges 
been divided between capital and 
revenue, as is usual with most rub- 
ber companies, and had the whole 
of the harvest been obtained during 
the-fiscal year, the result would have 

small profit instead of a 
small loss. 

On Kali Mingger estate, the 
general expenditure, which is con- 
siderably less than for the previous 
year, has been divided between 
capital and revenue on the basis of 
the number of trees in tapping, but 
depreciation has been charged in 
full to working account. 

‘The profit for the year is Fra 
23,99¢.and may be considered 
satisfactory in the circumstances, 
but with the increased output ex. 
pected and the much lower cost of 
production anticipated, it should, if 
rubber temains at or about its pre- 
‘sent price, show a considerable in- 
crease for the present year. 

The profit and loss account, I 
think, requires no explanation, 
having been dealt with fully in the 
report. 

As for the balance sheet, this also 
has been dealt with in the report, 
but you will notice that the new 
factory on Kali Mingger Estate now 
stands in the books at a cost of 
Fre, 47,975.—the final payment hav- 
ing been made during the year. 

‘The sum spent for new tools and 
implements on Kali-Mingger 
Estate may appear large, but it 
must be remembered that the 
number of trees the tapping 
rounds increased considerably during 
the year, and more trees would have 
been taken in had your directors 
not considered it more important 
to reduce the costs rather than to 
swell the output. The depreciation 
on these items seems to be rather 
much, but is in accordance with the 
values attached to the stocks by tho 
manager, from which it would ap- 
pear that the sums allowed for de- 
in the past had been 

















The overdraft with the Company’s 
bankers will not have come to you 
as a surprise, since same was fore- 
told by the Chairman at last year's 
meeting. It is hoped that the over- 
draft will be considerably reduced 
during the course of the current 
year, and this will be assured if a 
reasonably good coffee crop is 
obtained on Bando Ardjo Estate, 
since the estimated output of 
Yb. of rubber will, if the 
price remains as at present, con- 
siderably more than cover Capital 
expenditure, and the — surplus. 
together with the profit on the 
coffee will go to reduce the over- 
draft. 

That is all I have to say, gentle- 
men, except to record the directors’ 
appreciation of the loyal coopsra- 
tion and good work done by the 
staffs on the estates, and to ex- 











press the hope that I may be able 
to address you next year in more 
favourable terms.

ANNUAL MEETING. 
The fourth annual general meeting 
of the Ulobri Rubber Co., Ld., was 
held at the offices of Messrs. An 
sen, Meyer & Co., general managers 
and secrettries, on Monday after- 
noon. Mr. N. G. Maitland presided, 
tad the other director present was 
Mr. V. Meyer. The attendance re- 
presented 3,800 shares. 








The secretary having read the 
notice convening the mecting, the 
Chairman said 

Gentlemen, The report and 
accounts having been in your 
hands for some days I would 
ask you to accept these as 
having been read. At our last 


meeting I dealt at some length with 
the question of the acreage of the 
Company's estate and explained 
that, after selling a block of 64 
acres, w2 were left with a total area 
of 641 acres. At that date we were 
engaged in an extension of the 
planted area This has now been 
completed and we have 447 acres 
in cultivation, the balance of 194 
acres consisting of building sites 
and uncultivated land. In order to 
save the rent of land which can 
never be turned to profitable use, 
the directors are now arranging to 
surrender to Government about 60 
acres; we shall then be left with 
only 134 acres of building sites and 
uncultivated land. 

Turning to the accounts, I would 
refer you again to my remarks at 
the last annual meeting, when T 
alluded to a sum of Tis. 761.81 which 
had becn employed in dev-loping 
new land. The circumstances were 
that we had sold 64 acres, but when 
‘our last yearjs accounts were mad? 
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endeavour to afford you the neces-| this 





up the purchase was incomplete: 
‘The arrangement with the Trustees 
for debenture hold=rs was that the 
Proceeds of this sale should be used 
entirely for developing new land, 
and in anticipation of the receipt of 
iis purchase money we had expend- 
ed a sum of Tis, 761.81 in planting, 
debiting the amount in the mean- 
time to property account. Now that 
the purchase money has been re 
ceived we have transferred this item 
of Tis, 761.81 to development ac- 
count. The balance of the proceeds 
of the sale after deducting legal 
and transfer expenses has of course 
also been deducted from the value 
of the property and the amount now 
becomes merged in development 
account. As regards depreciation, 
you will find we have, as usual, al- 
lowed for this in the case of re- 
moveable property. 

I must now refer to the history of 
our debenture issue. As you are 
aware, when the company was form- 
ed with a property of only about #40 
acres, we had in view the acquisi- 
tion of a further 500 acres approx- 
imately of jungls land,’ and it was 
made quite clear that if this ad- 
ditional land was purchased there 
were not sufficient funds in our 
hands to develop it, and that fur- 
ther means would have to be found 
for this purpose. Eventually about 
455 acres of jungle land were pur- 
chased with the 
‘eholders and subscriptions were 
invited in the year 1911 for Tla. 
128,000 worth of debentures. Only 
‘Tis. 50,000 was taken up and it was 
explained at that time that this 
‘sum would be insufficient to develop 
and bring into bearing the whole of 
this new land, but that a beginning 
would be made and work would 
continu to the extent that the 
money at our disposal would allow. 


Having come to the end of the 
resources thus provided, we find we 
have a planted estate of 447 acres, 
and we are abl2 to see more cleazly 
what further sum will be necessary 
to carry on the estate until it reach- 
es the self-supporting stage. We 
have told you in our report that 
we are about to invite further sub- 
scriptions for an issue of about Tis. 
37,000 of debentures, also that it 
arranged that the general managers 
and secretariss accept part of this 
issue as payment of their fees in 
debentures instead of in cash up to 
the time the estate is s:lf-support- 
ing. The company will shortly send 
to shareholders a circular dealing 
with this issue of debentures and 
inviting subscriptions, and the di- 
rectors would urge shareholders to 
accord their support, although they 

pleased to say that the position 
assured by the underwriting of 
practically the whole of the sum 
required. We estimate that with 
these funds and under present con- 
ditions we shall have sufficient to 
undertake all routine and develop- 
meni vork up| t5-the.time the extate 
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can pay ite way. It must, however, 
be clearly understood that every- 
thing depends upon the course of 
the rubber market. Every economy 
that is possible is being exercised 
to curtail expenses. 1 may mention 
that our local agents have recently 
drawn our attention to the excellent 
quality of our rubber, which has 
fetohed top prices at the Singapore 
auctions. 

‘You will see that thers has been & 
considerable increase in the number 
‘of trees brought into tapping and 
further additions will take place 
from time to time. Th: estimated 
crop for the current year is 10,000 
Ib, but we have every reason to 
hope that this figure will be ex- 
ceeded judging by the satisfactory 
figures for the first months of the 
financial year. While the output 
remains at such a small figure and 
while tapping is over a very scatter- 
ed area, it would be only mish: 
ing to attempt to give you figures 
to the cost of production, but we 
are quite satisfied that when @ rea- 
sonably large area comes into bear- 
ing our costs will be found to be 
satisfactory. 

During the year we have com- 
pleted a set of coolie lines, and we 
hope the additional comfort afforded 
by these will tend to keep labour on 
the estate. Our advices show that 
there is a distinct improvement in 
respect of labour. During th2 year 
we look for a considerable reduction 
in the cost of weeding as during the 
preceding twelve months a great 
deal of work was got through, and 
ths estate on the whole is in much 
better shape than it has ever been, 
thanks to the continued efforts of 
our manager, Mr, Weguelin, and the 
supervision of our local agertts. 

I now propos? the resolution 
“That the report and accounts as 
printed and circulated be passed.”” 
This is seconded by Mr. Meyer. 

Before putting this resolution to 
the meeting, I shall bs pleased to 
answer any questions that may be 
asked. 

There were no questions, and the 
report and accounts, as presented, 
were adopted. 

Mr. Meyer proposed, and Mr. 
Measor seconded, that Mr. J. C. 
Dyer be reelected a director of the 
company. Carried. 

Messrs Lowe, Bingham & Mathews 
were lected auditors, at a re 
muneration of Tis.

In submitting the report and ac- 
counts, Sir Havilland said the re- 
port opened with a lightning sketch 


by the secretary, Dr. Timothy 
Richard, of the circumstances which 
were th: cause, and which were 
attendant on, the overthrow of the 
nchus and the establishment of 
the present Government in China. 
‘Tt was usual to take a short glance 
‘over the events of the year in the 
beginning of their report, 
so that the applicability of their 
work of the year might be followed, 
in view of the circumstances in 
which it was carried on. The various 
unfortunate traits which had come 
to the surface, and which could not 
but strike them, during that event- 
fal period, had been touched upon. 
The race hatred between the Man- 
chus and the Chinese ; the struggling 
for which 
China was in no way fitted; and the 
incompetency of many of those who 
sought at one time to take the lead 
in China, followed by ths corrup- 
tion of many of the new officials, 
had all been dealt with, and the 
final appearance, or at all events, 
the assertion of the personality of 
the present President, Yuan Shih- 
kai. With regard to Yuan Shib-kai, 
as Sir John Jordan told him (Bir 
Havilland) a long time ago, an 
which he had often said in public, 
he believed that in him thero was 
the one man on whom China might 
rely for her stability. 


‘The Obstacle of Ignorance, 

And so they left that political 
sketch, continued Sir Havilland, to 
consider the bearing which it had 
upon their Society. The cause of 
so much trouble and of so many 
mistakes, in the earlier part at all 
events of the period, could, he 
thought, be put down to real 
stupidity, which originated in walf- 
ishness and ignorance, And however 
great a man Yuan Shih-kai might 
‘be, and however well supported he 
might be in his endeavours, unless 
selfishness and ignorance were re- 
moved, it seemed to him that the 
Yope of China’s g-eatness in the 
near future ¢ uld hardly be looked 
for with any confidence, 

As they all knew, their secretary 
was the apostle of education. He 
believed he right in saying 
that his belief in education was 
very deep, and that education, one 
which he sought to apply, and 
which they all sought to apply by 
the work of the Society, was the 
basis of the principles on which 
the Society did its work. The 
education seemed to Sir Havilland 
to be an exposition of the princi- 
ples of Christianity, and not only 
‘by those principles, but by the 
illustration of the very practical 
truth of the study of their effects 
in the lives of Christians and on 
Christian Governments and civiliza- 
tions. 
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The Chinese Press. 
Another point mentioned in the 
report was the dissemination of 
their ideas among the Chincee 
press, In two months of last year, 
sixty-eight of their articles had 
been re-printed in diffarent papers 
The point Sir Havilland wished to 
make waa also mentioned in the 
report. It was that in order to 
reach the Chinese people they 
wanted men and women who could 
translate the articles and books in 
a way which would be most a 
ceptable to the Ohinese. There. 
fore they required literary men, 
and he appealed to the missionary 
bodies, by whom their work wa: 
0 much appreciated, to help them 
in that way. : 
Continuing, the President re 
ferred to the many testimoniee 
they had received of the —uselal 
work done by the Society, and ssid 
it showed the need of further pro- 
gress, and aleo, he was sorry to 
say, called their attention to ov 
great difficulty which had bees 
brought upon them by the preseat 
terrible war in Europe, namely, the 
want of funds. There had ben 
self-sacrifice on the part of their 
workers, and the amount of work 
which was done could not now be 
continued. They would still, tow: 
ever, go on with the task, but with 





d | the appreciation which the Society's 


efforts had met with from educated 
Chinese he thought they were « 
titled to ask them to give their 
assistance, because however

‘The accounts showed that the 
Society was in a fairly satisfactory 
position at present, and one which 
could be called very satisfactory 
were it not for the fear of the 
future. What economy could be 
made, would be made, and he ket 
they could look to the workers te 
seo that the expenses wers cit 
down as much as possible. 
the adoption of the report and a 
counts, and in doing so, spoke of 
an astonishing incident which 0c 
curred in Changsha last year at & 
meeting of all the educationalists 
in Hunan, showing the spirit which 
animated their labours. 

‘The report and accounts wert 
adopted. 

The election of officers included 
those of Mr. H. Middleton #* 
Treasurer, and Dr. Timothy Richard 
as Secretary. 

Following the business meeting, 
a lantern lecture was given by Miss 
Hilda C. Bowser on the work of the 
Society. 

‘Miss Bowser's Lecture. 

Miss Hilda ©, Bowser said the 
methode by which the missions'y 
might deliver his message and m 
his power felt, had been classified 
under three heads, vir., the words 
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of his mouth uttered in the hearing 
of all; his life lived in the sight of 
all; and written words, which 
persist after his voice has been 
silenced for ever. The develop- 
ments which have taken place in 
China were instanced, and interest- 
ing figures given of the expansion 
of the postal system. In the pro- 
vince of Honan in 1901, there were 
176 post-offices, which handled 10,- 
000,000 articles. In 1907 these 
figures had grown to 2,803 and 
168,000,000 respectively, while in 
1911 there were 6,901 _ post-offices, 
the number of article handled be- 
ing 391,000,000. The figures for 
1912-13 were not yet printed, but 
the leoturer pointed out that from 
the particulars given it would be 
seen that between the years 1901 
and 1907 about two new post-offices 
were opened daily. Pictures were 
shown demonstrating that the Chin- 
eve were peculiarly easy to reach 
by means of the printing press. 
Following these were slides showing 
the workers of the Christian Litera- 





ture Society, and some of their 
friends. They included the late 
Dr. Alexander Williamson, who 


became Secretary of the Society for 
the Diffusion of Christian and Gen- 
eral knowledge, now the C.L.S., in 
1888, and who was succeeded by 
Dn Timothy Richard in 1891; the 
late Dr. Young J. Allen, for thirty 
years editor of the famous “Wan 
Kwoh Kung Pao,” or “Review of 
the Times,” Sir Havilland de Saus- 
marez, who was elected President 
of the Booiety in succession to the 
late Sir Robert Hart; Dr. T. 
Richard; the Rev. D. MacGillivray, 
M.A, D.D., a group of the OLS. 
Chinese and foreign staff; the Rev. 
Evan Morgan, the Rev. Hopkyn 
Rees, p.p., and the late Dr. Griffith 
John. 
Seotion 4 of the lecture ilustrat- 
ed the classes which the Society 
seeks to reach by ite literature, and 
pictures were then shown illustrat- 
ing the headauarters of the Bociety. 
The last slide showed two Chinese 
Characters, meaning “Come over 
and help us.” It was the call, said 
Miss Bowser, of both missionaries 
and Chinese, not only to the chu 
ches at Home, but to those in

ANNUAL MEETING. 

The ninetzenth annual meeting of 
the International Cotton Manu- 
facturing Co., Ld., was held at the 
offices of the company on Thursday 
afternoon. Mr, A. Hide presided, 
and the otber directors present were 
Messrs. F, Ayscough, F. A. Fair- 
child, Jas, N. Jameson and C. 
Rayner. The attendance represent- 
ed 4,508 shares, 

The Secretary (Mr. G. Wuilleum- 
ier), having read the notice conven- 
ing the meeting, and the auditors’ 
report. 

Tho Chairman said:—Gentlemen, 
The report and accounts having 
been in your hands for some days, 
I will with your permission follow 
the usual custom and take them as 
read. Before moving the adoption 
of the report and accounts I wish to 
a few comments thereon. 
first with the company's 
assets it will be noticed that more 
money has been spent on the spin- 
ning department buildings; this 
represents the final payment for the 
new godown erected last year, also 
cost of an addition to the main 
building which has been found ne- 
ceseary. In the weaving depart- 
ment no further building has been 
required, but additional machinery 
is being installed in continuation of 
the policy of extension previously 
outlined and the increase under the 
heading of plant and machinery is 
thus accounted for. 

No. 2 mill is a new asset in the 
balance sheet and the sum of Tis. 
186,213.94 represents the cost of the 
new building, advance payments to 
machinery makers and cost of 
machinery received, showing the 
progress made towards the com- 
pletion of the scheme referred to by 
my predecessor in the chair at your 
last meeting. The other assets are 
self explanatory and need no com- 
ment on my part. 

Turning to the liabilities you will 
notice that the cumulative prefer- 
ence shares have all been taken up. 
‘Our overdraft with the Hongkong 
& Shanghai Bank is higher than 
was the case a year ago owing to the 
heavier stocks carried and payments 


















for machinery ete. in excess of the 
extra capital raised. I am glad to 
be able to state that the overdraft 
has been appreciably reduced sit 
the compilation of the accounts and 
stocks of yarn show a corresponding 
reduction. Reserve fund stands at 
Tis. 200,000 and equalization of 
dividend fund at Tis. 75,000 in ac- 
cordance with the appropriation ai 
thorized last year. The amount of 
Tis. 83,667.03 against sundry credi- 
tors represents advance payments 
for yarn and cloth, acceptances 
matured and other current liabili 
ties since liquidated. 

‘The amount at credit of profit and 
loss account is, I regret to éay, much 
below that of the previous year and 
it is the more disappointing in 
much as the result of the first six 
months’ working was encouraging. 
In May, however, serious slump 
occurred in the yarn market, con- 
sid-rably reducing the margin of 
profit, and although a recovery took 
place later it was only temporary 
and a further decline had to be 
faced at the close of the working 
year, and it proved necessary to 
the stocks down very con- 
lerably in order to meet the 
situation. 

The mill has worked satisfactorily 
day and night throughout the year. 
Advantage was taken of the — cut 
tomary China New Year holiday, 
which was somewhat prolonged, to 
overhaul the main engine and carry 
out other repairs, the cost of which 
has been defrayed out of revenue. 

With regard to the policy of ex- 
tension already referred to, progress 
in that direction has heen interfered 
with by the abnormal conditions 
ruling. The building of the No. 2 
mill has been completed with the 
exception of the sprinkler tower 
and the erection of the machinery 
is progressing, and it is hoved that 
the mill will be working early in the 
coming vear. 

In addition to the new mill, im- 
provements in the old mill hat 
been taken in hand which should 
materially assist in improving the 
quality of the ontout in the future. 

Before formally moving the adop- 
tion of the report and accounts I 
shall be glad. to furnish any further 
information which may be required 
if it is mv power to do so.

It is said that after naval engage- 
ments in the Russo-Japanese war 
gun-crews were found in the turrets, 
dead, but bearing no signs of having 
been’ killed by wounds, injury, or 
suffocation. 








The explanation finally accepted, 
which fitted the facte as known, was 
that a large projectile, in striking 
® turret, even as a glancing shot 
without explosion, oan kill instantly 
the occupaats of the turret, solely 
by the shock of sudden and intense 
vibration.

S1m,—As the new French shell 
seems to interest quite a ni of 
your readers, I may perha| 
allowed to have a shrewd gu 
it. It is well known that when 2 
large part of the body receives a 
sudden blow a man may be stunned 

killed, without showing any 
having been injured. 
For example when a maa falls from 
a great height on to a shoct of 
water. A cartridge filled with mer- 
cury, instead of shot, will kill a 
small animal at a fair istance. 
With » very rapidly exploding shell 
the surrounding air may 
ciently compressed to act like = 
water, or the meroury. 

The difficulty so far experienced 
in using a very violent shell lies in 
the fact that very violent explos- 
ives are also very rensitive to shock, 
and would not stand being fired 
froma gun. The American Navy 
has long ago tried to overcome this 
difficulty by firing dynamite sbells 
from a gun with compressed air, 
but the size and range of such guns 
is rather limited. 

Even the explosives used at the 
present time for filling shells might 
be made to explode with far greater 
violence, if @ strong priming for 
starting the explosive could be 




















3) used. But the same objections 
apply to a strong priming in any 
quantity. 


The new invention of M. Turpin, 
therefore, ‘probably consists in a 
new method of firing a violent ex- 
plosive froma gun without any 
shock, or in a new explosive, or 
priming, which is very violent and 
yet not sensitive to 

I think it would be better to 
speak of death by concussion, or 
shock, than vibration, for it hardly 
sounds well to say that » man is 
suffering from vibration of the 
brain.

LESSONS OF THE WAR. 
To the Editor of the 
“ Norra-Cuina Daity News. 

S1r,—In your issue of the 11th 
instant, under the above caption, 
you had « short extract of Mr. 
Roosevelt's article “The World 
War: Its Tragedies and Ite 
Lessons,” which originally sppear- 
ed in “The Outlook.” The lesson 
which Mr. Roosevelt derives, and 
wishes his countrymen and the rest 
of us to derive, is, to my mind, of 
such appalling immorality, that I 
feel sure his theories will meet with 
opposition not only in his own coun- 
try but in all centres where minds 
are active for the amelioration of 
the iniquities of this world. In ite 
concentrated form Mr. Roosevelt's 
“lesson” amounts to this, that no 
amount of solemn treaty obligation 
will ever prevent a hard-pressed 
nation from wantonly ignoring pre- 
vious sacred compacts, and that it 
is therefore not only a duty but a 
necessity for everyone to be armed 
to the teeth in order to be prepared 
for the highway robber. 

It is a curious spectacle to see a 
man of Mr. Roosevelt’s type, him- 
self unquestionably the soul of hon- 
our, having so little faith in the 
integrity of other people. Ae & 
basis for his argument he instances 
examples from previous history, 
where nations have ridden rough- 
shod over solemn compacts in order 
to serve their own selfish ends, pre- 
facing his “ proofs” by the signi- 
ficant remark: ‘‘ Whatever we may 
think of the morality of this plea, 
it is certain that almost all great 
nations have in time past again and 
again acted in accordance with it 

‘That is unquestionably true. But 
it is equally true, that th very 
reason why half the world is at the 
present moment up in arma is be- 
cause 300 million white people have 
declared, that they will not accept 
the morality of 130 million other 














white people, who still cling to the 
old shibboleth that “Might is 
Right.” That is the true lesson of 
this war: to inculcate the same level 
of morality among nations as among 
individuals. The logical conclusion of 
Mr. Roosevelt’s lesson would mean, 
ultimately, 500 Dreadnoughts and 
an army of 5,000,000 men for Great 
Britain ; a thousand submarines and 
an army of 15,000,000, men for Ger- 
many; Russia 20,000,000 men in 

France 10,000,000; Austria 
Hungary 12,000,000; America hun- 
dreds of Dreadnoughts and a few 
million men in the army—and #0 on 
ad nauseam. 

May we not assume that, like so 
many other barbarous ideas and 
customs which civi'ization has grad- 
ually killed, the lesson of this war 
will be that the old shibboleth 
that “Might is Right” will get 
its final deathblow in this struggle, 
and that nations, and especially 
statesmen, will in future have to 
conform to the same level of mor- 
ality as other decent members of 
society?

Sim,—Now that the excitement 
and noise produced by the com- 
mencement of the European war is 
gradually dying down people are 
beginning carefully to analyse 
the circumstances which brought 
about this explosion. Everything 
indicates that all countries con 
cerned had been carefully prepar- 
ing for it and all that was re 
quired was an excuse for starting. 
Austria merely supplied the key to 
the European magazine filled with 
gunpowder, but there docs not ap- 
pear to be sufficient reason for the 
threatening attitude taken up by 
the Tsar which compelled the 
Kaiser to support Austria This 
action of the Tsar is, perhaps, ex- 
plained when we remember that 
just before tho outbreak Russia was 
in the midst of a revolutionary 
blaze, and in order to divert at- 
tention, a bellicose attitude was 
adopted towards Austria. There 
is no doubt that this war will 
strengthen the military caste in 
Russia, and after the war there 
will be » period of military re- 
action—the people being held down 
by brute force again. 

Still, admitting all this, there is 
no doubt that Germany has been 
for a long time the centre of re- 
action and the leader of European 
militarism. It seems as though 
both Belgium and Great Britain 
entered into this war through fear 
of Germany, and that that fear 
was justified is shown by events 
which point clearly that Germany 
had been preparing for this war 
and was quite ready for this “fit of 
organized and purposeful brutality.”

At bottom is this war anything 
mors than a struggle as to whether 
Russian or German militarism 
shall be cock of the walk, the 
other countries being mere pawns 
in the game? It also raises the 
question as to whether the German 
people are capable of anything 
better in view of their past 
tory. The Teutons have always 
been a menace to European civiliza- 
tion. From their earliest history 
the Teutons “ were continually at 
war with each other; Frank with 
Longobard; Goth with Burgun- 
dian; Ostrogoths with Gepidae. 
They had no idea of racial unity 
and not one of their kingdoms ever 
went well for two successive 
tions.” They overran Europs and 
as the Vandals overthrew the great 
Roman Empire, but they did not 
improvs any country which they 
occupied. They were easily van- 
quished by the Huns under Attil 
and left no trace in Italy, Spain, 
France or North Africa that they 
had evar been there. This was 
due to their purely military form of 
barbarism which has survived right 
down to modern days although now 
mixed with a commercialism ani- 
mated by the same spirit. 

Can we not therefore look upon 
this as a race struggle betwsen the 
Celtic hedgehogs, British and 
French (or should we say bulldogst) 
assisting the Russian bear to over- 
throw the Teutonic vulture (to use 
Mr. Lloyd George's expressions) t 
If the Teuton vulture wins in this 
crisis, should we not have a re- 
petition of the events which result- 
ed in the overthrow of the Roman 
Empiret A military domination 
with no advance in civilization, and 
we should have to wait again for 
the Slavs or Huns to clear them 
out of Europe. 

One is very pleased to see from 
‘Mr. Asquith’s speech at the Guild- 
hall that it has been decided to 
clear the Turkish Government out 
of Europe and Asia as that is simply 
another form of militarism for which 




















| there is no hope of its self-regenera- 


tion unless assisted by outside 
pressure. The White Paper puts it 





clearly in sentence as in your 
paper this morning ‘The best 
classes were helpless in the 


hands of a military despotism.” 
‘Their civilization is similar to the 
German with the addition of being 
fettered by the force of religion. 
‘The best thing for Turkey would 
be a treatment similar to Egypt so 
that the people may be freed from 
a’ government which exploits them 
by all kinds of taxation, chicanery 
and squeezes, resting entirely upon 
military force. One cannot, how- 
ever, avoid noticing the similarity 
between Turkey and Chins, and if 
China is wise she will read the 
writing on the wall and immediate- 
ly put her house in order—if that is 
possible without outside pressure. 
China is also governed by a military 
caste and appears to be closely fol- 
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lowing on the same lines as Turkey. 


Let us hope that her end will not be | made 


the same. 

What does all this review show? 
It proves up to the hilt that no 
nation can develop its full power 
under » military despotism, and 
that the only hope for a steady and 
safe advancement is along the lines 
of democracy.

THE NEW OULTURE. 


To the Editor of the 
“Norta-Cmxa Darcy News.” 
8in,—Bernbardi’s “Germany 
and the Next War.” (Arnold, 2s. 
6d. nett) and Usher’s “Pan Ger- 
manism” (Constable, 9%, 6d. 
nett) are two amusing books 
in which it is frankly admitted 
that, for many yearx past, Ger- 
many has been deliberately _ plot- 
ting to destroy the British Empire 
and the French Republic, and by 
brute force to make herself supreme 
by land and sea, over the whole 
world. Christians have always 
maintained that morality must be 
based upon religion, and evidence 
of the truth of this contention is 
found in Germany’s present policy. 
For the last half century there has 
been a grievous decay of faith 
among her people and the result is 
seen to-day in her barefaced re 
nunciation of all morality in her 
relations with other nations. Every 
one who can possibly do so should 
read Bernhardi’s book and Usher's, 
especially the chapter in the latter 
which gives the German view of the 
economic position. This, it seems, 
will permit them if victorious, to 
repudiate their public debts! 
“Whatever the balance may be 
upon the books of the world,” says 
Usher, ‘‘she is actually richer than 
England or France. So long as her 
army is unbeaten no one can take 
away from her her factories, mines 
and fields. Whoever may own them 
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on paper she owns them in reality, 
and will continue to own them so 
long as she is strong erough to 
keep them, Supposing now that she 
should repudiate the whole debt 
which she owes other nations, and 
seize the capital out of which her 
economic development was created, 
what then? Would she not actual- 
ly possess her economic develop- 
ment for nothing? QConld she ever 
be compelled to pay for it by any- 
thing short of actual conquest? 
And is there in the world any 
nation strong enough to subdue her 
on her own soil? Would not such 
an economic blow destroy her 
enemies with greater certainty than 
any conquest by sea or land? In- 
deed has she not everything to gain 
from wer, and nothing to lose? So 
long as peace prevails, and she 
continues to recognize the validity 
of present nations of oommerci 
morality she must continue to pay 
huge sums, and must continue 
yearly to part with actual goods 
until the debt is paid. 

The moment war breaks out she 
need pay nothing. If she is Je- 
feated she will merely be compel'ed 
to pay what she was already 
obligated to pay. If victorious, she 
need never pay either interest or 
principa), Would not that be a 
stako many times worth playing for 
compared to a war indemnity of 
any size whatever? And when such 
a manquvre might also not improb- 
ably compass the control of the 
world’s commerce, what German 
would doubt that the chances of 
war are better than those of peace? 
“So long as the trusting citizens of 
England and France are willing to 
lend their private fortunes on no 
better security than the promise to 
pay interest and capital at some 
future day, there is every reason 
why Germany should continue to 
borrow every cent they are willing 
to lend.

UNEMPLOYMENT AND THE 

WAR. 
To the Editor of the 
“Norra-Crina Darty News.” 

Sir,—Great Britain is at the 
present time straining every en- 
deavour to raise volunteers for ser- 
vieo in the present war, and al- 
though Shanghai has sent some 
volunteers, the town could and 
should do more. There are young 
men in hundreds here who should 
respond to the call of the old 
country. It is a proposition not 
to be entertained for a moment 
that they cannot be ispared. lt 
is one thjg to grow rich under the 
British flag, but what is the stamp 
of man who cannot return a guid 
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pro quo when his country is in 
travail? 

The one cry in Shanghai is that 
“‘there’s nothing doing,” times are 
bad and business practically at a 
standstill. All the more reason 
that the younger men should pat- 
tiotically respond to Lord  Kit- 
chener’s call for more men. I jo 
not refer to married men, but I 
certainly strenuously maintain that 
all unmarried men under forty-five 
years of age should at least regis- 
ter their names as being prepar- 
ed to proceed on active service as 
called upon. 

‘The death of Lord Roberts brings 
this matter into special prominence 
as “Bobs” was in his old age 
stumping the country, speaking in 
the House of Lords and out of it, 
calling upon and demanding from 
our nation, conscription. It may 
be urged that conscription is un- 
necessary in a land that rallies to 
the “call” when it comes, but it 
must be remembered that at the 
time of call the volunteer is an un- 
trained unit. 

I would personally urge firms to 
discharge their younger staff who 
have not endeavoured to get to the 
front. I would also commend the 
text of my last sentence to the 
Municipal Council. The police 
must be exempted, since they are 
always on active service, but the 
other departments would not suffer 
if they were depleted of come 
members of their staff. I look in 
vain through the list of departing 
volunteers for names I hoped to 
see there, Get a move on you 
younger men and do your duty to 
your country and be reputed a 
true Briton, else the stigma and re- 
proach will attach to you of show- 
ing the “white feather!"

SERIOUS STRIKE IN 
SHANGHAI. 


DISCONTENTED PAINTERS 
AND WOOD-WORKERS. 

A serious situation has arisen in 
the Settlement during the past few 
days out of the recent attitude of 
the painters, who demanded an in- 
crease in wages. The Chinese news- 
papers on Thursday reported that a 
“decidedly ugly step had been taken 
by carpenters and masons, who have 
the same complaint to make as the 
painters, viz., the high cost of living. 
A strike is threatened if the de- 
mands of the workmen are not 
promptly acceded to. As largo num- 
bers of the men have ceased work 
and are collecting in crowds in the 
streets the police have strengthen- 
ed the patrols by drafting a number 
of Sikhs to do special patrol duty.” 

Inquiries made on Thursday night 
confirmed this report to a great ex- 
tent, although it was not stated that 
extra patrols of Sikhs had been 
sent out. 

The trouble, it appears, has been 
brewing for some time. The pain- 
tors were the first to make a move, 
and they have now been joined by 
large numbers of wood-workers, and

and have already taken measures 
to deal with any trouble in the way 
of riots which might occur. Two 
men (painters) appeared before the 
Mixed Court on Wednesday, and 
they were each sontenced to six 
months’ imprisonment, at the sam 
time receiving a smart “‘lectu1 
from Mr. Grant Jones, the British 
‘Assessor. Before the men were 
taken to the Court from the Hong- 
kew Police Station it was known 
that aympathizing strikers proposed 
to assemble near the Court in large

men were safely lodgd in the Court, 
but it did not develop, the strong 
force of the police having the de- 
sired effect, 


‘Mass Meeting in the City. 

It is stated that « crowd of seven 
thousand men assembled in the 
Native City on Tuesday, when they 
were addressed by & prominent 





member of on2 of the guilds, who, 
apparently, has assumed the réle of 
leader. A warrant hae been issued 
for his arrest, and the authorities 
in the city are searching for him. 

‘The strike does not appear to be 
universal. The carpenters and 
masons, we understand, have really 
left work through sympathy with 
the painters, although of course, 
they have @ grievance regarding the 
depreciation of coinage and the cost 
of living. That the strike has not 
yet become # ganeral movement is 
proved by the fact that works in 
many quarters of the city and the 
Settlement are being proceeded 
with, and it is against these men— 
alleged “blacklegs’” that the atten- 
tion of the discontented portion is 
being turned. 

Matters assumed a much more 
serious aspect on Thursday, when 
the strikers were particularly busy 
in the native city. The authorities 
there are taking strong measures to 
suppress any rowdiness, and it i 
stated that in consequence of this 
three or four police stations were 
attacked, one being almost com- 
pletely wrecked. 


Blacklegs in the Settlement. 


The men have not gone so far 
in the Settlement, but several work- 
men were molested. At a voces 
that is being erected near Woosi 
Road a number of men were ‘atime 
dated, but the timely arrival of 
police from Hongkew prevented any 
trouble. The police from Hongkew 
police station, iu common with other 
stations throughout the Settle- 
ment, maks periodical tours, and 
‘so far disturbances have been rare. 

Meetings were held on Thursday, 
both in the morning and afternoon, 
and an adjournment was then made 
to the Native City. Tho~ masters 
have issued circulars reminding the 
men of the agreement that was come 
to in 1912, when advanc>s in wages 
were made, and at that time it was 
understood that the men were not to 
demand further increases, at least 
for a considerable time to come. 

It ie stated that the majority of 
the men who have left work are 
idlers, and there are rumours of a 
general strike being declared in a 
day or two.

tory; and it ie — matter for oon- 
gratulation that the Customs re. 
venue was as high as Hx. Ts, 
10,898,180, or only slightly less than 
the total in the corresponding per- 
iod of last year—Hk. Tis. 10,97, 
606. Of course, last year’s totals 
were @ record, and it ‘anti- 
cipated in these columns that they 
were not likely to be repeated for 
some time to come. 

‘The first two quarters of the pre 
sent year, however, showed a record 
in imports; and the revenue from 
this source for the quarter ended 
June was Tis, 5,030,950 as against 
Tis. 4,492,335 in the corresponding 
period in 1913. The increase in 
imports was characteristic of every 
port. Even exports show @ slight 
increase in the total, the revenue 
from this source having increased 
from Hk. Tis. 3,671,890 to Hk. Tis. 
3,775,739. Both tonnage and tran- 
sit dues have naturally increased, 
from Hk. Ts, 367,208 and Hk. Tis. 
642,620 to Hk. Tis. 423,896 and Hk.

In the quarter 
under review opium duty has de- 
creased from Hk. Tis, 312,300 to 
Hk. Tis. 119,268, and opium likin 
from Hk. Tle. 776,440 to Hk. Tis. 
280,660. 


‘Most Prosperous Ports. 

The ports that show notable in- 
creases in trade are Shanghai, Kiu- 
Kiang, Tientsin, Antung, Kiachou, 
Canton, Wuchow and Chinwang- 
tao; notable decreases are, how- 
ever, to be noted in Tairen, Chefoo, 
Newchwang, Foochow, Swatow and 
Amoy. 

The volume of trade of Shang- 
hai during this period was larger 
than that of the corresponding per- 
iod last year. The total revenue 
was Hk. Tis, 3,153,836 as against 
Hk. Tis, 3,094,865 in 1913, and only 
elightly less than the total of the 
same period in 1912. Both exports 
and imports show oreditable in- 
creases—notably the latter. The 
tonnage of vessela entered and 
cleared was 5,304,198 as against 
4,873,959—British leading with 
2,217,975, Japanese following next 
with 1,160,192, Imports of trea- 
eure totalled Hk. Tle. 9,983,381, of 
which Hk, Tis. 9,167,952 was from 
other ports in China; exporte were 
to the total of Hk. Tle, 9,062,421, 
of which Hk. Tis, 4,453,721 were to 
foreign countries—Hk. Tis. 2,753,- 
583 going to Hongkong and Macao. 

re wae an all round increase 
in the quantities and values of the 
imports into Shanghai during this 
Period; and this was especially 
noticeable in cotton goods, English 
jeans increased from 116,408 pieces 
in the corresponding period in 
1913 to 292,877 pieces; English grey 
shirtings from 18,230 to 106,242; 
and all kinds of Italians increased. 

‘There were some decreases, as in 
American drills, dimities, piqués 
and quiltings and velvets and vel- 
veteens. Imports of woollen goods 
show decreases all round. 

In metals, there were consider- 
able increases in new iron and mild 
steel; there was a slight increase 
in copper ingots and slabs; tinned 
plates show @ large rise from 9,824 
to 16,549 piculs; and there was a 
very large inorease in the import 
of Chinese pig iron. The value of 
machinery imports was Hk. Ts. 
1,071,591 as against Hk. T's. 347,- 
002. 








While imports of American cil 
deoreased, Borneo and Sumatra 
oil are coming in larger quanti- 
ties. Refined sugar imports ad- 
vanoed from 39,897 piouls to 1 1,394 
Piculs, and on the whole there was 
& feirly large increase in sugar 
imports, except in brown sugar. 

There was an all round increase 
in exports of silk. There was a 
falling off in exports of beans and 
beancakes. It is gratifying to note 
that 507,74 piculs of Shanghai 
mill flour were exported as against 
385,743 last year. Exports on the 
whole have been on the usual scale, 








The trade of this quarter 
quite up to the mark, and the only 
regret is that the two succeeding 
quarters of this year cannot show 
results so favourable to China. 


THUNDERCLOUDS 
AT CANTON. 


A REMARKABLE OFFICIAL 
PROCLAMATION. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
Canton, Noy. 11. 

The trend of events appears to be 
by no means reasuring at present. 
It is, perhaps, hardly wise to be 
pessimistic; but it is just as unwise 
to overlook patent facts, and to 
ignore obvious currents, 

No less than three times lately 
bombs have been thrown in different 
parte of the city. The first attempt 
seems to have been a failure. Very 
little notice, therefore, was taken of 
it by any section of the community. 
The second one, which was thrown 
on the Bund, with the intention ap- 
parently of wrecking a house, in 
which it was believed that certain 
officials were having a feast, was 
a far more serious matter. 
As is well known, more than 
twenty persons were killed and as 
many were wounded. This dastard- 
ly outrage caused a good deal of 
commotion. It was generally felt 
that the official explanation was al- 
together inadequate, but as the pa- 
pers are afraid to speak out, the 
matter for the time was allowed to 
pass uncontradicated, especially as 
no one really knows. Now there 
is a third outrage, which seems to 
have been just as bad as the second 
one, and to have resulted in the 








loss of just as many lives. Indeed, | the 


it is eaid that twenty-two lives were 
sacrificed in this third outrage. No 
attempt at an explanation has been 
made in regard to this last brutality. 


General Unrest. 

It is well known that Mr. Eddy 
has arranged a tour throughout 
China, in which it is his intention 
to address students, and as far as 
we have been informed this tour has 
been successful in the northern parte 
of China, We understand that a 
large mass meeting was arranged, 
with official sanction, and under 
official patronage, here in Canton. 
This mass meeting has, we are in- 
formed, been disallowed by the 
officials after all arrangements had 
been made. This does not mean 
that there will not be meetings, for 
there will be gatherings, and prob- 
ably fairly large ones, but they are 
to be held in mission chapels, and 
nothing like a large mass meeting 
can be expected. The officials must 
be seriously anxious when they pro- 
hibit such meetings, for the papers 
have spoken very appreciatively of

More than Suspected Plots. 

It is well known that plots are 
being hatched, with a view to foment 
another revolution in the south of 
China, Documents are in existence 
which prove that determined men 
are at work, apart from any evid- 
ence like the throwing of bombs, 
which seems a part of the scheme 
for what they call “the overthrow- 
ing of tyranny, and the establi 
ment of enlightened government 
and as certainly as the sun shines, 
if any attempt is made to overthrow 
the present establishment, and we 
are almost sure that an attempt 
will be made, it will be in the south 
that the work will start. 

Of course, we are at present un- 
able to say what support these ii 
reconcilables, who live abroad, can 
command, nor can we affirm with 
any approximation to correctness 
whether any considerable section of 
the people in Kuangtung would 
come forward with support, finan- 
cial and personal. What we are in 
® position to state is that such 
societies are at work, and that their 
leaflets and pamphlets are finding 
their way into China in considerable 
quantities, also that there is a 
section of the people who are by no 
means in love with the present order 
of affairs. 

Two things that were promised 
the people by the earlier party have 
not come to pass. They were pro- 
mised a hand in the managemeent 
of affairs, and that there would be 
a lessening of taxation. As far as 
we can see neither of these promises 
has been fulfilled and we know that 
@ section of the people are, to say 
least, disappointed. 

An Official Proclamation. 

A proclamation, one of the most 
remarkable we remember to have 
seen issued under the official seal, 
has been published throughout the 
city of Canton, and in different 
other cities of the province. It is 
remarkable for the candour with 
which it deals with the present out- 
look, and for the amount of self- 
assurance, that pulsates throughout 
its lines. 

Tt sets to work to discount the per- 
sistent rumours that are everywhere 
afloat, and belittles them, but in- 
dicates that much harm will follow 
on listening to these rumours, and 
therefore the ‘foolish people” are 
urged, indeed commanded neither to 
give expression nor listen to such 
rumours as are rampant everywhere. 

The sacred books are quoted to 
show that such an attempt is fore- 
doomed to failure. “ Heaven thinks 
as my people think” was said by 
one of old. The people to-day, it 
is assumed, regard with horror any- 
thing like another revolution, and 
thereby it may be seen that Heaven

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pose Heaven cannot succeed” is 
another of tho ancient saws, and 
things being thus, the nefarious 
offenders have not the slightest 
chance of doing anything.

‘The Previous Revolution. 


When the previous attempt was 
made, it was an attempt to get into 
their hande a military force. They 
seized upon all available funds.

‘They were assisted by robbers of 
the worse kind, who cared only that 
they might enrich themselves at the 
‘expenso of the business people. 
‘When they had done this the lead- 
ers made off with immense wealth. 
Many of the rebels went off with 
millions; othere with hundreds of 
thousands of the people’s money. 
They were robbers and villains of 
the most debased type. Against 
such both men and gods were en- 
raged. As were the old so will the 
new onee be, and, therefore, let the 
tupid people” have nothing to 
do with them. 
of the rebels’ plans and 
documente have come into our 
hands. Therefrom it is easy to see 
what their intentions are, for they 
are specifically stated black on white. 
‘They intend to make the rich dis- 
gorge their wealth in order to sup- 
ply the sinews of war; they also 
propose to force the poor to enlist 
under their banners as soldiers. 
‘Those who refuse to consent to there 
conditions will be slaughtered with- 
‘out mercy. It is worth while, there- 
fore, for the masses of the people 
to know beforehand what to expect. 














Mo Chance of Success. 


According to this document al- 
ready in important places like Kai- 
yingchow, Shiuhing, Loting, Fu- 
moon, and less important places, 
rebels have been arrested, examined 
‘and without exception executed, in 
most cases shot. It is known that 
the Government has spies out every- 
where, and detectives are in every 
town and in almost every village; 
therefore, the rebels have not the 
Teast chance of success. 

Moreover, the army to-day is ab- 
solutely devoted to its officers. Its 
officers have lived with their men, 
and shared their hardships and their 
comforts, and s loyal spirit pervades 
all ranks. The navy is equally 
equipped, and equally devoted to 
the present order of things, and no 
offers that the rebels can make will 
seduce the army or the navy from 
their allegiance. But even if this 
were possible, the rebels have no 
funds to speak of. Those who were 
captured had only on their persons 
and in their dwellings a few bun- 
dred dollars, and what are such 
sums as these, as an inducement to 
‘win the devotion of loyal troops?

THE TAKING OF 
TSINGTAO. 


FINAL ASSAULT AND FEEBLE 
DEFENCE. 


From Our Special War Correspondent. 
Changtsun, Nov. 8. 
On the night of November 1, the 
Allies sapped steadily towards the 
five German redoubts under a brisk 
fire from pompoms and maxims, 
star-shells thrown up by the enemy 
streaking the darkness with banks 
of light reflected miles away. The 
fever of approaching hand-to-hand 
conflict was beginning to run 
through the trenches from 
Fusanso, and before daylight cool 
daring ‘had accomplished extraor- 
dinary feats. Two Japanese officers, 
for example, Lieutenants Takatsu 
and Fukakusa, succeeded, in spite 
of barbed-wire entanglements, in 
penetrating Redoubt No. 3 making 
a thorough reconnaissance and es: 
caping with slight wounds from a 
shower of rifle bullets. Major Knox 
of the Sikhs—destined to be hit a 
few hours later—went alone to 
bridge just in front of the British 
lines, cut some of its wire entangle- 
ments and removed a mine. 
“Sapping under fire is quite an 
exciting experience,” said another 
British officer to me a few hours 
after he had experienced it. “You 
dig like maniac, hear all sorts of 
nasty. hard things whistling over 
you and plumping into the ground 
all round, see @ man quite close 
bunch forward in a heap, and think 
the absurdest, most trivial things. 
Then the next lot comes along to

As bad luck 
would have it, I ran presently right 
into the atfachés being conducted, 
in strict accordance with  Tokio’s 
regulations along safe routes. That 
delayed progress for a time until 
the soreen of a village enabled me 
to cut across country unseen. The 
German aeroplane, apparently, had 
“spotted” the exact position of 
General Barnardiston and his staff 
who, on the previous day had been 
sevorely shelled, ten twelve-inchers 
falling within twenty yards of che 
“mess.” 


‘The British Position, 
Here and there, from a second 
series of defiles branch culsde-sacs 
sloped upwards between clay cliffs 
into which low shelters had been 
built with roofs of tarpaulin, earth 
and twigs resting on walls of rough 
stakes. In these were various de- 
tachments of the British reserve 
Outside one sat three or four officers, 
one of whom, Lieutenant Petre, 
had had, just near the spot, a very 
narrow shave the day before and on 
the night of November 5, in a tight 
corner I shall tell about presently, 
had the back of hie coat ripped 
. Fight across by shrapnel without, 
suffering anything more 
than a bruise. I chatted with them 
for a bit over cigarettes and then 
moved on to a third big nullab, 
about 200 yards long by sixty wide. 
On one side were three Japanese 
howitzers blazing over the gully at 
Bismarck Hill, on the other ran a 
line of bivouacs such as have just 
been described, and in the middle 
stood groups of officers and what 
looked like a hopeless j 
Indian troops. I had arrived just 
when they were being moved off to 
another point, and what might have 
been said to me but for the bland 
smile my burden enabled me to 
wear I tremble to think.

ed wire entanglements erected by 
the Germans between Redoubt No. 
1, just south of the Pump station, 
and Redoubt No. 2 north-west of 
Taitungchen. Taitungchen itself 
formed the British objective. On 
their right, facing Redoubt No. 1, 
were General Johoji’s men; on their 
left, facing Redoubts 2 and 3, Gen- 
eral Yamada’s; and further to the 
left, facing Redoubts 4 and 5, Gen- 
other 
words, had closed round in a semi- 
circle’ drawn from Pump Station 
across the peninsula through Kang- 
chiachuang to a little east of Hsiao- 
chenshan at the foot of Iitis. 


A Hot Corner. 

Here are some details of an out- 
post engagement which took place 
that night. A sapping party num- 
bering fifty, under the command of 
Captain Bradstock, had to cross the 
river and dig just under Redoubt 
No. %. The fort saw them and so 
did the Germans entrenched by the 
main road on their right, with the 
sult that they “caught it” hot 
and strong from rifles, pompoms 
and maxims on three sides, ‘‘ It 
was the tightest corner I hope ever 
to be in,” said a Lieutenant who 
related the whole episode to me. 
“Te looked as though it would be 
only a question of time before the 
whole lot of us were wiped out.” 
Star-shells and searchlights gave 
the Germans every possible chance 
and but for the cool way in which 
Captain Bradstock retired his men 
(the sap, of course, completed,) 
there would have been a bigger 
casualty list than was actually the 
case—sixteen killed and wounded. 

The eve of the general advance 
was grey and bitingly cold. General 
Kamio’s new headquarters lay 
among gullies close to the village of 
Fonsanhou. All along the line of 
redoubts, and a little in front and 
behind them, columns of smoke 
kept shooting upwards, flattening 
out and drifting away. Occasional- 
ly one saw the flash of German 
guns, and sometimes shell pitched 
over the aro of hills to the right. 
But reply to the Allies’ bombard- 
ment had weakened very consider- 
ably, and in comparison with the 
scone presented on October 31 and 
November 1 the valley was dull, 
lifeless, played out. 


A Disappointing Finish. 

The final assault developed unex- 
pectedly. Shortly after midnight 
General Yamada sent a couple of 
companies of sappers to attack 
Redoubt No 3. The attack was 
completely successful and by one 
o'clock the fort was in Japanese 
hands. Yamada immediately sent 
back word to headquarters urging a 
general advance, and, before h? 
received a reply, launched two more 
companies against Redoubt No 2. 
By four o'clock that also had been 
taken, General Horiuchi on the left 
wing, seeing the way things were 
going, sent four companies against 




















Redoubts 4 and 5 capturing both by 
six. In the meantime, Johoji’s men 
on the right, supported by the 
British, had also advanced, while 
two amall bodies—not more than 
seventy in each,—had been sent from 
the left and centre against Iltis and 
Bismarck. Before half-past six both 
had been taken and at about half- 
past six Redoubt No. 1 and the forte 
on Moltke hoisted the white flag. 

From a spectacular point of view 
it is difficult to imagine a more 
disappointing finale: from a military 
standpoint the fight made by 
the Germans was surprisingly feeble. 
The allies had to get over a twenty 
foot wall running the entire length 
of the redoubts, across barbed- 
wire entanglements twenty’ yards 
wide, up » slope without an iota of 
cover upon which heavy guns could 
no longer play for fear of hurting 
their own men, across another lot of 
entanglements and up a second 
slop2, against maxims, pompoms 
and rifle fire and finally bayonets. 
Then, when the redoubts had been 
taken had to crose rather more 
than half a mile of open ground 
and climb the stsep sides of itis, 
Bismarck and Moltke. As was 
subsequently shown the defenders 
had plenty of ammunition and heal- 
thy men—according to their own 
estimate their total casualties since 
tho beginning of the siege were no 
more than 1,000. A forlorn hope, 
which was all they had to fight on, 
has generally something of the 
heroic about it. In this case it had

ANOTHER OUTRAGE ON THE 
KAISER. 


The German Emperor is just now 
very much maligned person, par- 
ticularly by alleged humorous 
writers of British bationality With. 
‘out exceptio: seem to be 
taking an impish delight in pulling 
the Emperor's leg, as the saying is— 
a somewhat remarkable achieve- 
ment, it may be observed, in view 
of the contention by critics of 
anothor class that the Emperor 
“has't got a leg to stand on.” 
Be that as it may, it is high time 
these wags were suppressed, for— 
like the contemptible little army in 
France—their number may increase 
to an alarming extent, and they 
may finally succeed in the wretched 
task of inducing a whole nation to 
laugh at the Emperor. 

The latest specimen of this kind 
of work “Swollen-headed William” 
(Methuen & Co. 1/-) by Messrs. 
E. V. Lucas and Georg Morrow, is 
an adaptation from that well known 
German nursery classic, Shock- 
headed Peter. Its very cover is 
soiled with # sacrilegious picture of 
“the greatest ruler the world has 
eet enon’) (OP Saaibly it was 
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after having gazed upon it for a 
while, Mr. William Watson, the 
poet, sat down to write that com- 
plimentary poem to the hero of 
Louvain beginning with the line “At 
last we know you, War Lord.” For 
though the Emperor is first de- 
picted in the guise of a naughty 
boy, the imperial moustache and 
the still more imperial crown have 
been added, making identification 
as easy asthe breaking of a Treaty. 
But to have depicted his Majesty 
with a very large and perfectly glo- 
bular head is surely » wicked per- 
version of fact; though possibly the 
artist wishes the observer to regard 
it as symbolical of the Emperor's 
dream of becoming a modern Atlas, 
carrying the world on his shoulders. 


‘As to the kind of “poetiry”” acoom- 
panying the pictures, the artist has 
placed frowning and fiery Emperor 
on a pedestal—or is it a mausoleum 1 
—and the poet fires away with such 
cheerful contumely as the following: 


“Look at William! There he stands, 
‘With the blood upon his hands. 
‘His moustaches daunt the sky, 


Pointing to his great Ally. 
What of Heaven William thinks 

Is no riddle of the Sphinx, 

But a matter much more di 

Is what Heaven thinks of him.” 

‘This is poor stuff, but worse is to 
follow. It is a notable fact that 
while innumerable poets have, 90 to 
speak, “had a shot at’? the Emper- 
‘or, none of them seem to have found 
him an inspiring subject. No matter 
bow high and hopeful their aspira- 
tions, invariably they seem to fall 
into doggerel. The fault may be 
theirs, or it may reflect a defect 
inherent in the subject. It will be 
no surprise should some of them 
give the Emperor a rest, and try 
von i. 

Following the model mentioned 
above, the authors give us, among 
others, the dreadful story of William 
and the Matches, conveying « sim- 
ple lesson on the dangers of playing 
with fire. In defiance of Dame 








Europa, master Will “Tit a 
match—it was so nice. But the 
effect was dreadful :-— 

“So Will was burnt, with all his

FROM THE CHINESE 
PRESS. 


‘The Panama Exhibition. 

All the provincial delegates, re- 
presenting native products, works of 
art, and articles of antiquity for the 
Panama Exhibition, have arrived at 
this port. Mr. Chen Ohi, the Direo- 
tor, has completed his laborious 
work of classifying and numbering 
the articles; and preparations for 
the departure of delegates and the 
despatch of articles for exhibition 
have had his attention for 
some time. The first group, con- 
sisting of the delegates from Chibli, 
Shantung, and Chékiang, started 
on their journey for America by the 
P.M.S8. Manchuria the other day, 
while other delegates and the 
Director will follow carly next 
month. 


Japanese Cable to Shanghai. 

The Ministry of Communications 
has addressed an urgent despatch to 
the Ministry of Foreign Intercourse, 
informing the latter that the laying 
of a submarine cable by » Japanese 
cable-ship near the entrance of 
Woosung is in accordance with the 
Nagasaki—Shanghai Cable Agree- 
ment, which provides for the pro- 
longation of the cable from Naga- 
saki as far a Shanghai; and re- 
questing a definite reply as to 
whether or not the work of cable- 
laying should be temporarily stop- 
ped, now that the German Minister 
has lodged a protest, 
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Disturbing the Dead. 

The Generalissimo’s Office has 
received several reports from de- 
tectives, stating that the rebel 
party has been smuggling arms 
packed in coffins, and asking that an 
order to examine these coffins be 
insued to the authorities, and so on. 
The local officiale have reosived such 
orders from time to time. As the 
matter is of a very serious character, 
Mr. Hsii, Chief of Chinese Polio, 
has given much thought to the de- 
tecting of bogus coffins, After oon- 
sultations with Governor Oh'i of 
Nanking and Admiral Toeng of 
Shanghai, he has decided to enforce 
the following procedure upon all 
persons whether officials or commen 
people, who want to transport cof- 
fins from this port:—To find s 
reliable shop or hong to give a bood 
to be written at the Office of the 
Constabulary in exchange for s 
‘pass’ certificate, on which the 
fullest description regarding the 
body in the coffin must be given, 
that is, whether man or woms, 
surname and name, place of destiny 
tion, date of departure from port, 
and ‘other information if neceseary. 
Failing compliance with the abort, 
no coffin will be allowed to leas 
port. The form for the bond and 
the pass have been printed and 
issued to all police stations by the 
Chief of the Constabulary in Woo- 
sung and Shanghai. 

‘The Question of Settlement

With reference to the ares and 
terms in connexion with the above 
question, the Chinese Government 
has been in negotiation with the 
Diplomatic Corps for about two 
years. Various rumours have beet 
current in Shanghai from time to 
time, but they have given the public 
little truth, if any. Some time dor 
ing the summer of this year, the 
Special Envoy of the Foreig 
Ministry in Shanghai received 
communication from the Consular 
Body, submitting a draft agreemeat 
for his consideration, which roughly 
contains the following advantages 
apart from other stipulations uausl- 
ly embodied in an agreement of this

‘Beside the above concessions, and 
at the suggestion of the Chinese 
Government, a clause providing for 
the immediate extradition of all 
rebels from, and forbidding the 
harbouring of rebels in, the Settle- 
ment is also inserted. 

Judging by the resolutions passed 
by the Chapei residents, which were 
reptoduced by us on Thursday, the 
Chinese appear to be agitating 
‘against extension on any terms. A 
map of Chapei is being prepared, 
to be forwarded, together with their 
petition, to the authorities. 
Sino-Japanese Industrial Entente. 

‘A party of prominent Japanese 
representing industrial interests, 
who are making a tour through 
China to study her industry and 
commerce, have arrived at this port. 
Mr. Ariyoshi, their Consul-General, 
made an appointment for them with 
the Chinese General Chamber of 
Commerce for a meeting to take 
place between the Japancse visitors 
and Chinese merchants at 3 p.m. on 
Wednesday. The same evening , a 
dinner was given at the Japanese 
Club in Hongkew to which many of 
the gentry and merchants were 
invited. On Thursday evening, the 
Chinese played the part of host in 
holding a Ohinese feast of the 
usual sumptuous kind at the Hua- 
ching Restaurant in Kiukiang Road. 
After spending two very pleasant 
evenings together, excellent rela- 
tions were established between the 
business men of the two countries. 


Rebel Activity in the South, 

A Canton telegram reports that 
the rebels effected a rising at Lu- 
sung, & market town in the district 
of Shunteh, on the 10th instant; 
they subsequently attacked the rail- 
way station at Fatshan ag well 
as the barracks of the regular 
troops; they were surrounded by 
General Lung Tsi-kuang’s troops on 
the 11th and dispersed. 


Rebels Caught at Pootung. 

Rebel leaders are believed to 
have returned to Shanghai recently 
in large numbers, and, according to 
detective reporte, many of them are 
said to be living somewhere within 
the Settlement. However, several 
alleged rebels, named Hsia Hsiung- 
fei and others, were captured the 
other day at Pootung. They came 
here to plot a rising, and had an 
office established in Pootung. Their 
movements beoame known to an 
officer of the garrison stationed 
there, and a raid of the rebe! quar- 
ters was made by order of the 
superior authorities with the result 
that the rebels were arrested, and 
at the trial they confessed that 
they had been given commissions 
in the rebel army by Dr. Sun Yat- 
sen. Details of the trial were not 
disclosed for publication. Tele- 


graphic orders have been issued by 
Admiral Tseng to other places for 
the arrest of their confederates. 


Rebels at Sungming. 

On November 12, Admiral Tseng 
received a telegram from  Field- 
Marshal Feng, informing him that 
a report has been received of the 
presence of Chao Chun-shan, a 
member of the revolutionary party, 
at a place known as “Lion's 
Mound” in Sungming, with over a 
thousand followers all well-armed. 
In order to guard against any pos- 
sible rising, Admiral Tseng is ask- 
ed to send troops to arrest these 
men. The same morning, Deteo- 
tive Officor Yuan and sovera’ detec- 
tives of the Arsenal were ordered 
to proceed to Sungming and, with 
the assistance of the garrison force 
there, to trace and capture the 
rebels. An order was also issued, 
authorizing the light-draft gun- 
boat Anching at Minghong to pro- 
ceed there and act in oo-operation. 


More Northern Troops tor 
Shanghal. 


A telegram has reached Admiral 
‘séng from Brigade-General Wang 

ing reporting the departure of 
the 37th and 38th Brigades (one 
brigade consists of three yizgs of 
about 500 meneach) from the north 
by the Tientsin-Pukow Railway on 
the morning of the 13th for Shang- 
hai. The Chinese police have been 
instructed to meet the northern 
troops on arrival and rende. them 
all assistance required. This large 
reinforcement has doubtless been 
sent to Shanghai owing to the rum- 
ours of rebel designs which have 
been so diligently spread by the de- 
tectives recently, It has been, how- 
ever, ascertained that none of the 
rebel leaders have returned to 
Shanghai. 


A Notorious Murderer. 

Chen Hsi-kuei, alias Siao Ab-sze, 
who was concerned in the in 
which Chiu Mei-king was charged 
with hatching seditious _ plots 
against the Government at the Mix- 
ed Court some time ago, and who 
was subsequently handed over to 
the Arsenal authorities, was shot 
at 3 p.m. on November 15 on the 
execution ground of the West Fort 
of the Arsenal. A notice issued by 
Military Governor Tseng informs 
the public that Chen had commit- 
ted five hideous crimes, namely two 
murders, of Chin Gin-seng in an 
alleyway off Foochow Road in 1910, 
and Tao Huan-chang at St. Mary’s 
Hospital in the the French Conces- 
sion in 1911, two attempted murders 
by shooting at Tang Ah-erl and 
Hsu Chun-shan, both being detec- 
tive seconds, however, without fatal 
result, and one robbery with accom- 
plic-s upon a dwelling, house in 
Chékiang Road. 

In a letter written by him when in 
custody, he confessed to having com- 
mitted the murder of Chin and Tao. 














In accordance with Article 311 of 
the Criminal Code, he was punish- 
able by death for either of these 
two murders. Leaving the punish- 
ments for his lighter offences out of 
consideration in pursuance of Arti- 
cle 23 of the same Code, he was 
accordingly sentenced to be shot. 
Detectives and Rumours, 

By careful investigations, prose- 
cuted by deputies of Admiral Teeng 
and the Consuls, it has been found 
that the reports with reference to 
the presence of 1ebel leaders in the 
Settlements are without foundation. 
At the present time when nerves are 
already over-strung on account of 
the European war, both the Chinese 
and foreign authorities agree that 
it would be most desirable to calm 
public opinion and to suppress false, 
alarmist reports regarding the move- 
ments of rebela As to the principal 
leaders, such as Sun Yat-sen and 
Huang Hsing, the Diplomatic Corps 
have, at the request of the Waichiao- 
thorized the Consuls to co- 
in effecting their arrest. 
‘Thus, if any of the rebels are eeen 
within Chinese territory, they can 
be caught at once by the troops or 
police who will receive a reward. 
If they are found to be within for- 
eign settlements, the foreign police 
will also arrest them as promised. 
Detectives or common people, upon 
seeing any rebel, may detain or 
arrest him; but they must not fabri- 
cate stories which cause a great 
deal of trouble to both the author- 
itiea and the populace. 

The above is the substance of an 
order issued by Admiral Tseng 
on November 15 to the military and 
police detectives. 

A copy of the order has been tele- 
graphed to the Chengshitang and 
the Generalissimo’s Office with the 
suggestion that the same warning 
be issued to the provincial detec- 
tives through the Chiangchiins and 
Governors. 


Opium Suppression, 
Yang Cheng, Taoyin

of the opium habit in his 
jurisdiction. The Ministry adds 
that those provinces, which have al- 
ready suppressed opium successful- 
ly, have been ordered to maintain 
their vigilance, so as to facilitate 
future negotiations with a view to 
its entire extirpation. 

The Chinese Press also reports 
that as far as Shanghai is concern- 
ed, the International Settlement is 
still crowded with opium shops, 
although Sir Jordan, ths British 
Minister, has requested Sir E. 
Fraser, the Consul-General, to confer 
with the Municipal Council on this 
question. But owing to the Council’s 
contention that poppy cultivation 
has not disappeared entirely in the 
interior, that. the stock of opium 
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is so Jarge that it cannot be sold 
off in Jess than two years, and that 
Hicence fees are a large item of in- 
come, the opium dealers can con- 
tinue to flock to the Settlement for 
the drug to supply the interior. It 
js understood that the Governor of 
Riangou has persuaded the Wai- 
chiaopu to send deputies to sccom- 
pany « British official to make & 
tour of inspection through this pro- 
vince, and in case they find no 
more’ poppy being cultivated, the 
co-operation of the Municipal Coun- 
cil will be again requested.

It is, of couree, generally known 
that Mr. Kang Yu-wei, the famous 
Chinese reformer and scholar, 
was obliged to live abroad to avoid 
the jon of the Manchu 
Court or rather the late Dowager 
Empress Tsu Hei, after 1898. After 
the Republic of China had been’ 
fairly established for some time, 
he returned and was able to revi 
hie ancestral homestead in Canton. 
In spite of reiterated invitation in 
very earnest and sincere tones sent 
him by President Yuan Shih-kai, 
he resolutely refused to re-enter the 
political arena On private busi- 
ness, so it was said, he went to 
Japan again instead of proceeding 
to Peking, after having adjusted 
his home affairs, He is now in 
Shanghai, living at o foreign 
hotel, having quietly returned 
from the Island Empire. His lug-

COPPER IN JAPAN. 

The condition of the copper mar- 
ket in Japan is worse than ever, 
with no prospeots of relief. Tho 
“Mainichi reports the latest 
quotations for electro copper at 
Y29.50 per picul, and 98 per cent. 
quality at about Y28, but these quo- 
tations are only nominal, as there 
are no buyers. The leading mine- 
owners—Mitsu Bishi, Fujita, and 
Sumitomo—had been selling entire- 
ly for export, the home market 
being supplied by the smaller mine- 
owners. The suspension of exports, 
however, has forced the leading 
men on to the home market, which 
they have congested with enormous 
stocks, In the consequent slump 
the price has fallen so low that it 
does not cover cost of production. 
A proposal is therefore afoot 
among the mineowners to stop 
smelting until the congestion is re- 
lieved. At first, says the Osaka 
paper, the war did not seem to 
discourage the copper industry at 
all. It is true that in August the 
number of Larerern received by 
the Osaka District Mining Office 
for prospecting or working new 
mines fell off but there was a great 
increase in September. The increase 
was accounted for by the activity 
of speculators, who looked forward 
to large post-bellum demands for 
copper, but as things stand at pre- 
vent, even a restoration of peace 
would not bring much immediate 
relief to the industry. No great 
demand could arise for at least six 
months, and speculators have a 
difficult problem to face in paying 
wages and interest and holding out 
till the situation is relieved. Most

RUBBER. 


The Director of Agriculture for 
the Federated Malay States in sis 
report for 1913 says that the produc- 
tion of plantation rubber in 1913 was 
23,719 tons against 15,508 tons in 
1912. This is just over one-half the 
world’s supply, which has been 
computed at 47,000 tons for 1913. 
The total estate production of 
Malaya, however, is returned at 
28,214 tons, an increase of 9,266 tons 
over the previous year. The lar- 
gest increase outside the Federated 
Malay States comes from Malaccs, 
where the production was doubled 
during the year, and that Settle 
ment now follows Selangor aad 
Perak in production. 

Selangor exported 11,883 tons; 
Perak, 7,659 tons; Negri Sembilan 
3,995 tons and Pahang 162 tons. 

‘The area newly planted with rub- 
ber in 1913 was only 34,197 acres 98 
compared with 54,105 sores in ‘91? 
and 107,200 acres in 1911. The in 
crease is larger than might have 
been expected, however, in view of 
the fall in the price of rubber. 

‘The producing rubber acreage in 
the Federated Malay States is re 
turned at 164,300 acres, an inorease 
of about 28,000 acres over the pre 
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cding year. The average yield per 
acre works out at 2975 Ib. 

‘The fall in the price of rubber, 
although its rapidity was unfor- 
tunate, was not without its good ef- 
fects on the plantation industry. 
Estates throughout the country have 
overhauled their expenditure, and 
considerable economies have | been 
effected in all directions. 


COPPER. 

Messrs. Henry R. Merton & Co.'s 
monthly copper statistics show that 
in September European deliveries 
wore just 212 tons in excess of re- 
ceipts, so that the visible supply 
was reduced from 34,806 to 34,504 
tons.

HEAVY GERMAN LOSSES.

Official: The day of the 14th 
has been nearly quiet, the German 
attacks around Ypres being all re- 
pulsed. 

It is confirmed that in this re- 
gion the Germans have suffered en- 
ormous losses. One German bat- 
talion, which left for the front on 
the morning of the 13th with 1,000 
men, was reduced in the evening to 
120 men who were made prisoners. 
Many companies of the Prussian 
Guard and of the Bavarian Corps, 
which were on » war footing at the 
beginning of November, aro now 
only 50 or 100 strong.

A distinguished citizen of a neu- 
tral country who has an intimate 
kmowledge of Germany, quoted in 
“The Times,” says that German 
affairs must not be judged by 
the German Press. The better 
class of Germans are now realizing 
that Germany has been plunged in- 
to a tragic and pathetic adventure. 
No single objective published by 
the General Staff has been attained. 
Checkmated in every direction, 
Germany has little but an enormous 
death-roll as a reward for the viol- 
ent efforts made during the first 
hundred days of the war. He adds 
that the hatred for England in Ger- 
many is caused by the realization of 
the inevitable.

THE EMDEN AND CCCOS 
ISLANDS. 

During the past few days several 
circumstantial reports have been 
ciroulsted describing the conditions 
in which ghe German cruiser Emden 
was sunk by H. M. Australian 
cruiser Sydney, but these seem to 
have been based chiefly upon sup- 
position. 

The story as circulated is to the 
effect that the Emden was seen 
approaching the Eastern Extension 
Cable Station at Cocos Island, and 
the wireless station there, which is 
used for the purpose, merely, of 
picking up messages from passing 
ships and having them deepatched 
by cable, immediately vent out in- 
formation to British oruisers which 
were known to be within the area 
which wireless messages could cover. 
The Emden was said then to have 
entered the lagoon in front of the 
cable station and to have landed a 
party of sailors, who destroyed the 
cable and wireless stations and 
their instramente. On the Emden 
leaving the lagoon, she was swept 
by a broadside from the Bydney— 
which, having picked up the wire- 
less message, had taken up a point 
of vantage outside the harbour— 
and had her funnels and masts car- 
ried away, while a second broadside 
wrecked the German omuiser’ 
steering gear, causing her to drift] oo 
helplessly aground. 

As a matter of fact, no details 
have come to hand through Reuter 
service, other than those already 
published, and the only other in- 
formation was that received by the 
Eastern Extension, Australasia and 
China Telegraph Co., Ld, in a 
brief telegram to the effect that the 
Emden had landed a party at Cocos 
Island, wrecked the instrumente, 
cut the cable connecting with Perth 
(Australia), and after an action 
with H.M.8. Sydney, had grounded 
on North Keeling (some fifteen 
miles away from the cable station). 

That the whole of the telegraphic 
installation and instruments at Cocos 
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Island were not entirely destroyed 
is proved by the receipt of the 
message to the Shanghai offce of 
the Cable Company ‘above referred 
to, and even if the station had been 
entirely destroyed there are at 
least three alternative routes for 
communicating by cable between 
Australia and the Continents, 

From the bare details received, 
it seems that after her to 
destroy the cable station, the 
had » running fight with the Sydney 
over a course of about fifteen miles, 
before running aground at North 
Keeling.

SUCCESSFUL OFFENSIVE OF 
THE ALLIES. 


Through Reuter's Agency. 
Paris, Nov. 16. 

The communiqué issued this 
afternoon states that along the 
Yeer Canal to above Dixmude there 
was nothing but a simple cannonade 
yesterday. There have been fur- 
ther floodings, and the country sub- 
merged now extends from south of 
Dixmude to within five kilometres 
of Bixschoote. The enemy’s troops 
endeavoured to oross the canal be- 
tween Dixmude Canal and East 
Bixschoote; they have been ‘wurled 
back beyond the bridges. A Ger- 
man regiment was annihilated south 
of Bixschoote. 

Two German attacks southward 
of Ypres were repulsed.

There have been uneventful 
cannonades along the Aisne and in 
Champagne.

There 
is little activity in the Vosges 

A telegram, published by courtesy 
of the French Consul-General,

The line of battle in the Argonne 
bas sustained no appreciable change 
during the last two months and 
the losses of the Germans are much 
heavier than ours. The French 
line around Verdun has been pushed 
from five to ten kilometres forward 
from the front occupied on October 
10.

The official communtqué issued 
this afternoon states that in the 
Nieuport, Dixmuds and Ypres dis- 
tricts the bombardment has been 
resumed more violently than during 
the past few days.

There has been no infantry action 
in the Argonne. We mined « nan- 
ber of German trenches on the 
heights of the Meuse and advanced 
at several pointe to the south of 
Verdun. 

We seized the first houses of the 
village of Chouvonoourt and the 
barracks of St. Mihiel. The garrison 
of the village constituted the sole 
point d’appui still eld by the enemy 
on the left bank of the Meuse. 

Nothing worthy of report: has oo- 
curred on the rest of the front. 


MARKED PROGRESS ALONG 
THE LINE. 
Paris, Nov. 18 
The communiqué issued at cloven 
o'clock yooterday evening stated 
that the enemy, east and south of 
Ypres, renewed their attacks, but 
have not changed the situation.

UNTRUE STATEMENTS, 
London, Nov. 16.

In this 
region the trenches are sometimes 
only fifty metres apart and if the 
French have retired 150 metres in 
some parts they have advanced pro- 
portionately in others. Thie story 
is in the same category ss that of 
German successes round Verdun, 
which has never even been bom- 
barded. 


BRAVERY OF GERMAN 
INFANTRY. 
London, Nov. 16 
Official:—The Press Bureau ey® 
witness at the British Headquarters, 
who is watching the operations it 
Belgium, describes the fighting fol- 
lowing on e violent attack on the 
British lines at the end of October. 
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Ho saye: “The Germans threw 
forward infantry, after a heavy can- 
nonade, who, though often quite 
young levies, do not hesitate to 
face the perfectly trained British 
troops and advance with reckless 
bravery.

GERMAN RETREAT FROM 
POLAND. 


EFFECTIVE OBSTRUCTION OF 
RUSSIAN ADVANCE. 


Through Renter's Agency. 
Peking, Nov. 17. 

The following official telegram 
from Petrograd, dated November 
16, has been handed to Reuter’s 
Agency by the Russian Legation :— 

After the last engagements in the 
vicinity of Warsaw and Ivangorod, 
where we secured victorit the 
enemy began to retrest towards the 
German frontier, destroying * most 
thoroughly all railways and 
macadamized roads. Along the 
railway the enemy blew up 
or burnt down the railway 
stations and other _ buildings 
and completely destroyed all the 
water towers, pumps and switch- 
es of which scarcely a vestige is 
left: rails were blown up and to- 
tally ruined and in several whole 
distriote the railways are only to 
be repaired by laying new rails 
everywhere. 

Bridges, waterpipes and viaducts 
without exception, even those of the 
smallest —_dimensior were 80 
thoroughly blown up that it is im- 
possible to repair them, consequent- 
ly they had to be replaced by new 
‘ones. The bridges along the maca- 
damized roads were destroyed in 
the same thorough manner, while 











the roads themselves were dug up 





and wires cut. 

In view of these circumstances the 
pureuit of the enemy was greatly 
hampered, and to the wesb of the 
Vistula he succeeded in gradually 
eluding our attacks in his retreat 
towards his own territory. Having 
accomplished this, the Germans pro- 
fited by their wonderfully developed 
network of railways and began to 
transport troops to the north with 





a. view to concentrating their forces | 


againet our right wing. This com- 
centration was screened by a large 
force of cavalry, partly transported 





from the west and partly from 
Austria, 

“A few days ago a German advance 
was observed in the region between 
the Vistula and Warthe. This 
advance resulted in the engagements 
which are now developing on th2 
Plock-Lenceyca-Uneioff front, while 
in the East Prussia region between 
Stalluponnen and Posesern (1 
Prostken) the enemy attempted to 
advance at several points in small 
parties, but being unsuccessful, 
retired. 

Heavy fighting is proceeding in 
the Soldau and Neidenburg region. 

Our advance towards Cracow and 
along the Galician front continues, 
Austrian attempts to check our 
advance ending in failure. During 
the fighting south of Lysko on the 
13th we captured ten officars and 
1,000 men.

FLIGHT OF PEOPLE FROM

The Turks are ii 
activity:in the Valley of Oltych, Our 
cavalry has dispersed the Kurde, of 
whom four regiments ht been 
concentrated at Dayar, whi'e the 
‘Turkish troops and masses of Kurds 
suffered a complete defeat on the 
roads from KarakalisaShaket to 
Dutakhu, beyond Klychgasduk Pass 
and at Hamur. Our vanguards 
drove the Turks out of the village of 
Chabanaga-Kaliasi, to the south of 
ths Pass of Tapariz, on the road to 
Bajazidvan. No changes have 00 
curred at Azerbaijan. The Turkish 
attempt to advance along the roads 
of the Black Sea coast has ended 
in complete failure. Our ships fired 

on the Turkish flank and rear. 


THE OPERATIONS OF BRITISH 
TROOPS. 


London, Nov. 16. 

Official:—The India Office an- 
nounces that, since the outbreak of 
war with Turkey, a brigade from 
India, which was in the Persian 
Gulf for the protection of British 
interests, has been: engaged in oper. 
ations against the Turke at the head 
of the gulf onthe right bank of the 
Shattel Arab. The Turkish fort was 
silenced by the fire from the ships 
accompanying the expedition and 
the town was occupied by 
troops. On the ined the Turks: sade 
determined attacks on our outposts, 
but were held in check by the 17th 
Mabrattas and finally routed by the 
20th Infantry. Our casualties were 
few, those of the enemy amounted 
to at least eighty. 

On the 14th further troops arrived 
from India under the command of 
General Barrett. On the 15th the 
latter, hearing that » strong force 
of the enemy with mountain artillery 
were occupying a post about four 
miles distant, sent General Delamain 
with three battalions and two 
mountain batteries. This attack wae 
successfully accomplished. The 
enemy’s entrenched camp was 
captured and his losses were very 
heavy.

GREAT BRITAIN’S WAR 
EXPENSES. 


FIVE HUNDRED AND 
THIRTY-FIVE MILLIONS. 





Through Renter's Agency. 
London, Nov. 17. 

In the House of Commons to-day 
Mr, Lloyd George, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, made a statement on the 
financial position. He said that 
he was making proposals not merely 
to meet the increased expenditure 
to March 31, but also the deficiency 
in revenue. The total sum for which 






































provision had to be made was 
£535,000,000 ordinary and war ex- 
iture. 


The additional money which had 
to be found was £339,571,0000. A 
full year of war would cost at least 
£450,000,000. He proposed that the 
income-tax should b> doubled but 
that, this year, it should only be 
collected in respect to one-third of 
income. Mr. Lloyd George then 
announced an extra duty of three- 
Pence per pound on tea and a half- 
penny on a half-pint of beer. 

The Chancellor said that it was 
necessary to borrow £230,321,000 to 
carry us to the end of the present 
financial year, and it was also desir- 
able to have soms surplus. Hence 
he proposed to issue a loan of 
£350,000,000 bearing interest at the 
rate of 3} per cent. The issue price 
would be 95 and the bonds would be 
redeemable at par on March 31, 
1988, 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
stated that £100,000,000 had already 
been offered to the Government. 

The tea duty would produce 
£950,000 this year and £3,200,000 
next; the beer duty £2,000,000 this 
year and £17,000,000 next. New 
taxation this year would realize 
£15,500,000 and the suspension of 
the Sinking Fund £2,750,000. 


INTERESTING COMPARISON. 


Mr. Lloyd George declared that 
the annual income of the country at 
the present time totalled £2,300,000,- 
000 whereas during the time of the 
Napoleonic War it waa £250,000,000. 
[f we rose to the heroic level of our 
ancestors we should now be raising 
almost £700,000,000 a year. The 
war might be long or short, but we 
were fighting an enemy who would 
submit on no terms we could accept 
(cheers) or on no terms we could 
prudently accept without a smash- 
ing defeat. A wise Chancellor must 
estimate on the longer period. 

The Chancellor dwelt on the 
advantages British manufacturers 
would enjoy in neutral markets 
during the war, but emphasized that 
@ serious position would arise at 
the end of that period and, conse- 
quently, the nation must raise as 
much money as possible during the 
ood period. It was a time of 

‘fice. People who could not 
give their lives were anxious to 
assist, am@hhe did not believe that 
any would gfadge a fair share of 
his possessions. 


THE INCREASED TAXATION. 
Russia, continued the Chancellor, 
was taxing heavily in that\wonder- 
ful spirit of abnegation which was 
the marvel of the whole word. We 
should strengthen our credit. by 
following our best financial tiadi- 
tions and levying fresh taxation. 
The Government would make pré- 
posals for raising substantial sums 
by taxation. It was a case where 
all classes of the community should 
contribute. The duty on beer was 
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to fall’ upon the consuming public, 
and not on the trade. Certain con- 
cessions would be made to retailers 
and brewers in view of the cartail- 
ment of hours and the licence duty 
would be proportionately abated. 

‘The only chance of getting at the 
elusive teetotallers was by taxing 
tea. We drank more tea than any 
people anywhere except Australis, 
and it seemed to have an excellent 
effect upon our fighting qualities 
There had recently been a rise in 
the price of tea, but prices had beea 
coming down. He regretted taxing 
tea, and if he could find any other 
way of levying a contribution upon 
every class of the community be 
would not propose this tax. 


THE WAR LOAN. 

Mr. Lioyd George stated that the 
issue of ths war loan would take 
the form of an inscribed stock or 
bearer bonds. The yield of the 
Joan to an investor, allowing for 
redemption, would be exactly four 
ver cent. per annum. The Bank of 
England had patriotically under- 
taken to give most important facilit- 
ies in connexion with the new loan. 
The Bank, for the next three years, 
would b> prepared to make advances 
against deposit of the war stock 
taken at issue price, without col- 
lateral security, and at one per 
cent. below the market rate of in- 
tersst. He appealed for support 
for the loan, which was a loan to 
help this country to fight this battle 
for her existence. Victory meant 
value and defeat meant deprecia- 
tion. It was an excellent invest 
ment because the credit of Great 
Britain was still the best in the 
world, 

The Chancellor was loudly cheer- 
ed on resuming his seat. 

All the necessary resolutions were

THE RUSSIAN ADVANCE. 


“ Ontenlatincher Leva.” 
Berlin, Nov. 17. 

The Foreign Office publiches the 
following reports: 

Headquarters, Nov. 15. 

The fighting on the right wing 
was hampered by unfavourable 
weather. Little progress has been 
made though some hundred French 
and English were made prisoners 
and two machine guns were cap- 
tured. 

We have blown up the stormed 
strong French positions in the 
Argonne. The report that the 
French have brought disorder into 
the German detachment near Coin- 
court south of Marsal is » pure in- 
vention. The French here have 
haa- considerable losses, while ¥® 
have not lost a man. 
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On the east Russian frontier and 
in Russian Poland fighting is con- 
tinued, but no decision bas been 
reached. 

Nov. 16. 

Both parties showed little acti- 
vity in the western theatre of war 
yesterday on account of the storm 
and snowfall. Our advance in 
Flanders is slowly progressing. 

Wo have gained some more im- 
portant successes in the Argonne 

forest, 

In the eastern theatre of war 
fighting continues. 

Wo have defeated the enemy in 
East Russia, south of Stallu- 
ponnen. 

Our troops, operating from West 
Prussia have successfully repulsed 
advancing Russian forces near 
Soldau. 

‘A strong Russian corps which 
advanced has been defeated in a 
battle on the right bank of the 
Vistula near Lipno and has been 
driven back to Plock. Five thou- 
sand prisoners were made here up 
till yesterday, and ten machine guns 
were taken. 

In the fighting near Vloclavek 
during the last few days, which 
proved a continuation of successes, 
a, decision is now arrived at. 
Several Russian army corps have 
been repulsed beyond Kutno, As 
far as ascertained they have lost 
%3,000 prisoners and at least seven- 
ty machine guns. The number of 
the guns taken has not yeb been 
ascertained. 

GENTLY BREAKING THE 

NEWS. 


The 
reports: 

Whether the latest German 
victories in the East have stopped 
the Russian advance cannot yet be 
foretold. But undoubtedly they 
have resulted in giving the Ger- 
mans an excellent strategic por 
tion and at the same time in in- 
creasing the difficulties of the situa- 
tion of the enemy. The Russians 
near Soldau were driven over 
Lipno to Plock and the army de- 
feated by Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg at Vioclavek has been 
forced southward over Kutno in- 
stead of back upon the line of their 
advance. The Vistula is now be- 
tween two Russian forces and will 
probably prove to be a great bar- 
rier in case of further defeats. 
‘The victory must not be over- 
estimated until it is known whe 
ther it bas brought the Russians to 
retreat or even to a standstill 
‘The losses of the Russians, includ- 
ing the prisoners, will doubtlessly 
exceed a whole army corps. But 
it must not be forgotten, that 
the Russians are operating in great 
force.

A report from Vienna says that 
actions have taken place at different 
points along the front in Galicia. 
That appears to show that the allied 
armies have now made their dis- 
Positions and are ready again to 
assume the offensive. 

General Potiorek, commanding the 
Austrians in Servia, has declared 
in an address to his troops that 
1,000 prisoners have been taken in 
the last nine days. 

Vienna reports that Valjevo and 
Obrenovac have been taken, where- 
by another obstacle to march on 
Belgrade bas been removed. 

It is reported from Constantino- 
ple that by the Turkish attacks on 
the English at Fao, at the mouth 
of the Shatt-el-Arab, 1,000 English 
have fallen. 


THE GERMAN SsCHOOL. 

King Ludwig of Bavaria, ad- 
dressing the troops, emphasized the 
possibility of a prolongation of the 
war. Germany had decided not 
to make peace before she had ob- 
tained a definite victory. Only 
the German school training had 
rendered possible the German suc- 
cesses until now. 

The French provincial papers 
cautiously hint that France wishes 
to see the end of the war ap- 
Proaching. 

The feeling of the Belgians 
against England is inoreasing. The 
Belgians accuse England of having 
exposed their country to the rava- 
ges of war and inundations from 
selfish motives, viz., to protect the 
coast of the Channel. 

The occupation of Belgrade by 
the Austrians seems to be imminent. 
The Austrians have captured in 
northern Servia a large number of 
locomotives and rolling stock. The 
Servians are now concentrating 
three divisions south of Belgrade 
and are building fortified positions 
for the imminent struggle. The 
Austrians have taken the 
Servians in the last fights forty- 
two gune and thirty-one machine 


guna. 

The Austrians have defeated the 
Montenegrins near Grabovice in a 
three days’ battle. 

The Turks have defeated the 
Russians in Lasistan in Trans- 
Caucasia. They have occupied 
Kotur, which town was formerly 
Turkish but had been taken a few 
years ago by the Russians, who 
asserted that it belonged to North 
Persia, The Russian garrison has 
been chased from the town. 


A SLANDER ON A GALLANT 
ARMY. 











The Belgian army has lost during 
the last few weeks 18,000 soldiers 
out of whom 4,000 have been 
captured by the Germans. The 
Belgian army amounts at present 
to 25,000 men, who are demoralized 
by numerous mutinies.

Dr. Larson, a Swedish socialist, 
writing in the paper ‘Tiden,” 
proves by using British and Rus- 
sian diplomatic documents, that the 
Triple Entente has enforced the 
war, 

MESSAGES FROM PEKING. 

Peking, Nov. 18. 

A Presidential mandate deals 
with the bomb outrages at Canton 
and orders to offer relief to the 
relations of the fifty victims. The 
guilty parties will be executed a0 
soon as they are arrested. 

Tho “Peking Jihpao” states that 
the Chinese Government will tem- 
porarily establish a diplomatic 
bureau at Tsinanfu, which will have 
to settle all future affairs arising in 
connexion with the fall of Tsingtao, 
Similar proceedings were taken 
after the fall of Port Arthur. 

President Yuan Shih-kai hae 
spent $5,000 for the reconstruction 
of the Confucius temple at Peking 
and has instructed the Minister of 
Finanoe to find the balance. 

The Chinese press is aware of 
a decided aggressive Japanese 
policy against China since the 
return of Mr. Hioki, Japancee 
Minister to Peking.

OPENING OF PARLIAMENT. 


KING GEORGE’S SPEECH. 


Through Reuter’s Agency. 
London, Nov. 11. 

His Majesty the King opened 
Parliament in person with diminish- 
ed ceremonial, Dominion and In- 
dian troops lined the route from 
Buckingham Palace to the Houses 
of Parliament, His Majesty said:— 

“The energies and sympathies of 
my subjects in every part of the 
Empire are concentrated on 
prosecution of the war to a victor- 
ious issue. 

“The area of war has now been 
enlarge by the participation of the 
Ottoman Empire. In conjunction 
with the Allies, and despite re- 
peated provocations, I strove to 
maintain friendly neutrality, but 
bad counsels and alien influences 
have driven Turkey to a policy 
of wanton aggression and now 


war exists between us. My 
Mussulman subjects know well 
that the rupture with Turkey 


has been forced upon me against 
my will, I recognize, with appre- 
cintion and gratitude, the proofs 
they have hastened to give of their 
loyalty, devotion and support. 

My Army and Navy continue to 
maintain in full measure their 
glorious traditions, We watch and 
follow their steadfastness and 
valour with thankfulness and 
pride. 

“There is throughout tho Em- 
pire a fixed determination to  se- 
cure, at whatever sacrifice, the 
triumph of our arms and the vin- 
dication of our cause, 

“Due financial provision will be 
asked for the effective conduct of 
the war, and wil} be the only mea- 
sures submitted before the attain- 
ment. of the great purpose on which 
the efforts of the Empire are set.” 

In the House of Commons the 
speeches on the Address were note- 
worthy for their non-party spirit. 
‘Mr. Bonar Law, Leader of — the 
Opposition, emphasized that there 
would be no amendments and only 
a non-partisan discussion. He oon- 
sidered the position good and the 
resources of the Allies to be fer 
greater than those of our enemi 
already the economic ~ffect was 
being felt in Germany. 

‘Mr. Asquith, the Premier, ex- 
pressed his warm appreciation of 
the tone sdopted by Mr. Bonar Law 
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and the Empire’s world-wide sym- 
pathy. The war might last long, 
but the longer it lasted the more 
the great resources of the Empire 
would be available. The Empire 
was on its trial and we could con- 
fidently hope to emerge as the 
champions of a just cause.

‘Tho Press Bureau adds that Field 
Marshal Earl Roberts, who was on 
a brief visit to France to greet the 
Indian troops, of which he was 
Colonel-in-Ohief, contracted a chill 
on Thursday last and succumbed to

Colonel of the Dominion Active 
Service Contingente and of the 
National Reserve, was born at 
Cawnpore, India, on September 30, 
1832. He was the son of General 
Sir Abraham Roberts. Lady 
Aileen Mary Roberts, his elder 
daughter, was by special remainder, 
created his heiress. 

Lord Roberts was educated at 
Eton, Sandhurst and Addiscombe, 
and obtained a commission in the 
Bengal Artillery on Deoember 12, 
1851. In the following year he was 
posted to a field battery at Pesha- 
war where he acted as aide-de- 
camp to his father who commanded 
the Peshawar division. In 1856 he 
was appointed to the Quarter- 
master-General’s department of the 
Staff, in which he remained for 
twenty-two years, passing from one 
grade to another until he became 
Quartermaster-General in India 

‘The Mutiny. 

On the outbreak of the Mutiny 
in 1857, Roberts was appointed to 
the column operating against the 
mutineer: the Punjab, but in 
June he joined the Delhi Field 
Force and was D.A.@.M.G, with the 
artillery during the operations 
against Delhi. He was wounded on 
July 14, but in September took 
command of the left half of a siege 
battery during the siega He re- 
joined the headquarters staff for 
the assault and took part in the 
storm and subsequent seven days’ 
fighting in the city. Roberts went 
from Delhi to Cawnpore and fought 
in five actions, and then served 
under Sir Colin Campbell at the 
second relief of Lucknow in Novem- 
ber, at the battle of Cawnpore on 
December 6, and the subsequent 
pursuit and defeat of the Gwalior 
Contingent. He distinguished him- 
self at Khudaganj by capturing, in 
single handed combat a standard 
from two sepoys and also by cutting 
down a sepoy about to kill a sowar. 
For these acts of gallantry he was 











recommended for the Victoria 
Cross. 
In March Roberts was at the 


siege and capture of Lucknow and 
the action of Kursi, after which he 
was sent home on sick leave. Seven 
times he was mentioned in de- 
spatehes during the Mutiny and the 
Victoria Cross accompanied his 
medal wtih three clasps Capt. 
Roberts returned to India and in 
1863 he took part in the Umbeyla 
Campaign amongst the mountains 
to the north of Peshawar and was 
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present at the storm of Lala, the 
capture of Umneyla and the’ de- 
struction of Mulka. 


Abyssinia and Kabul, 

In 1867 he was appointed As 
sistant Quartermaster-General to 
Sir Donald Stewart's Bengal Bri- 
gade for Abyssinia. Ho was senior 
base officer at Zula, Annesley Bay, 
Red Sea, the base of the expedition 
during the four months’ campaign. 
He won the praise of Sir Robert 
Napier for the manner in which he 
managed the embarkation and dir 
embarkation of the troops, and 
received a brevet-colonelcy. Re 
turning to India the following year 
he was appointed First Assistant 
Quartermaster-General. 

In the autumn of 1871 he made 
the arrangements for the expedition 
into Lushai, fitted out two columns 
under Brigadiers-General Bourchier 
and Brownlow, and himself ac 
companied the first. For his oe- 
vices he was created a on. In 
1875 he wae promoted Quarter- 
master-General and Colone! in 
Bengal. In 1878 he was appointed 
to the command of the _ Frontier 
Field Force at Abbottabad, in 
‘Hazara, and later took command of 
the Kuram Field Force with the 
rank of Major-General. On reotiv- 
ing the news of the murder of 
Major Cavagnari, the British envoy 
to the new Amir of Afghanistan, 
Roberts hurried from Simla to 
Kuram and took command of the 
Kabul Field Force. He was suc 
cessful in penetrating to Kabul; 
Yakub Khan abdicated and was 


‘The March to Kandahar, 

During the next year there was 
much fighting in Afghanistan and 
when Major-General Roberts was 
preparing to withdraw his foros 
to India, in July of 1880, ern 6. 
rived that a British brigade had 
been defeated at Maiwand and that 
Major-Gen, Primrose was besieged 
in Kandahar. — With 10,000 troops 
Roberts started his famous march 
and covered 313 miles in twenty: 
two days. The next day he fought 
the battle of Kandahar and gained 
8 complete victory. He was oreat- 
eda baronet, thanked by both 
Houses of Parliament, the Govern- 
ment of India and in addition was 
given command of the Madras army. 

After the disaster of Majubs Hill, 
in 1881, he was appointed Governor 
of Natal and Commander-in-Chief 
in South Africa When he arrived 
at Cape Town peace had been made 
with the Boers. Roberts wat 
offered the post of Quarter-master- 
General in succession to Sir Garnet 
Wolseley, but he declined it snd 
went out to Madras, 

In July 1885 he succeeded Sir 
Donald Stewart as Commander-in- 
Chief in India and during his term 
of office greatly assisted the de 
velopment of frontier communica 
tions and defence. In January 
1892 he was raised to the peerage 
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and the following year left India, 
being created Field-Marshal in 
1895. He succeeded Lord Wolseley 
in the Irish command. 


‘The South-African War, 

After the disastrous actions in 
the Boor war at Magersfontein, 
Stormberg and Oolenso, Lord Ro- 
berts took command. He advanced 
‘on Bloemfontein and soon changed 
the aspect of affairs. The sieges of 
Kimberley and Ladysmith were 
raised, and the Boer General 
Gronje, flying towards the capital, 
was overtaken at Paardeberg and 
compelled to surrender on the anni- 
versary of Majuba Day, 1900. From 
Bloemfontein, Lord Roberts advano- 
ed on Pretoria and after the entry 
into that town he handed over com- 
mand to Lord Kitcbener and re- 
turned home, as Commander-in- 
Chief of the army in succession to 
Lord Wolseley. His elevation to an 
earldom was announced shortly 
afterwards and it was to him that 
Queen Victoria gave tho last 
audience before her death, Lord 
Roberts received thanks of 
both Houses of Parliament. He 
resigned his post of Commande 
Chief in 1904 and with his resign 
tion the office of Commander-in: 
Chief was abolished. 


‘The Idol of the Nation. 

Earl Roberts was no less the 
idol of the British public than of 
the army. At times the British 
public speaks with no uncertain 
voice and from the very opening of 
the South African War there was a 
demand by “the man in the street’’ 
for “Bobs” to take command. When 
Lord Roberts went to the front and 
initiated the great sweeping move- 
ment which was to end wit the 
formal entry of the British army 
into Pretoria, which marked the 
breaking of the concerted opposi- 
tion of the Boers, the British 
working man said “What did I tell 
you?” This much to show how 
great was the confidence of the 
nation in the veteran Field- 
Marshal. Lord Roberts recently 
remarked, with some emotion, that 
he was too old to go to the front 
But there is no doubt that his ser- 
vices have been placed at the dis- 
posal of the nation, and the fre- 
quent audiences granted him by 
the King and his attendance at 
offices of Cabinet Ministers show 
that to the end he worked his 
hardest in the interests of the na- 
tions for whom he has done so 
much. In recent years Lord Ro- 
berts has done utmost to stir 
up the country to national service; 
he has encouraged the formation of 
rifle clube of all descriptions and 
only recently threw out the teunt 
to young men that, if they were 
not careful, the young women 
would be shouldering rifles and 
acting as their substitutes in the 
firing line. Men of the calibre of 
Roberts of Kandahar are mainstays 














to the Empire, and, although 
Lord Roberts was not actually 
serving his country at the front, he 
can ill be spared. Nevertheless 
Britons of all classes and creeds are 
thankful that he lived 90 long 
and, remembering his splendid ex- 
ample, will take heart and strive to 
emulate one who never shrank from 
any sacrifice, even when his 

son died on the battlefield at 
Colenso immediately after he had 
earned the coveted Victoria Cross.

nature intolerable in a neutral 
country.

‘Taw Berlin correspondent of the 
“Neu Rotterdam Courant” writes 
that the most gloomy sights to be 
seen in these days are the death 
notices in the dignified “Kreuz Zei- 
tung.” The families of officers thus 
make known the blows that have 
fallen on them. In the last fer 
days, says the correspondent, this 
aristocratio German newspaper has 
published fifty announcements of 
the deaths of officers every evening. 
Powerful families have been prac- 
tically extinguished. 

Tar Osaka Chamber of Commerce 
has received notice from the Com- 
mercial Bureau in the Foreign 
Office, stating that Tsingtao has 
been placed under the jurisdiction 
of the Minister of War, and all ap- 
plications for the protection of 
cargo on German’ or Austrian 
steamers lying at Tsingtao should 
be made to the Minister of 
War. Hitherto such applications 
received by the Minister for For- 
eign Affairs have been transferred 
to the War Office. 

“We Mussulmans of Russia un- 
ite with all our hearts in the de- 
claration made by the Aga Khan, 
in the name of our Indian brothers 
in faith. The Mussulmans of In- 
dia thereby declared that they stand 
with England in this war, To 
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England and tq the whole world we 
say the same.” In these words, the 
head of the faithful of Islam of all 
the Russias, Akhun Bajazet, ans- 
wered the question whethe- he 
would take the same stand as the 
leader of his faith in India. 

A Franxront paper relates how 
an application for a patent for a 
German invention, the trade mark 
of which consisted of a figure 
presenting “John Bull” with the 
head of a bull-dog, has been refused 
by the Berlin Patent Office on the 
ground that the bull-dog is an 
animal whose qualities of tenacity 
and boldness are frequently aa- 
sociated with the national chai 
ter of the English and “its 
torial representation at the preseat 
time is greatly to be deprecated." 

Tae Germans recently ordeved a 
levy of £300,000 on Brussels on ac- 
count of the sale of Dutch papi 
in the city, eays a New York tele- 
gram of November 12. The mani- 
cipal officials protested that the 
hawkers did not know that news- 














papers were contraband of war. 
The German authorities, however, 
would not entertain the protest, 


and declared that if the levy was 
not forthooming before th> 10th in- 
stant the municipal administration 
would be taken out of the hands of 
the Belgians. 


Commenxtine on the German Em 
peror’s phrase, treating the British 
Army as “contemptible,” the “Petit 
Parisien” says:—“This army is 
worthy to be ranked among the 
finest which have ever appeared on 
a battlefield. All the men com- 
posing it are incomparably trained 
by sporting exercises, and their 
endurance is wonderful. It is 
truly unfortunate for the enemy 
that the German troops are not 
like the ‘miserable expeditionary 
corps’ of which the German Em- 
peror spoke.” 


Wira the experience of the Boer 
war behind them the British troops 
are far better than the enemy in 
taking advantage of every scrap of 
cover for fighting in open forma- 
tion, says an English newspaper 
correspondent. As a result of this 
they have been able to capture posi- 
tions which seemed secure to the 
enemy, and with dogged persistence 
and fine pluck the men on several 
occasions have taken possession of 
trenches which, according to all the 
rules of war, were impregnable to 
infantry assault. 

‘A Dutcnman who has reeently re- 
turned from Berlin says that one of 
the many German illusions in this 
war concerns the equipment of the 
Russian soldier. The Russian Army 
has been represented in Germany 
as an unwashed horde of tatterde- 
malions. “In point of tact German 
friends of mine who have come into 
direct contact with Russian prison- 
ers tell me that their equipment is 
in all respecte fully up to that of 
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the best European troops in the 
field. The Russian soldiers have 
been found to have brand new uni- 
forms, serviceable boots, and even 
waterproof sleeping-bags of the 
most approved pattern.” 

Tue Duke of Westminster, 
cording to @ story printed in “La 
Goulois” of Pari: once again 
hailed a2 a hero. .This time, it is 
stated, the Duke, who had previous- 
ly saved the life of his friend Cap- 
tain Grenfel, in action, was carry- 
ing military despatohee near Lille 
to Sir John French when he was 
attacked by Ublans.

Now that German is being ousted 
from the curriculum of some British’ 
secondary schools, possibly Italian 
may be inserted in its place. Such 
an alteration would have been 
cordially welcomed by G'adstone. 
“A favourite topic with Mr. 
Gladstone,” writes the present 
Headmaster of Eton, “ was the pre- 
ference in English education of 
German to Italian. He used to 
deplore it, saying that when he 
read Dante he felt that he was in 
the hands of master, but that the 
Germans had produced no first-rate 
literature. Sometimes his _inter- 
locutor-would object that Goethe 
was a first-rate writer. The re 
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joinder was, ‘ Cortainly not, Goethe 
created a world without any 
conception of duty.’” 

Baron Kurt von Fersen, one of 
the richest landlords in the Baltic 
provinces and a member of the well- 
known family of Fersen in Rusia, 
members of which hold high posi 
tions in the Foreign Office and the 
Navy, has been sentenced by the 
Court at Revel’ to one year’s im- 
prisonment for direoting the coo- 
cealment of horses owned by Ge- 
mans in these provinces in order to 
prevent their falling into the hands 
of the Russian agents.

Theso senten- 
oes carry with them deprivation of 
the rights of the accused as mem- 
bers of the nobility.

All Germans and Austrians in 
Great Britain who have been in a 
hurry to change their names to 
British have had to revert to their 
discarded uames. A new Order in 
Council published in a supplement 
to the “London Gazette” says :— 

An alien enemy shall not, after 
October 12, 1914, for any purpose as- 





‘ase, or continue the assumption or use, 
of any name other than that by which 
he was ordinarily known at the date of 
the commencement of the war. 

It is further provided that an alien 
enemy will be committing a breach 
of this Order if he carries on, or is} 
a member of a partnership or firm 
which carries on, any trade or 
business under any other name than 
that under which such trade or 
business was carried on at the begin- 
ning of the war.

THE DARDANELLES. 

A British and French fleet is 
bombarding the Dardanelles, the 
strait which separates south-east 
Europe from western Asia and 
connects the Aegean Sea with the 
Sea of Marmora. It is impossible 
at the moment to say whether or 
not a serious attempt is being made 
to demolish the fortifications with 
8 view to forcing a passage to 
Constantinople and the Black Sea. 
There has been considerable con- 


troversy on the subject of the right 


to pass through these straits, but 
the Powers agreed in 1841 that 
Turkey should have the right to 
Prevent any man-of-war from pass- 
ing through if she desired to do 60. 
The channel is about forty-two 
miles in length, and its breadth 
varies from one to four miles. In 
order to prevent an attack on Con- 
stantinople the steep and sterile 
shores on the west and the slopes 
on the eastern side have been 
strongly fortified, and doubtless the 
entrance has now been mined. The 
straits, being so important strate- 
gically, have always been more or 
less prominent in the history of 
struggles between the East and the 
West. It was here that Xerxes 
passed into Europe by a bridge of 
boats, and that Alexander the Great. 
led an expedition against Persia.

LORD CURZON’S LIST 
OF “DON'Ts.” 


In Big School at Harrow Tord 
Curzon recently addressed a large 
gathering, which included mas-

Lord Curzon concluded an hour's 
speech with the following advice :— 
(1) Don’t think the war does not 
affect you ividually: it touches 
every one of us. (2) Don’t be over- 
joyed at victory or down-hearted at 

lefeat. (3) Don't be unnerved by 
personal or family bereavemente. 
(4) Don’t bo frightened at the 
Casualty Lists. (6) Don’t think 
that you know how to wage the 
campaign and that the War Office 
does not: accordingly, don’t write 
to the papers telling Generals and 
Admirals what they ought to do. 
(6) Don’t get nervous because the 
Progress of the war is slow; ib can 
only be slow in these stages. 
(7) Don’t believe all you read in 
the newspapers, particularly when 
it comes from Berlin.

BRITISH GUNBOAT 
INTERNED. 


DEPARTURE OF CREWS FROM 
CHUNGKING. 





Frem Our Own Correspondent. 
Chungking, Oct. 31. 

‘The disarmament of the two 
British ships here has now taken 
place and the officers and men left 
fot down river on the last trip of 
the Shuhun. At the last moment, 
ten minutes before leaving, the 
Chinese informed the officers that 
no one would be allowed to’ go 
on board the Chinese steamer in 
naval dress. There was a lively 
sourrying for a time in their endea- 
vour to find civilian dress. It 
was reported that within fifteen 
mintutes from the time they were 
given notice, they were ready to 
leavd, but according to eye-witness- 
es they resembled a band of pirates 
rattier than bluejackets. One man 
has been left in charge, while 
Messrs. ‘Mackenzie & Co. have gen- 
erat oversight of both vessels. 

The U.8.8. Palos left for down 
river last Saturday, two days after 
her sister ship, the Monocacy, 
reached here.

Tho British casualties 
have been very few. 

We have heard of a feat performed 
by Major Knox, attached to the 
Sikh contingent, who is injured. 
One night he crawled quite a dis- 
tance on the ground and succeeded 
in cutting some contact mine wires. 
He attempted to do som2 more of 
this work another night when a 
shrapnel shell burst over him and 
wounded him, not seriously.

Much regret is expressed at the 
sinking of H.M.S. Good Hope and 
the stranding of H.M.S. Monmouth, 
The latter ship was well known here. 
On the former we hear there was 
Command:r Darley, who was on 
HLM.S. Minotaur under Vioe-Admir- 
al Winsloe. Much sympathy goes 
to Mrs, Darley in her great loss, 
also to Mrs. Crawley of this poi 
wife of Inspector Crawley who ha 
an only brother on H.M.8.

As usual during the autumn there 
have been large consignments of 
“Lintao” fish (ribbon fish) ex- 
ported to southern ports. They are 
put in brine in large Fukien junks, 
and the fish are ‘“‘cured” by the 
time the junks arrive at their des- 
tination. 

Building operations still go on in 
this port, but will soon cease now 
that frost has set in. 

Most of the bridges that were 
destroyed by the floods have been 
rebuilt and the roads repaired, so 
that cart traffic can go on as usual.

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TERRIBLE LAWLESSNESS 
OF NORTH KIANGSU. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
Suchien, Nov. 9: 

The “ Bostun Herald ” says that 
the maxim “Better fifty years of 
Europe than a cycle of Cathay” will 
now depend on the years chosen. 
So we might add; It will also'de- 
pend on the part of Cathay fefer- 
red to, In the sections 100 li east 
of Isuchowfu and east and south- 
east of Suchien, there are ‘ robber 
bands that number several hundred 
men each, These are supported by 
a large association of scattered 
malcontents, who prey on’ the 
people. Blackmail is levied, ‘and 
many are carried off and held for 
ransom, 

One of the most ruthless of their 
recent acts, was the capture of a 
small village, belonging to’ a 
wealthy, Tsai, family. Merely be- 
cause @ gun was fired in ‘defence, 
(c.f. Louvain), the whole village was 
burned and seventy bodies of the 
slain were thrown into the stréam, 
The wretches then put the hegie of 
the murdered men upon tables and 
put pipes and onions into their 
mouths! The wives of thirty-four 
Tsai men who were murdered 
been here in the family ancestral 
hall crying periodically for # 
month, 

Scores of other villages hav» suf- 
fered most severely. And when 
soldiers can surround a ‘village 
where robbers have taken refuge, 
woe betide the inhabitants! 

Last Friday three — lieutenante 
led their companies into a village 
they supposed had been vacated by 
the tufei. They were proceeding in 
disorder when suddenly a heavy 
fire from an ambush disabled twelve 
and killed four outright. One can 
imagine what becomes of a soldier 
that falls into the hands of the rob- 
bers. So it is that when the rob- 
bers are caught a desire for revenge 
asserts itself, and the Jaw is exe- 
cuted (1) by a flaying or Tingch’é 
or a burning of the prisoner, as 
well as by the more humane and 
usual shooting. 

It is surprising how quietly the 
people only a few miles from these 
scenes will reap and plant and sow. 

‘The floods have sent.a great horde 
of poor refugees down the ' canal. 
Famine prices are making the 
landowners rich and villing the 
poor. The wheat is well ‘planted 
and is coming up-nicely. This has 
brought the prices down 15 per 
cent., which relieves the situation a 
little.
